The bauk building is one of tbe m ost solid and 
subHtsutial structures In town, being constructed of 
stone, with Iron shutters to the windows, and barred 
aud boiled in ihc most sccuro manner, rendering It 
impossible fur any but au expert burglar to obtain 
an entrance without considerable eOort, which 
would be likely to awaken those living In the vicinity. 
The vault of Uie bauk was constructed of stone, with a 
fouudatluu of the sauie material, the entrance to 
Which was secured by an imraeuso Irou door, weigh­ 
ing altout 3,600 poim.ls, and an Inner door of solid 
wrought irou, about three-quarters ot au I ncli thick. 
Tho locks used on both tho outer aud inner doors 
wpie "Lillie’s l ombiuailon Burglar Proof.” The size 
of 
tho 
vault 
wus 
six 
by 
eight 
feet and 
ten feet high, anu was used as 
a depository 
ot the books ami papers belonging to the bauk. 
inside of the vault were two tire and burglar 
proof sales, tho largest of which was made by 
Herring and tho smuner one by Llllie. The Herring 
sale coutttined tho mouey and paper.» of value be­ 
longing to the bauk, also government securities, 
bouds, Ac,, which had been placed in tho bunk for 
sale Kcejnng: l Ins .sale wa.s securcl by Vale’s com­ 
bination lock. The Lilile safe also cim talued a small 
am ount oi bonds ami valuai.lo paper.-.. 
Tho entrance was ciTeciod to iiio Bank through a 
back window in the rear ol the director’s room. The 
iron blinds were opened by cuiiiug off the nvets 
wiui a cold chisel aud removing staples. They next 
cut the inside sash, pushing m the glass aud K-av- 
uig tho irauic stundlug. Having uiitaiue.l ingress it 
was but au eusv m atter tu gel in the cuutiimg ruuni. 
They next placed a pie. o ot black cinubric muslin 
across the head light over the Irout door to preveai 
the light from their lamps being seen ou Uio out­ 
side. 
Tho next operation of tne burglars was to open 
tho vault. By driving steel we.tges into the Bide 
and imderiieaih the lioor they made an ojiemug of 
anout null au inch, in which they placed u quantity 
01 powder, which was igniie.l i.y a luse. The door 
and frame were Uiowii comiileieiY off, and fell over 
partially a&aiust a desk, watch was crushed aud 
brought to the iloor. Tlie muer .loor was pried oi>en 
by loeaus of a uar auil wetlges, and the hinges cut 
off, winch gave accoss to me luierior ot the vault. 
The Herring safe, one of the best made by them, 
was next we.igeu ami blown open. Tlie bar ou the 
inslile which held tho bolts was blown off. Tins 
sate, as stated above, coniaine.l the mouey l.elong- 
ing U) the naiik, the amount being between $26,uoo 
and $:.0,0üü, which tne robbers secured. lu addi- 
iioii to Uie prujicriy of tlie nuuk there was a large 
aiuount of goverinucnt securlU.'S, bonds, .Vc., which 
hud necn placed by parties lor sale keeping, os el.se- 
wiiere noted, which was deposited lu this sale, and 
watch was also taken, the amount of which cannot 
now be uscertaliieii, but Is estimated by the officers 
of the bank tu lie about $2u,otKi. A poriiun of these 
bond.s are registered, su that they will not be even­ 
tually lost to the owners. Aboui one year ago the 
officers gave notice to parties leaving seciintn» in 
their keeping t hat they would not hecoiiie responsible 
for their .safety, since which Ume the am ouni of 
bonds lying m the bank has been decreased. 
A 
num ber ol packages of cunt, prmciiially nickel 
cents, together witii a small qiiamitv of gold and 
Sliver, was not taken, but lay birewii on the floor of 
the vault. A bucket, puruallv filled with water, 
taken fruui Mr. I’. E. Farnum ’s well, was found in 
I lie room ami contaiiKHl abuut .sixteen duUars ni flve 
cent pieces, which the thieves considered loo bur­ 
densome to earry. 
The small Lillie safe was unopened, as cither the 
burglars feared remaiinug tu Hie bauk lunger, or 
were sau.slled wlib tbe spoils alreaily obiamed. 
The exit of the rascals was made turuugli tho win­ 
dow by Which ihey entered. 
Tins inoraiug the ujipearanco of the bauk was oue 
of ludescrliiable confusion. Fajier.s, books and records 
lay seaiiercd around in all directions, the imiueuse 
door of the vauii lying partly on me broken desk 
and partly on the floor, surroumied Uy m ortar, and 
tbe nuplemuuls used by Uie burglars In the prose- 
culiou of llielr work, all gave evideuce of the sKiliul 
m anner lu whicU tlie rascals 
cou.lucled 
their 
operations, ami the l.oldue.ss and coolness shown by 
Uiuiu. 
'I'he following tools used by Mic burglars were 
found this moriitng in the imuk:-i.Vbout thirty steel 
weilges, circle saw, gimlets aint auger blls, screw 
driver, cliisci, heavy iron crowbar aud cJuvv, wn-c 
cutter, pmcers, stool pointed drills, an assoriinent of 
flies, two piuly huives, roll of sheet brass, prim tug 
Wires, fuse, twine, sirups, bru.Uwl, Ac. Three full 
cases ot Diiivont’s powder were lound. aud two tliat 
were iiearl.v eiopty: also a jutlrul rubbers, an ol.l 
hat, bottle of sperm ot., oilcloth, Ac. 
U would Hceui siuuiilar that tho rohi>ery could 
have been commiiuid amt the sale blown open, 
when m ere were parties living In bucIi dos» pro.x- 
Unity to the bank. .Mr. 1‘eter E. Kariiuui, wlio re­ 
sides tn UiR a.ijommg building, stales tuui he had a 
light burning in Ins house all night; that abont 
two o’clock he got up on account of a sick 
child, but heard ho

Ho heard two 
men talking and laughing Inironiol the door, whom 
he thought to lie brakemen, as oue of them spoke of 
going out 011 a tram , 'ihe noise of parties passing 
to and fro was heard on the opposite sUte ol the 
street—all ot wlitoh allayed any susinufuns of tiiere 
being anvthing wrong in the bauk. Mr. Thomas 
Sharp also heard au explosion. 
No clue to Hie burglars has as yet been found, al­ 
though the officers of the bunk are putting forui 
every exertion to ferret them out and secure tlielr 
capture. The telegraph has been freely used, and a 
reward of $6,000 is oflered for thu detection of the 
thieves aud recovery of the property. 
ft Is reported that two men got on board the flrst 
night Hue at Jersey Uity last night who were pointed 
out to the conductors by detectives as "sale 
blowers.” Early this morning four suspicious look- 
lug Individuals with carpct-bags were seen near me 
ireighl depot. Two men also got on tho way iraiu 
going east this morning, who were su-spicloned. 
Due of them got off at Mid.ilotuwn, and the other Is 
roporieil to have been arrested at Jersey City.

THE YANKEE OF ASIA. 


I.e et« ra « f D r. W ashbw nM o a tho C hlaese. 
Last night a lecture was delivered by Dr. Wash- 
burne, of Calvary church. New York, on "Ttto 
Chinese,” in the Episcopal Chnrcb ol the Reforma­ 
tion, Gates avenue, Brooklyn. Tnero w ai a good 
attendance, and both before and after tho lecture 
there was an excellent perform ance of concerted 
music, accompanied by tbe organ. 
The lectnrer commenced by a glance at the very 
anperflclal character of the books w ritten by many 
of tho mouom 
travellers of China, and made 
apeclol mention of Bayard Taylor's book m particu­ 
larly remarkable for its flippancy and discursiveness. 
The Chinese were an im portant people, and thongii 
the oldest country m the world it was the country 
that was now a rival to the great American repub­ 
lic. Chma was a nation m at m ust be studied aud 
was well worthy of the study. 
It was the good fortune of the lecturer to spend 
abont eight m onths in the country for the purpose 
of informlog himself as to tbctr social life and not 
for the purpose of writing books. The first thing 
that would strike a stranger in that remote part of 
the globe Is the strange aspect of tbe modem clement 
of busy, crowded streets, with the characteristics 
I of an Asiatic oeoplc. 
There was no nation, 
except tbe East Indian, that has made so great a 
development upon its own native t»asls as the 
Chinese. It had a population of over three hundred 
and sixty millions of people, and he ahonld deigiiate 
he Chinese a.s the Yankees of Asia. 
In this people 
there was the same active enterprise, the same force 
ot will; ana. if he m ight be allowed to say it, the 
same enormous vaniiv as found in the American. 
The only purallal m at he kuew of to tho proclama­ 
tions of the Chinese Emperor, were tho Fourth 
of Jnlv orations and the speeches at a I’lymouth din­ 
ner. (Laughter.) The Doiliy of this people was the 
most iiecuiwr of any jicopio in tho world. Its his­ 
tory began 2,052 years belore Christ—a pcrlml that 
wus on the threshold of human civlUzutlou. aud me 
Chinese were ackuowle.lgeit to bo tho oldest civU- 
Ued race lu the world. The fatherly Idea was the 
principio thai pervaded iLs idea ot government. It 
was Um only country In Asia where there was not a 
priestly cast. In China Hie primitive patriarch was 
there 111 Its entirety. The Emperor, in tho religious 
services, offered the largest sacrifices and was Hie 
religious sovereign of the jieople.

Mingled with 
that 
uppuroiit 
dospoiism were 
the 
elemeuts

There 
was no aristocracy to prevent tho rising of tlie 
son of a coolie to a Alandarln of the tiighest button. 
The snubs of Fitth avenue might learu sumuUting 
from these Asiatics, and see that social advaiicemeiit 
was a m atter of irleuds ami sense Instead ol dollars 
au.l cents, daughter), 
ftiere was no country, cer­ 
tainly lu Asm, Where there was, in proportion to 
population, so 
little over-wealth aud so ilitio 
poverty. 
The lectnrer then glauced at tho lack ot true taste 
displayed by these p.mple in ihcir architeciure; 
their houses were built upon the ty pe of the old 
Tartar teut. 
the most plea^ant spectacle was ihelr 
love of flowers, winch wus a passion with them, 
'rue tjq.'Mty of this was, however, greatly dimimshed 
by the loruialisin of their ganlens. As to their in- 
uiviflual deveiopiueut, it was a fact that lung before 
the era of civHlzation they were tn the possession ot 
mo compass, tho art of printing and me discovery of 
gunpowder. 
Yet the Chínese were not great navi­ 
gators. Their printing was not that of niovabio 
types, and their gunpowner was as likely to blow 
up thclr garrisons os their euemles’. The lecturer 
e.vplaineti me cause or this by stating that In order 
to give life to m aterial civilization m ere m ust be a 
Ufe and force cumiuuuicated to it to give it activity, 
aud m at was dune By the Interchauge of thoiigut 
oause.1

The Miuperor Nnpolcon’s Hpeerti—The Fuliti. 
cal Hitiiation. 
The sii.spcnso which has lasted for so many 
months in France, and which has been so pain­ 
ful and at times so alarming, has at last been 
brought to an end. 
It ha.s been brought to an 
end not by the fleroe uprising of the mns-cu- 
lodea, by barricades, by graposhot and mid­ 
night fubilades, but by a wise, temperate, prac­ 
tical statesmanlike speech from the throne, by 
riuch a speech as Napoleon alone of all living 
monarchs can make, and which abundantly 
prove.s that whatever physical inCrraitics may 
have gathered upon the Emperor, his inlollect 
is a.s clc.ir, as penetrating, as vigorous, as all- 
embracing as ever. 
We do not wonder that 
the speech was well received by the Chambers, 
for France had never more cau.so to be proud 
oflto chosen chief. 
We do not say that Hie speech and tbe 
liberal, as well as manly sentiments which it 
breathed, were not largely tho rosult of the 
very 
peculiar 
position 
in 
which 
tho 
Emperor 
finds 
himself placed. 
But 
be 
is 
a 
wise 
man 
and 
a ekilful 
ruler 
who fully 
understands his position and 
knows 
how to turn 
it 
to 
his 
own 
advantage. 
That the Emperor has yielded no 
one can deny; but he hi$p yielded in such a 
manner as to benefit France, to disarm bis 
opponents and to strengthen Lia throne. 
If he 
has stoojied, he has stoujied but to conquer; 
and the promise now is that he will bs stronger 
than ever. 
Napoleon reads history, not back­ 
ward, like some people, but with bis eye scan­ 
ning the great future; and in this he differs 
from two of his immediate predecessors; for 
it is only truth to say that hud tho same wis­ 
dom guided the counsels of Charles the Tenth 
or of Louis Philippe the Bonapartes might still 
have been throncless and homeless. 
It is not 
our opinion, however, that the political strug­ 
gle now raging In Franco, and of which his 
speech is the great master-stroke, is yet, or 
that it will soon be, brought to a close. 
Far 
from it. 
The French opposition is a great 
political power. 
Time was—and that time is 
not very remoti*—when the opposition con­ 
sisted of but four or five men. 
It can now 
count on not fewer than one hundred and .-’Ix- 
teen votes. 
These votes are important, not on 
their own account only, but on account of the 
property, the activity and the brains v.hich 
they represent. They constitute a power which 
tlkf Emperor cannot afford to despise, even if he 
were willing. 
These men have clung to their 
cause, through good report and through bad. 
They have spoken out when to speak out was 
dangerous to pnrse and to life, as well as to 
fame. 
They have suffered as much from hot­ 
headed and unreasoning friends as from un­ 
principled and conscienceless enemies. 
But 
the leading spirits of the opposition have been 
true to each other, true to their common cause, 
and they have been patient, long-suffering and 
full of perseverance. 
The reanlt Is that niim 
bers have increased; and the marvellous thing 
is that the present French opposition is one of 
tho least hctcrogenoons oppositions In parlla- 
mrnbiry hl*tory. 
It is not by any means a 
loose and incoherent rabble. 
It may have In 
it men who have a sympathy for legitimatism, 
others who have a sympathy for Orleanlam 
and others who are republicans at heart; but 
these symiiathies, If they exist, do not divide 
them. 
On two main points they are all 
agreed:—The one is their opposition to the 
one man power ; the other is that tho i>oople 
tuíryeTtóróay 
urFcm alV ’Mu'nre^^^^ 
j should be governed by the people. Jhe points 
almost unanimooB'y, 
iTufessor O. 0. Marsh, of Yale College, oeeiarcs 
the •‘CaMliT Giant” to be a deouleil liuniiiug, rudely 
carrea unt of gypsum and buried very recently.

The Kiiiiieroi' lias so fir disarmed 
the opi»osUioii by conceding some of tlielr prin­ 
cipal doinaiids; but he has not yielded all, and 
much must still depend on the manner In 
which the promised reforms are carried out. 
The slliialioii, however, ja now clear. 
We 
know what the “ Left" demands. 
We know 
what tho^ Emperor has promised. 
We are, in 
a word, put ill a fair position to watch the coa- 
illct uiiderstandingly and with interest. 
We have already said that much will de­ 
pend on tJio manner in which the Emperor 
fulfils his promises. 
We do not mean that wc 
have any doubt as to the honesty of the Em­ 
peror’s intontions. 
Nothing of tho sort. 
U 
is our honest belief that the Emperor means 
well, that he intends to do and that he will try 
to do all ho has said. 
But Napoleon has one 
weakness—a weakness no doubt resulting 
largely from his own |»eculiar experience— 
ho will be his own Prime Minister. 
The 
granting of reforms 
does not pain him; 
but 
to lot 
go 
tho reins and trust to 
responsible ministers he cannot make up his 
mind. 
Wo do not wonder at this. 
Ciesarism 
has been his darling policy. 
Is he not the 
author of the life of J uIIub Ceesar? 
Docs he 
not jirove in that laborious work that Caesar- 
ism and Napoleoniam are one and the same, 
tho latter being only a little more intelligent 
than the former? 
lias he not built up himself 
tuid his house on this idea ? 
By adhering to 
this idea has ho not at the same time given 
Franco wealth and power and Tamo? 
Why 
should he now abandon it? 
Is it not possible 
for him still to hold tho reins and yet extend 
the area of liberty ? This is Napoleon’s diffi­ 
culty, 
It is more—it is his stumbling block. 
If Napoleon cannot conquer himself and ovcr- 
cotiio his scruples on this point, we have no 
hesitation in saying that all his reforms will be 
worthless, that all his fine sayings will bo but 
as tho “sounding brass and the tinkling cym­ 
bal.” Parliamentary government moans one 
thing; Cicsarism means another. 
The two 
cannot walk together and agree. 
If Napoleon 
will persist in being his own Prime Minister and 
tho practical chief of all his bureaus he will 
find himself personally in perpetual conflict 
ith tho people; his sources of irritation will 
be multiplied a thousand-fold ; his ruin will 
bo certain. This is a point on which bis 
speech throws no light. 
It is nevertheless the 
main point in the general question. 
Further 
news may give us the light we need; but the 
light is not yet. 
There is one other feature of the Emperor’s 
speech which wo are unwilling to pass by in 
silence. 
The Emperor in speaking to France 
did not forget that his audience was the world. 
In this he showed skill and' cunning; but he 
did not tho less reveal the philosopher, 
Ilis 
eye is upon France; but his eye is also upon 
the world. 
Ilis soul is occupied with the 
immediate difficulties around him ; but be sees 
and notes the great facts of modem progress. 
It is something to kno’W that he, a Bonaparte, 
now rules France; but this does not prevent 
him from rejoicing that tho chariot of progress 
rolls on with increasing speed, that refonns 
are being demanded and conceded elsewhere 
than in P'rance, that tbe age can boast ot 
Pacifio Railroads, of Suez Canals, of Mount 
Cenis tunnels and other Tlctorles of mind 
over matter, and that with one of the greatest 
of these victories the name of a French 
engineer and the name of a French Empress 
will forever be associated. 
The Emperor in 
getting up bis address must have made 
liberal use of tbe columns of the New Y ork 
H e ra ld . 
We mention this for the comfort 
of France; for it is a good and hopeful sign. 


Tub G old ExoiTBMKirr.—Gold had another 
fall yesterday, touching 1 2 1 and a panic 
seemed impending in Wall street, when Secre­ 
tary Boutwell telegraphed Assistant Treasurer 
Folgor to reject all bids for government gold 
under 122, which had tbe effect of keeping the 
government treasure out of the markot, as the 
highest bid was 121.20. This change of policy 
produced startling results in the Gold Room, 
where the price suddenly jumped back to 
1‘Jili—a rise of two per cent. 
Great indigna­ 
tion was expressed at the rejection of tbe bids, 
and the “ bears” felt very sore over the sus­ 
pension of the gold sales. 
The feeling in the 
street was very «cited and feverish, and 
spread to the Stock Exchange with tho effect 
of a shaqi decline in that branch of Wall street 
siHscnlation.

By special telegram from London, forwarded 
througli the Atlantic cable yesterday, we have 
tho iniportaut intelligence that tho radical revo­ 
lutionary political agitation which has been in 
Biicb active progress in Ireland for some years 
past is rapidly culminating to a serious crisis— 
a crisis which will very likely be decisive in its 
results as between tho views and force of its 
promovants and tho voice of tho law and tho 
authority of the English crown. 
The st-ciet 
agents employed in tho Queen’s service in tho 
island liave just reported their belief that a 
general “rising” or demonstration of the people 
in favor of national rulo is imminent. 
A Cabi­ 
net council was called In London. 
The situa­ 
tion 0 8 it exists in the sister kingdom was 
reviewed, and the question of again suspending 
tho act of habeas corpus debated. No decision 
was arrived at—a fact which may be regarded 
as iin executive acknowledgment of the gravity 
of the occasiqp. 
Outside the Ministerial oflices 
it was looked on as certain that extreme 
measures of repression and for the sustontatlon 
of British power in Ireland will bo adopted 
almost immediately. 
This latter inference is most probably correct. 
By mail and from our European newspaper 
(ilea wo have within a few days published the 
fact that there were seventeen regiments of 
British troops serving in Ireland on the 19th of 
November, two others being embarked from 
England for tho same destination, with more 
to follow, making the actual force one-fifth or 
more of the whole army of her Majesty on 
duty for the purpose of cementing an in* 
teruational union which was declared perfect 
sixty-nine years since. 
All this agitation 
may, however, eventuate in a grand political 
manoeuvre, oaloulatod beforehand, for the pur­ 
pose of keeping Premier Gladstone up to the 
mark on the Irish land and Church reform ques­ 
tions. 
To tho people of Ireland a well regu­ 
lated system of land tenure, accompanied by 
an equitable adjustment of the rent averages, 
to be enforced by law, Is an absolute, vital 
necessity, wliile a settlement of the State 
Church difficulty in accordance with tho spirit 
of the ago is looked for. 
As Mr, Gladstone 
has just lately evinced a slight disposition to 
“ go back” a little on his Irish friends in both 
respects, in face of the fierce opposition of the 
High Churchmen and feudal baronial interests, 
it may be that tbo democracy of the Green 
Isle have merely taken up a “sharp stick”—a 
good blackthorn, perhaps—for the purpose of 
just keeping hia “ toe to tho mark” and sus­ 
taining tbe “ as you wore” liberal front of the 
last session of Parliament in the next. 
The 
Cabinet may conseqnently have magnified 
the grand “ fuss” into a revolution. 
This is 
tho most pleasant view to take of the case as 
expressed in our cable telegram. 
We are 
aware, however, that two or three of tho most 
daring of the Irl.sh political convicts have just 
been returned as members of the British Par­ 
liament. 
Their appearance at the bar of the 
House of Commons for admission will raise a 
new and exceedingly important question with 
reference to Irish allegiance and duly to the 
Queen, Should they be refused their seats they 
may, perhaps, return to Ireland—having the 
Sheriff's oertiticato of election—and attempt to 
resuscitate the Parliament of that country, 
the most eminent jurists of the day having 
denied the right of the Irish members to transfer 
the Legislature from Dublin to London in the 
year 1800. 
If really »pj> rtf'! by the nation 
these Irish radical pofitlcians may effect a very 
groat change in the condition of tbe British 
empire—a change similar to that which has 
been oxperienced in Belgium, in Cuba, in Mex­ 
ico, and, to a great extent, in Canada, Nova 
Scotia, Newfoundland and British Columbia. 
The world is evidently “ marching along.” 


The Cabana on tho OOTenalve. 
We have heard all along and up to the last 
monient, through Spanish sources, that the 
Cuban insurrection was being rapidly crushed. 
To any reasonable person tbe reports to this 
effect apjiearcd incredible, as Spain kept send­ 
ing out more troops and was straining oil her 
resources against the Cubans, while the latter 
not only held their own ground but were in­ 
creasing tholr power and extending their con­ 
questa. 
Has this looked II'• 
crushing the 
insurrection? 
Does it not show that Spanish 
power is on Its last legs and that the Cubans 
are stronger than ever ? . Indeed, the news 
comes to us, and that through Havana and 
Spanish hands, that tho insurgents have as­ 
sumed the offensive and have force enough to 
attack their enemies in their fortified strong­ 
holds. 
They attacked, fifteen hundred strong, 
the fortified town of San Josi^, on the Puerto, 
Principe and Neuvitas Railroad. 
The volun­ 
teers who attempted an engagement with them 
were captured. 
It is said in this Spanish 
report that the insurgents failed to take the 
fort, but it is evident the Spaniards have had 
the worst of it. 
No doubt we shall hoar of an 
importaut success when the truth roaches us. 
Thus we see that Instead of tho Insurrection 
being cnmhed the Cubans are crushing the 
Spaniards, 
and their cause 
is 
becoming 
stronger every day. 


An Api-bal Aoainst the Expatriation 
OF J kws from Russia.—a delegation 
of 
American Jews was yesterday introduced to 
President Grant by Secretary Boutwell, They 
asked tbe President to use his best offices 
with tbe Czar, through our 
Minister at 
St. Petersburg, to effect a revocation or 
modification of 
the recent ukase which 
expatriates two thousand Jewish families. The 
President promised to lay the appeal before 
the Cabinet, which was about to assemble, 
adding that it would give him great pleasure 
to promote tbe object of their visit. 
He also 
expressed the growing sentiment of all Ameri­ 
can citizens, by saying that it is too late In the 
day to persecute any ona on account of ids 
religion, race or color. 


An U nknow n P a ssin q b r .— Some explana­ 
tion is needed of that forcible expulsion of a 
passenger from a train on the New Jersey 
Railroad, by which the paesenger, as reported, 
came to his death. The story is that the train 
was stopped on tiff* Hackensack bridge and tlie 
passenger put off there, and that he fell inte 
the river and was drowned. 
Unless ibis can 
be positively disproved, this seems to be a cose 
in whloh the authority of tbe conductor, an 
authority too often tyranoJoally used, hss 
been qxeroisod to an extent that calls for the 
atteatioa of the o r ln a ^ authorltlee. 


The Probleni «r Revivías Aoserioaa Ceoi. 


The national Congress, which commences its 
session in Washington next Monday, will have 
many and great qnestions to deliberate on— 
({uestions of foreign and home policy, questions 
of finaqpe, questions of tariff and internal 
revenue; bnt we tblnk we are not exaggerat­ 
ing when wo say that, so far as concerns the 
grandeur and prosperity of tho metropolis, 
Cong’-ess will have before it no question of 
greater iuipurtanoe than that of restoring 
American commerce to the proud position 
which it occupied fifteen years ago. 
Do our 
readers know that whereas in 1851 the tonnage 
of tho United States had reached about five 
and a half millions—somewhat in excess of 
tho tonnage of England—it has since fallen 
off to four million three hundred thousand tons, 
and that of England has increased to seven 
million three hundred thousand? Tho fact is 
a startling one, and particularly when the 
statement is added that of the tonnage which 
we still possess only about one-fourth is occu­ 
pied in the foreign trade, and even that chleily 
In tho scavenger work ’of supplyiug Europe 
with the guano of Peru. 
We do not to-day 
possess a single steamer plying between New 
York and any European port, but have sur­ 
rendered the whole foreign commerce of our 
port to the English, the French and the Ger­ 
mans. 
Many causes have operated in producing 
this disheartening state of things. 
As Mr. 
Low, one of our most enterprising shlp- 
ownors and merchants, slated before the select 
committee of Congress, which 
has 
been 
recently collecting information on the subject, 
“It is easier to explain the causes of our 
decline than to suggest a remedy.” 
The 
canses assigned before that committee were 
various, the principal ones being tbe gradual 
revolution that has been effected in ships, from 
the wooden sailing vessel and sidewhcel 
steamer to the iron sailing vessel and screw 
steam er-a revolution in which we took no 
part, preferring to cling to tho sailing vessel 
and the wooden sidewheel steamer; the pre­ 
ference in freights and insurances given to the 
iron vessels over the wooden ones ; the dilfer- 
ence in the cost to the Engli.sh merchant of 
his vessel and that of his to the Amercan mer­ 
chant; tho high duties paid on materials 
entering into the construction of American 
ships, which materials are free of duty in 
England; tbe advantage which tho English 
have over us In getting all their ships’ stores 
out of bond free of duty; the difference in 
the rates of wages; the disadvantage under 
which our depreciated currency placed us; the 
failure of our government to subsidize steam­ 
ship lines in competition with the English and 
French, and, finally, tho generally prejudicial 
effect of our high protective tariff. 
All these, 
with the exception of the first, are causes 
which it Is in the power of Guugress to 
remove or mitigate; and as to the first, wo 
suppose it may bo safely left to tho intelligence 
and enterprise of our shipbuilders and ship­ 
owners. 
But notwithstanding Mr. Low’s remark as 
to the cause being more easily discovered than 
the remedy, there has been no lack of sugges­ 
tions as to the remedy. These suggestions may 
be condensed into three principal groups. 
They are—first, the removal of all legislative 
restrictions on the purchase of foreign ships 
and on their admission to .Ymoricun n glstry ; 
second, the granting of liberal subsidies by our 
government to steamship linos, and, thirdly, 
tbe allowance of a drawback of duties on all 
materials entering Into the construction and 
outfit and maintenance of ships. 
It will be 
readily understood that these propositions are 
not equally favored by the two groat interests 
that are moat closely Involved in the question— 
the shipowning and the shipbuilding interests. 
The shipoyrners, as a class, may be sot down 
as In favor of all three. The shipbuilders are 
and will bo opposed, to tho bitter end, to what 
is termed free trade in ships. 
They say, and 
with much force and reason, that it would be 
the finishing blow to the now languid and tot­ 
tering Interest which they represent; and that 
it would not only be ruinous to that interest, but 
would be seriously detrimental to the nation at 
large, in closing up all tho shipyards, sending 
the ship mechanics oat of the country or to 
other occupations, and thus depriving tho gov­ 
ernment of its most useful and indispensable 
artisans in case of war with a naval power. 
On the other hand, the shiimwuers do not 
believe that, even with the allowance of a 
drawback, the shipbuilders of this country can 
compete with those of England. 
As Mr. Wes- 
tervolt, formerly one of onr greatest shipbuild­ 
ers, stated before the committee, “ Tho days of 
wooden ships are ended; and to build wooden 
ships would be labor lost.” The shipowners 
say, 
“ Lot us buy our ships where we 
can buy them cheapest, and if American ships 
can be produced as cheap as foreign ones of 
course we will give our own tho preference." 
Some of our principal shipbuilders, including 
Mr. Wobb, of New York, and Mr. McKay, of 
Boston, have expressed the fullest confidence 
that if they are put, in regard to the cost of 
material, on an equal footing with the great 
Iron sblpbullders on the Clyde and tlie Tyne, 
they can, notwithstanding the disparity of 
workmen’s wages, produce as good and as 
cheap Ships as their English rivals. 
All that 
they ask is a fair field and no favor. 
Thus stands the question to-day. 
Compli­ 
cated with it, but presenting too wide a field 
to be discussed In this connection, is the ques­ 
tion of the tariff, which, through some of Its 
prohibitory features, is charged with being one 
ot tbe principal causes of the decay in our 
commerce and of the increased cost of living, 
which necessitates higher wages and puts our 
shipbuilders and shipowners at a disadvantage 
as against their forcigrn rivals. 
Complicated 
also with it is the question of currency. Labor 
combinations and the Eight Hour law have also 
their effect and are to be taken into considera­ 
tion In all efforts to resolve the problem. 
Most of the practical men who appeared before 
tbo special committee which has charge of tho 
subject were Inclined to the opinion that the 
greater skill, Intelligence and activity of tho 
American mechauio more than compensateá 
for the dlfforerxe in the price of labor and in 
the hours of work, but Mr. Wostervolt and 
Mr. Low weeo not of that opinion. 
The former 
expressed bis belief that the standard of 
American labor bad become very much re­ 
duced. 
The latter remoxkod that dcmeralisa- 
tlon seemed to have extended into tb-» depart­ 
ment «f labor to a greater degree thau oerhaos 


into any othe* department, and that an/ona 
who undertook to 
a house or a ship 
would soon find t k ' t fact out to his coat. 
As to the qnesüok ol subsidie. Mr. Low ex­ 
pressed the opinion IlK't the policy of England 
In subsidizing lines of sk-íamers to the various 
parts of the world bad 
her a prestige 
that was almost insuperablei- 
All the English 
laws had been for the beneffv of conmérce, 
while there did not seem to ba a law m the 
American statute books that did oot infiict 
injury on our commercial interest'’ 
And in 
that connection he instanced the ver3r^®®‘’i‘>08 
iqjury inflicted on the Pacific Mail Steaih’shlp 
Company by the immense government subsidy 
granted to the Pacific Railroad. 
From this presentation of the facts and cctb- 
siderations bearing on the question of how to 
revive our commerce it will be seen that the 
special committee which has the subject in 
charge has no light or irresponsible duty to 
perform. 
Let us hope that It will discover » 
means of reconciling all conflicting interests, 
of restoring business and animation to our 
shipyards, whore now (as Mr. Webb ex- 
piossed it, sorrowfully) grass grows; of giv­ 
ing us not one but many lines of fleet mall 
steamers, and of making our flag oaoo more 
familiar on every sea and in every port. 


The llaytlen Hevolntioa. 
We 
gave in 
yesterday’s 
Hbrald the 
latest news from Ilayti, detailing the progress 
of tho revolution against Salnave. 
From thw 
information published it will bo seen that the 
forces of Salnave are growing daily smaller 
and smaller. 
Tho insurrectionary forces a rr 
constantly adding to their strength and making 
stronger their positions. 
The only town of 
any importance now In the hands of Salnave is 
that of Port an Prince, and there Is every 
reason to believe that bofurc long this strong­ 
hold of the Uaytien President will succumb to 
the victorious march of the rebels. 
With the 
republic in tho power of Chevalier, Brice, 
Sugot and tho other revolutionary leaders, 
may wo expect an era of law, order and good 
government ? Will the affairs of tho country 
be conducted in such a manner as will lead 
outsiders to believe that its industrial re­ 
sources 
will be 
stimulated into healthy 
activity ? Wo are afraid not. 
For over half 
a century have Intestinal wars disturbed the 
island. 
One leader has only been put down to 
give place and power to another, who in a 
brief term has been displaced for a more de­ 
signing agitator. 
Any pereon who 
has 
watched tho course of Hayti knows full well 
that this has been tho history of her leading 
men for years past. 
What, then, is the 
remedy for these evils? Annexation to the 
United States. 
For years have the Haytiens 
plodded on, following a course which they dis- 
appoiutcd themselves in believing was self- 
government. 
The result Is evident. 
Haytl is 
going to decay, her commcrciul activity stilled, 
her industries pandyzcd, her agricultural dis­ 
tricts neglected, and the only energy observa­ 
ble is the restless intrigues of military officers, 
whose actions hasten rather than retard her 
downfall. 
From these facts it will bo seen 
that Bolf-governmeat by the Hi jtiens is a 
failure, and annexation tho only cure for the 
evils which afflict the llaytlen republic. 


The Spanish Fleet.—The Spanish fleet is 
evidently made up of half a dozen or more 
flying Dutchmen, so little seems to be posi­ 
tively known by any one of its projected or 
present movements. 
The Captain General of 
Cuba assures tho Associated Press corre­ 
spondent that there was never any intention to 
send the fleet to this city, and the Spanish 
Minister says tbe intention to send the fleet 
here has been reconsidered. 
Why not let the 
fleet come if it wants to? 
How could the 
Cuban difficulty bo moro readily brought to a 
conclusion than by tlio attempt of tho Spanish 
men-of-war to seize the gunboats in our 
harbor?

T he D emocrats a n d the Commissions.— 
We arc likely to hear for a long time much of 
tho discussion of what tho triumphant demo­ 
cracy will do with tho commlBsions that govern 
the city. 
Wo may safely conclude as to some 
of the commissions that they cannot possibly 
make them any worse than they are; while as 
to others it is equally certain that they cannot 
carry us back to the serious misgovemment 
the commisaiona displaced. 
If our polica sys­ 
tem, for instance, is greatly chuqgod it cannot 
Lo restored to tho Fernando Wood style with­ 
out provoking a popular indignation that even 
Tammany must fear. 


BninEP.T, Too.—It appears from tbe charges 
made against Barton, a Custom House broker 
ot this city, that in addition to the fraudulent 
returns, forgeries and perjuries heretofore un­ 
earthed in the Custom House, bribery has 
been actively employed in corrupting our 
rovenue officers and in defrauding tho Trea­ 
sury. 
All these disclosures, liowever, only 
prove more and more forcibly the urgent 
necessity of a thorough scouring and washing 
of the Augean stables.

T he C ontroversy In C in cin n ati. 
ClNCIN.VATI, Ohio, Nov. 30, 1869, 
T ie following points were made yesterday by Mr. 
W. M. Ramsey, lu his argum ent before tho Superior 
Court for the plaintiff In the m atter of enjoining tho 
school uoard from expelling tuo Bible from tbe

Stalls spoke two hours yesterday fur the defence aud 
wiU coueliide to-da.v. He said Christianity wa.* no 
pu n Of the law of the Stale, lor 11 it were certain 
duties, peculiarly Chnstian, must t>c enjoiced upon, 
or certain nguts which none but I'unstians posse.ss. 
The observance of certain vtnuos, usually called 
Christian, are enjoined by tne state, not becau.ie 
they are Christian, but oecaiiae they are essential to 
Hie good order of society. The State enforces no 
duty as Christian duty. 'The Clin.stian holds no civil 
right lu preference over persons prolessiug other 
creeds or no creed. Toe Jew, for Instance, has tho 
same remedies for wrongs, can sue aud hold prop- 
ertr, office and vote. His syuagogiic is exem pt from 
taxation the same as the Chrisiiuns’ church. He 
quoted tho case of Hioom vs.Richards. (.Second Ohio 
Reports, sectiuu 367.) He contended that no power 
over tbiugi spiritual had ever been delegated to 
goverumeut. Chri.stlanily was no part of yia com­ 
mon law of Ohio now, os was tho case wim Massa­ 
chusetts, New York aud Yirgmut ouee; but not in 
Ohio to-duy, thanks to Protestant Roger WUllams, 
Catholic Cuarles Carroll aud liiUuel Thomas Jeffer­ 
son. 
To show 
the diversity 
of opinion that 
existed between cnristians on the authority of tue 
New Testament Uo quoted from Rev. Samuel 
Richardson’s book. 
He suid it was not a little curl- 
oils to see now nearly this summary of Presbyterian 
divmes agree with certain propositions advanced by 
a Jesuit father of this city m a recent lecture on the 
Bible, though tho conclusions of the two are widely 
divergent. The Lsiglsiature of Uhio cannot judge 
between tbe two, nor can the Board of Education of 
the city of Cincinnati be tbe judge. Tbe honest 
convictions of both of these memorlaU should be re­ 
spected by the SUte of Ohio.

the 19th in.su 
o n the 22d Mrs. Moan w as deilvcred 
01 a stUlliorn. eight m onths chUd, and on Friday 
last she died. 
The atten tio n of Coroner NcUirmer 
w as dlreclcd to the case, w hen, 
John Scott was calle<l, ami deposed th at he was a 
magnetic physician, but did not practice modlcme, 
and w as not a graduate ot any college; the brother 
of deceased’s li'tabaml asked if he w ould treat a 
lady wif'i a c.tncer, whou he (iScott) retarred Moau

duce prem ature delivery by friction. 
Deputy Coroner Josph Cusiimau had made a post­ 
m o rtem /xam tnatlon on the oodyoi deceased; found 
a canceifiua maos about the size of au orange ex ­ 
tending into tho bladder; in tho doctor’s opinion 
death was caused oy cancor of the uterus nnd blad­ 
der accelerated by the prem ature birth; In answer 
to a question propounded by Conm cr Schinncr, Dr.

The Emperor Nnpolcon'n Speecli—TUe Politi- 


cal Situation. 


The suspense which has lasted for so many 


months in France, and which has been so pain- 
fill and at times so alarming, has at last been 
brought to an end. It has been brought to an 
end not by the fierce uprising of the sans-cu- 
loltes, by barricades, by grapeshot and mid- 
night faBilades, but by a wise, temperate, prac- 
;ical statesmanlike speech from the throne, by 
such a speech as Napoleon, alone of all living 
monarchs can make, and which abundantly 
proves that whatever physical infirmities may 
have gathered upon the Emperor, his intellect 
is as clear, as penetrating, as vigorous, as all- 
embracing aa ever. We do not wonder that 
the speech was well received by the Chambers, 
'or France had never more cause to be proud 
of Its chosen chief. 


We do not say that the speech and the 


iberal, as well as manly sentiments which it 
breathed, were not largely the result of the

advantage. That the Emperor has yielded no 
one can deny; but he has yielded in such a 
manner as to benefit France, to disarm his 
opponents and to strengthen, his throne. If he 
las stooped, he has stooped but to conquer; 
and the promise now is that he will be stronger 
han ever. Napoleon reads history, not back- 
ward? like some people, but with his eye scan- 
ning the great future; and in this hevdiffers 
rom two of his immediate predecessors; for 


is only truth to say that had the same wis- 


.om guided the counsels of Charles the Tenth 
r of Louis Philippe the Bonapartes might still 
lave beeu throneless and homeless. It is not 
ur opinion, however, that the political strug- 
•le now raging in France, and of which his 
peech is the great master-stroke, is yet, or 
liat it will soon be, brought to a close. Ear 
ram it. 
The French opposition is a great 


olitieal power. Time was—and that time is 
ot very remote—when the opposition con- 
isted of but four or five men. It can now 
ount on not fewer than one hundred and six- 
een votes. These votes are important, not on 
heir own account only, but on account of the 
roperty, the activity and the brains which 
ley represent. They constitute a power which 
IB Emperor cannot afford to despise, even if he 


were willing. 
These men have clung to their 


ause, through good report and through bad. 
hey have spoken out when to speak out was 
angerous to purse and to life, as well as to 
ame. 
They have suffered as much from hot- 


eaded and unreasoning friends as from un- 
rineipled and conscienceless enemies. But 
IB leading spirits of the opposition have been 
rue to each other, true to their common cause, 
nd they have been patient, long-suffering and 
nil of perseverance. 
The result is that num- 


ers have increased; and the marvellous thing 
that the present French opposition is one of 
B least heterogeneous oppositions in parlia- 


mentary history. It is not by any means a 
ooseand incoherent rabble. It may have in 


men who have a sympathy for legitimatism, 
thers who have a sympathy for Orleanism, 
nd others who are republicans at heart; but 
lese sympathies, If they eSSst, do not divide 
lem. On two main points they are all 
greed:—The one is their opposition to the 
ne man power; the other is that the people 
hould be governed by the people. Tho-points 
aro not logically separate, but politically they 
work a distinction. The fierce radical party, 
epresented by such men as Eochefort and 
laspail, are really not of the opposition, as wo 
lave described it; but their numbers arc small 
nd their strength can only be revealed by

The Emperor has so far disarmei 
the opposilion by conceding some of their prin 
cipal demands; but he has not yielded all, am 
much must still depend on the manner ii 
which the promised reforms are carried out 
The situation, however, is now clear. W 
know what the "Left" demands. 
Wo know 


what the Emperor has promised. 
We are, in 


a word, put in a fair position to watch the con 
iQict understandingly and with interest. -" 


We have already said that much will de- 


pend on the manner in which the Empero 
fulfils his promises. Wo do not mean that we 
have any doubt as to the honesty of the Em 
peror's intentions. Nothing of the sort. I 
is our honest belief that the Emperor moani 
well, that he intends to do and that he will try 
to do all he has said. But Napoleon has cm 
weakness—a weakness no doubt resulting 
largely from his own peculiar experience— 
he will be his own Prime Minister. 
The 


granting of reforms 
does not pain him 


but to let 
go the reins and trust to 


responsible ministers he cannot make ip his 
mind. We do not wonder at this. Csesarism 
has been his darling policy. Js he not tho 
author of the life of Julius Cscsar? Does he 
not prove in that laborious work that Cssar- 
ism and Napoleonism are one and the same, 
the latter being only a little more intelligeni 
than the former? Has he not built up himsel 
and his house on this idea ? By adhering to 
this idea has he not at the same time given 
France wealth and power and fame? Why 
should he now abandon it? Is it not possible 
for him still" to hold the reins and yet extend 
the area of liberty? This is Napoleon's diffi- 
culty. It is more—it is his stumbling block. 
If Napoleon cannot conquer himself and over- 
come his scruples on this point, we have no 
hesitation in saying that all his reforms will be 
worthless, that all his fine sayings will be bni 
as the "sounding brass and the tinkling cym- 
bal." Parliamentary government means one 
thing; Cffisarism means another. 
The two 


cannot walk together and agree. If Napoleon 
will persist in being his own Prime Minister anc 
the practical chief of all his bureaus he will 
find himself personally in perpetual conflict 
with the people; his sources of irritation will 
be multiplied a thousand-fold; his ruin will 
be certain. This is a point on which his 
speech throws no light. It is nevertheless the 
main point in the general "question. Further 
news may give us the light we need; but the 
light is not yet. 


There is one other feature of the Emperor's 


speech which we are unwilling to pass by in 
silence. The Emperor in speaking to France 
did not forget taat his audience was tho world. 
Cu this he showed skill and cunning; but he 
did not the less reveal the philosopher. 
His 


eye is upon France; but his eye is also upon 
he. world. His soul is occupied with the 
mmediate difficulties around him; but he sees 
and notes the great facts of modern progress. 
It is something to know that he, a Bonaparte, 
now rules France; but this floes not prevent 
lim from rejoicing that the chariot of progress 
rolls on with increasing speed, that reforms 
are being demanded and conceded elsewhere 
:han in France, that the age can boast ot 
Pacific Railroads, of Suez Canals, of Mount 
Cenis tunnels and other victories of mind 
jver matter, and that with one of the greatest 
of these victories the name of a French 
engineer and the name of a French Empress 
will forever be associated.

Inijiortum Ncvrs from Orcnt Britnln—The 


ItatUciU Reform Movement Aclivc in Ire- 
lund. 
By special telegram from London, forwarded 


through the Atlantic cable yesterday, we have 
tho important intelligence that tho rddical revo- 
lutionary political agitation which has been in 
such active progress in Ireland for some years 
past is rapidly culminating to a serious crisis— 
a crisis which will very likely be decisive in its 
results as between the views and force of its 
promovants and the voice of tho law and the 
authority of the English crown. The secret 
agents employed in tho Queen's service in the 
island have just reported their belief that a 
general "rising" or demonstration of the people 
in favor of national rale is imminent. A Cabi- 
net council was called in London. The situa- 
tion as it exists in tho sister kingdom was 
reviewed, and the question of again suspending 
the act of habeas corpus debated. No decision 
was arrived at—a fact which may be regarded 
as an executive acknowledgment of the gravity 
of the oocas'on. Outside the Ministerial offices 
it was looked on as certain that extreme 
measures of repression and for the sustentation 
of British power in Ireland will be adopted 
almost immediately. 


This latter inference is most probably correct. 


By mail and from our European newspaper 
files we have within a few days published the 
fact that there were seventeen regiments of 
British troops serving in Ireland on the 19th of 
November, two others being embarked from 
England for the same destination, with more 
to follow, making the actual force one-fifth or 
more of the whole army of her Majesty on 
duty for the purpose of cementing an in- 
ternational union which was declared perfect 
sixty-nine years since. 
All Siis agitation 


may, however, eventuate in a grand political 
manoeuvre, calculated beforehand, for the pur- 
pose of keeping Premier Gladstone up to the 
mark on the Irish land and Church reform ques- 
tions. To the people of Ireland a well regu- 
lated system of land tenure, accompanied by 
an equitable adjustment of the rent averages, 
to be enforced by law, is an absolute, vital 
necessity, while a settlement of the State 
Church difficulty in accordance with the spirit 
of the age is looked for. As Mr. Gladstone 
has just lately evinced a slight disposition to 
"go back" a little on his Irish friends in both 
respects, in face of the fierce opposition of the 
High Churchmen and feudal baronial interests, 
it may be that the democracy of the Green 
Me have merely taken up a "sharp slick"—a 
good blackthorn, perhaps—for the purpose of 
just keeping his "toa to the mark" and sus- 
taining the "as you were" liberal front of the 
last session of Parliament in the next. 
The 


Cabinet may consequently have magnified 
the grand "fuss" Into a revolution. This is 
the most pleasant view to take of the case as 
expressed in our cable telegram. 
We aro 


aware, however, that two or three of the most 
daring of tho Irish political convicts have just 
been returned as members of the British Par- 


jtiieir appoarance nt the bar of the 
Commons for admission will raise a 


new and exceedingly important question with 
reference to Irish allegiance and duty to the 
Jueen. Should they be refused their seats they 
may, perhaps, return to Ireland—having the 
Sheriff's certiacate of election—and attempt to 
resuscitate tho Parliament of that country, 
;he most eminent jurists of the day having 
denied the right of tho Irish members to transfer 
.he Legislature from Dublin to London iu tho 
rear 1800. If really supported by the nation 
Jiese Irish radical politicians may effect a very 
great change in the condition of the British 
empire—a change similar to that which has 
>een experienced in Belgium, in Cuba, in llex- 
co, and, to a great extent, in Canada, Nova 
Scotia, Newfoundland and British Columbia. 
?he world is evidently "marching along." 


The Cubans on tlie Offensive.

Does it not show that Spanish 
power is on its last legs and that the Cubans 
are stronger than ever? Indeed, the news

»ttack their enemies in their fortified strong- 
lolds. They attacked, fifteen hundred strong,

Tho Problem of Reviving American Com 


morce. 


The national Congress, which commences it 


session in Washington next Monday, will hav 
many and great questions to deliberate on— 
questions of foreign and homo policy, question 
of finance, questions of tariff and interna 
revenue; but wo think wo are not cxaggerat 
ing whon we say that, so far as concerns the 
grandeur and prosperity of tho metropolis 
Congress will have before it no question o 
greater importance than that of restoring 
American commerce to the proud position 
which it occupied fifteen years ago. Do our 
readers know that whereas in 1851 the tonnage 
of the United Stales had reached about fiv 
and a half millions—somewhat in excess o 
tho tonnage of England—it has since1 fallen 
off to four million three hundred thousand tons, 
and that of England has increased to seven 
million three hundred thousand? Tho fact is 
a startling one, and particularly whon the 
statement is added that of the tonnage which 
we still possess only about ons-fourth is occu- 
pied in the foreign trade, and even that chiefly 
in the scavenger work of supplying Europe 
with the guano of Peru. We do not to-day 
possess a single steamer plyiug between New 
York and any European port, but have sur- 
rendered the whole foreign commerce of our 
port to the English, the French and the Ger- 
mans. 


Many causes have operated in producing 


this disheartening state of things. As Mr 
Low, 
one of our most enterprising ship- 


owners and merchants, stated before the seleci 
committee of Congress, which has 
been 


recently collecting information on the subject, 
"It is easier to explain the causes of our 
decline than to suggest a remedy." 
The 


causes assigned before that committee were 
various, the principal ones being the gradua' 
revolution that has been effected in ships, from 
the wooden sailing vessel and sidewhee 
steamer to the iron, sailing vessel and screw 
steamer—a revolution in which we took nc 
part, preferring to cling to the sailing vessa 
and the wooden sidewheel steamer; the pre- 
ference in freights and insurances given to the 
iron vessels over the wooden ones ; the differ- 
ence in the cost to tho English merchant of 
his vossel and that of his to the Amercan mer- 
chant; the high duties paid on materials 
entering into the construction of American 
ships, which materials are free of duty in 
England; the advantage which the English 
have over us in getting all their ships' stores 
out of bond free of duty; the difference in 
the rates of wages; the disadvantage under 
which our depreciated currency placed us; the 
failure of our government to subsidize steam- 
ship lines in competition with the English anc 
French, and, finally, the generally prejudicial 
effect of our high protective tariff. 
All these, 


with the exception of the first, are causes 
which it is in the power of Congress to 
remove or mitigate; and as to tho first, we 
suppose it may be safely left to the intelligence 
and enterprise of our shipbuilders and ship- 
owners. 


But notwithstanding Mr. Low's remark as 


to the cause being more easily discovered than 
the remedy, there has been no lack of sugges- 
tions as to tho remedy. Those suggestions may 
bo condensed into thres principal groups. 
They are-—first, the removal of all legislative 
restrictions on the purchase of foreign ships 
and on their admission to American registry; 
second, the granting of liberal subsidies by our 
government to steamship lines, and, thirdly, 
the allowance of a drawback of duties on all 
materials entering into the construction and 
outfit and. maintenance of ships. 
It will be 


readily understood that these propositions are 
not equally favored by the two great interests 
that are most closely involved in the question— 
the shipowning and the shipbuilding interests. 
The shipowners, as a class, may be set down 
as in favor of all three. The shipbuilders are 
and will be opposed, to the bitter end, to what 
is termed free trade iu ships. They say, and 
with much force and reason, that it would be 
tho finishing blow to the now languid and tot- 
tering interest which they represent; and that 
it would not only be ruinous to that interest, but 
would be seriously detrimental to the nation at 
large, in closing up all the shipyards, sending 
the ship mechanics out of the country or to 
other occupations, and thus depriving the gov- 
ernment of its most useful and indispensable 
artisans in case of war with a naval power. 
On the other hand, the shipowners do not 
believe that, even with the allowance of a 
drawback, the shipbuilders of this country can 
compete with those of England. As Mr. Wes- 
tervelt, formerly one of our greatest shipbuild- 
ers, stated before the committee, "The days of 
wooden ships are ended; and to build wooden 
ships would be labor lost." The shipowners 
say, "Let us buy our ships where we 
can buy them cheapest, and if American ships 
can be produced as cheap as foreign ones of 
course we will give our own the preference." 
Some of our principal shipbuilders, including 
Mr. Webb, of New York, and Mr. McKay, of 
Boston, have expressed the fullest confidence 
that if they are put, in regard to the cost of 
material, on an equal footing with the great 
iron shipbuilders on the Clyde and the Tyne, 
they can, notwithstanding the disparity of 
workmen's wages, produce as good and as 
cheap ships as their English rivals. All that 
they ask is a fan* field and no favor. 


Thus stands the question to-day. Compli- 


cated with it, but presenting too wide a field 
to be discussed in this connection, is the ques- 
tion of the tariff, which, through some of its 
prohibitory features, is charged with being one 
of the principal causes of the decay in our 
commerce and of the increased cost of living, 
which necessitates higher wages and puts our 
shipbuilders and shipowners at a disadvantage 
as against their foreign rivals. Complicated 
also with it is the question of currency. Labor 
combinations and the Eight Hour law have also 
their effect and are to be taken into considera- 
tion in aU efforts to resolve the problem. 
Most of the practical men who appeared before 
the special committee which has charge of the 
subject were inclined to the opinion that the 
greater skill, intelligence and activity of the 
American mechanic more than compensated 
for the difference in tho price of labor and in 
tho hours of work, but Mr. WesterveK and 
Mr. Low were not of that opinion. The former 
expressed his belief that > the standard of 
American labor had become very much re- 
duced. The latter remarked that demoraliza- 
tion seemed to have extended into the depart- 
ment of labor to a greater degree than perhaps 


into any other department, and that an^ one 
who Undertook to build a house oj- a ship 
would soon find that fact out to his cost. 


As to the question of subsidies Mr, Low ex- 


pressed tho opinion that tho policy of England 
in subsidizing lines of steamers to the various 
parts of the world had given her a prestige 
that was almost insuperable. All tho English, 
laws had been for the benefit of commerce, 
while there did not seem to be a law on the 
American statute books that did not inflict 
injury on our commercial interest. And iu 
that connection he instanced the very serious 
injury iuflicted on the Pacific Mail Steamship 
Company by the immense government subsidy 
granted to the Pacific Railroad. 


From this presentation of the facts and con- 


siderations bearing on the question of how to 
revive our commerce it will be seen that the 
special committee which has the subject ia 
charge has no light or irresponsible duty to 
perform. Let us hope that it will discover a 
means of reconciling all conflicting interests, 
of restoring business and animation to our 
shipyards, where now (as Mr. Webb ex- 
pressed it, sorrowfully) grass grows ; of giv- 
ing us not one but many lines of fleet matt 
steamers, and of making our flag oaee moro 
familiar on every sea and in every port. 


Tho Eaytien Revolution. 


We gave in yesterday's 
HERALD tlia 


latest news from Hayti, detailing the progress 
of the revolution against Salnave. From the 
information published it will be seen that the 
forces of Salnave are growing daily smaller 
and smaller. The insurrectionary forces are 
constantly adding to their strength and making 
stronger their positions. The only town of 
any importance now in the hands of Salnave is 
that of Port au Prince, and there Is every 
reason to believe that before long this strong- 
hold of the Haytien President will succumb to 
the victorious march of the rebels. With the 
republic in the power of Chevalier, Brice, 
Saget and the other revolutionary leaders, 
may we expect an era of law,* order and good 
government? Will the affairs of the country 
be conducted in such a manner as will lead 
outsiders to believe that its industrial re- 
sources will be stimulated into healthy 
activity ? We are afraid not. For over half 
a century have intestinal wars disturbed the 
island. 
One leader has only been put down to 


give place and power to another, who in a 
brief term has been displaced for a more de- 
signing agitator. 
Any person who has 


watched the course of Hayti knows full well 
that this has been the history of her leading 
men for years past. 
What, then, is tho 


remedy for these evils ? Annexation to the 
United States. For years have the Haytiens 
plodded on, following a course which they dis- 
appointed themselves in believing was self- 
government. The result is evident. Hayti is 
going to decay, her commercial activity stilled, 
her industries paralyzed, her agricultural dis- 
tricts neglected, and the only energy observa- 
ble is the restless intrigues of military officers, 
whose actions hasten rather than retard her 
downfall. From these facts it will be seen 
that self-government by the Haytiens is a 
failure, and annexation the only cure for the 
evils which afflict the Haytien republic. 


THE SPANISH FLEET.—The Spanish fleet is 


evidently made up of half a dozen or moro 
flying Dutchmen, so little seems to be posi- 
tively known by any one of its projected or 
present movements. The Captain General of 
Cuba assures the Associated Press corre- 
spondent that there was never any intention to 
send the fleet to this city, and the Spanish 
Minister says the intention to send the fleet 
tiere has been reconsidered. Why not let tho 
fleet come if it wants to? 
How could tho 


)ubau difficulty be more readily brought to a 
inclusion than by tho attempt of the Spanish 
men-of-war to seize the gunboats in our 
larbor ? 


THE DEMOCRATS AND THE COMMISSIONS.— 


We are likely to hear for a long time much of 
the discussion of what the triumphant demo- 
cracy will do with the commissions that govern 
jhe city. We may safely conclude as to some 
of the commissions that they cannot possibly 
make them any worse than they are; while as 
;o others it is equally certain that they cannot 
carry us back to the serious misgovernment 
,he commissions displaced. 
If our police sys-, 


;em, for instance, is greatly changed it cannot 
be restored to the Fernando Wood style with- 
out provoking a popular indignation that even 
Tammany must fear. 


BRIBEET, Too.—It appears from the charges 


made against Barton, a Custom House broker 
if this city, that in addition to the fraudulent 
returns, forgeries and perjuries heretofore un- 
earthed in the Custom House, bribery has 
Deen actively employed in corrupting our 
evenue officers and in defrauding the Trea- 
;ury. 
All these disclosures, however, only 


irove more and more forcibly the urgent 
necessity of a thorough scouring and washing 


the Augean stables. 
It may be one of the 


abors of Hercules, but it must be carried 
brough. There can be no payment of the 
national debt, no return to specie payments, 
While bands of robbers are engaged in plun- 
dering the Treasury.

THE BIBLE IN THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS.—The 
ontroversy which has lately agitated the citi- * 
ens of Cincinnati as to the use of the Bible in 
tie public schools is now under consideration 
in 'the Superior Court of that city. It is a 


uestion of deep interest throughout this coun- 
ry, and although it is here and elsewhere 
omplicated with peculiar local difficulties, it 


easy to predict that its ultimate decision 


annot contradict tho primal fact that in the 
epublic of the United States there is and 
here should be a total separation of Church 
nd State. 
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The Gold Room was azaln the scene of feverish 


excitement to-day over the tuictui'.tlons of tao 
precious metal. The greatest cgmmotiju prevailed 
In all the markets, and at one time a panic seemed 
•Impending in the StocK Exchange. As It was the 
•<Jay closed on an immcnso decline In stocks ana a 
feverish reeling all aronnd. The iocldeut on which 
•'Singed the excitement in tue Gold lioom was a sud- 
•den suspension of the government gold sales. Early 
In the day, upon the announcement that no applica- 
tion bad boon made to Secretary Boutweil to 
stop theso sales and that' tiiero wa3 110 reason 
for a deviation from his prosi-amine, gold lost 
all the strength which It haa 
gathered from 


tho rumors of tho evening prcvMas and decline'! to 
121>£, at which and 121}^ an immense number of 
Bales wero made. At twelve o'clocx the proposals 
were submitted as usual at the Sub-Treasury and 
.aearly a million and a half dollars bid for at prices 
ranging from 120.63 to 121.20. Tiia bids were tele- 
graphed to'Wasaington, when Secretary Boutwell 
•telegraphed bacS to reject all bsio'.r 122. Of course 
.all the bids or to-day had;to be rejected, and Assist- 
ant Treasurer Folger made the announcement al tlia 
Sub-Treasury. The effect upon the Gold r.oom was 
startling* Tho "shorts" made a rush to cover, 
under which sold rose to 123. It then fell bacK 
.again, but once more advanced ana touched at its 
•Dighest, 123X, closing finally atI2^.{, under a reac- 
tion produced by the news that Mr. Fqlser bad 
-asked for instructions rrom Washington whSther he 
.should offer to sell the gold to-morrow. The rejec- 
tion or ihe bids to-day produced great indignation, 
-and a rormal demand was made by one Brm for the 
gold they offered to take, their proposition, as beicjt 
tne highest, entitling them to it. This action was 
based upon tbe assertion that in the government ad- 
vertisement the right to reject was confined to the 
•proposals for the sale of bonds, or course no 
judicial action can rorce the compliance of the Trea- 
sury Department, as the United States cannot be 
sued. As to the reasonfor this sndaeu determination 
• of Mr. Bontwell, it is suggested that he has yielded to 
She outcry coming from the merchants, who insist 
fchat the continued sharp decline or gold will lead to 


• bankruptcy and a general panic. The exporters are 
more particularly the class of business men who 
suffer from the present crisis, and tliey have been the 
most prominent in denouncing tha policy of the 
Treasury. AS to the importers, they suffer to the 


• extent that they have already covered their con- 
tracts for foreign goods. It will be remembered that 
the gold corner or last summer taught the importers 
a'bitter lesson with reference to deferring their pay- 
ments and borrowing gold meantime. 
In tae fie- 


• sire not to be again entrapped by such a speculative 
combination many or the importers have doubtless 
been beforehand in bnymg tliei gold. To these men 
the decline in gold is ruinous. 
But to those

Bides with either or the speculative parties in the 
Gold Room It 13 only truth to state that affairs were 
In so critical a state this morning all over Wall 
street that the sale or ths government gold as 
advertised would have resulted in a general crash.

The great outcry to-day from the Gold Room came 
from those who sold gold which thay did not pos- 
sess, and which they thought to buy at lower prices 
under tns depressing influences of the government 
Bales. It is not certain that they will not eventually 
succeed, for as the popular feeling Is all on the "bear" 
aide, ana as tnc banks are loaded with gold, and as 
a heavy instalment of com interest comei out on the 
marnet at the end of tha month, it will not be easy 
to foment a "bull" speculation. Some seeui to take 
exception to the extravagance of the -bear" specu- 
lation, and point to the increasing clearances at 
the Gold Bank, where to-day there were over 
forty millions, as a sign or the overselling 


• or the market. But all this will 
only tend 


to 
make 
the decline gradual, which Is the 


way specie payment must be attaiued if the business 
Interests of the country are to be considered. Tho 
sales this morning of "long" and "short" gold before 
the rejection or the bids at the Sub-Treasury were 
on an immense scale, and it is thought the 'clear- 
ances to-morrow will be in the vicinity of seventy- 
five millions.

The first opinion was delivered by 
Chief Justice Eeasley on a motion to dismiss an ap- 
peal (in the celebrated case of Harris vs. Cornell)

that the legislative enactment ordaining sucn 
a 
provision 
was unconstitutional. 
An act 


was passed by the Legislature in i860 providing that 
an appeal could be made from the Prerogative 
Court to this tribunal for nnal adjudication. Chief 
Justice Beasley held that the legislative body is 
gapreme in every respect except by constitutional 
reuralnt, and In this. case It is not questioned 
whether such a power exists in the Legislature, but 
whether sucn power 13 taken from-them by the 
.constitution or tne State. Alter citing from that 
instrument the clauses pertaining to the formation 
ol courts, the Chief Justice said thai it did not 
leave this all-lmporcant work to other hands, 
lor were this feature overlooked there would 
be no fluca thing as fixity In legal tribunals. The 
peculiar quality ol a constitutional court is not sus- 
ceptible or chanze In Its fundamental principles 
except by a prescribed course. The Legislature has 
Bo power to modify ihe jurisdiction of any court 
formed by constitutional provisions except by Chang-.

If the Lcsw'Jifure desired, 
it could abolish the Court ol Common Meas, for 
Instance, and establish a new Court, over which the 
Court of Errors aud Appeals would nave ultimate 
jurisd'Ction. The jurisdiction of this court before 
thelcoustitntloiial epoi'.a was susceptible of increased 
authority by legislative extension, aud a capacity 
to expand now exists in this court according to the 
provisions of tKe State constilntion of 1S-.4. The 
judicial histirrv of this Slate shows that prK,r 
to the date -of our constitution that this court*,\ras 
capable a? extension of power and tbe legislative 
euactine'jt docs not militate against toe provisions 
of the constitution. The phrase in tbrs-constitution. 
"All causes as heretofore," ts not descriutive of 
jurisdiction, and does not point to any particular 
sub-division of -causes. All courts mentioned m the 
constitution must be possessed -of their ancient 
jurisdiction, and It is 'tfcis jurisdiction that has 
been nlaced beyond the reach of legislative power.

•the power of the Prerogative Court. It Is granted 
tfeat -it has constitutional sanction and cacnoc be 
sttorm of Its power. He held it was not a court of 
law and equity -according to-the old English law, but 
an ecclesiastical court, and not comprenended ia the 
descriotive clause of the constitution, so that it is 
clear a control was exercised over the Prerogative 
Court by tbe Legislature zreater than that exercised 
over 
any of the other constitutional judicial 
courts. The Legislature has from time to time 
altered and regulated- the power of the Pre- 
rogative court. It • was 
originally a

Twenty Cents of More Consequence Thim a 


Man's Iiifc—A Model Conductor—Deceased's 
Name and History—The Body Not Found. 
Accordion to tue most reliable and matured ac- 


counts of the affair whereby a man lost his life on 
Monday evening by tumbling overboard from -the 
HactensacK -bridge of the New Jersey Kailroad, the 
circumstances leading to the sad occurrence are ot a 
shooting description and in corroboration of the 
statement which appeared in yesterday's HERALD. 
Deceased was a constable of Harrison township, 
named Patrick Lane, a quiet, sober, honest man and 
the head of a family of five children and a wife. He 
had been to Jersev City on business, and had pur- 
chased a return ticket. He Bad when leaving home 
about $150 in cash. On the way home, in the 
twenty minutes past sis o'clock tram from Sew 
York, when nearlng West End, the conductor, one 
James Parker, came alone to collect the tickets. 
Lane could nowhere flnd his return check, and hav- 
ing only some ten cents or BO could not pay again 
the full fare, though he offered what he bad. It 
was refused, 
and the 
conductor passed 
on. 
West 
End 
was 
reached 
aud 
a stoppage' 
made, but 
Lane was 
left m his seat un- 
dlstnrbetl. It was not until the tram bad reached 
tbe centre of the Hackeusacfc bridge that It was 
stopped and poor Lane ordered to get off. 
He dm so 
quietly, and without tne slightest disposition to be 
quarrelsome, ue baa scarcely touched tbe wooden 
platform covered with zinc, rendering the surtace 
quite slippery, when he tumbled overboard ana was 
drowned. The body had not been recovered up to 
last evening. 
The law, it Is said, requires that in such cases 
as a man not having a ticket lie shall be put off 
at the first stopping place. It is against tbe laiv to 
stop a train on a bridge; so that if tne statements 
made be true the cond uctor, aside from what might be 
expected in common Humanity, is doubly culpuule. 
A strict investigation will take place in tiie matter. 
Tiie occurrence naturally has c'aused a great deal, of 
excitement.

DEATH OF A WOffiAS 
MAtPRACTICE. 


A Magnetic Practitioner Censured. 


For the last sii mouths Mrs. Ann Moan, whose 


husband lives at No. 227 Elizabeth street, bas been 
in poor health, and, after being treated by several 
physicians who were unable to render any perma- 
nent aid, the brother of Mr. Moan recommended 
John Scott, a 'magnetic practitioner, living at No. 
91 Schermerliorn street, Brooklyn. Mrs. Moan ac- 
cordingly called on Mr. Scott, who made a diagnosis 
of the case and said she bad no cancer, as "was sus- 
pected by other medical men, and expressed the 
hope that he could cure her, applying: friction treat- 
ment twice a week for ten minntes each time. This 
treatment continued from the 1st of September till 
the 19th mat. On the 22d Mrs. 'Moan was delivered 
or a stillborn, eight mouths child, and on Friday 
last she died. The attention of Coroner Schlrmer 
was directed to the case, when 


John Scott was called, ana deposed that he was a 


magnetic physician, bnt did not practice medicine, 
and was not a graduate of any college; the brother 
of deceased's husband asted If be would treat a 
lady with'a cancer, when he (Scott) referred Moan 
to persons whom he bad treated; Scott did not thlnt 
Mrs. Moan was suffering Irom cancer, but tnat she 
might have a tumor, which lie thought he could re- 
lieve; the witness said he had cured different Mnda 
of tumors, but does not understand the different 
natures of tumors; did not hear of her death until 
he received a summons to appear before the 
Coroner. 


After the examination of one or two other wit- 
nesses Mr. Scott was recalled and testitted that he 
gave deceased some drops, "the extract of tho 
honey bee," of which one drop composed a dose; 
also gave her some liquid medicine consisting of 
Indian hemp, juniper berries and sassafras, of which 
he ordered a dessert spoonful, and also a bottle or 
homoeopathic pills consisting of pulsatulo: do not 
practice medicine, bnt give innocent remedies occa- 
sionally; it had never occurred to the witness to pro- 
duce premature delivery by friction. 


Deputy Coroner Josph Cuahmau had made a-post- 
morteiu examination on the body of deceased; found 
a cancerous mass about the size of an orange-ex- 
tending Into the bladder; In tbe doctor's opinion 
death was caused by cancer of tbe uterus and blad- 
der accelerated by the premature birth; In answer 
to a question propounded by Coroner Schlrmer, Dr. 
Cusbman said that this system of friction treatment 
of a woman who is pregnant will produce a miscar- 
riage. 


The case was then concluded and submitted to the 
jury, who rendered the following verdict:— 
"That Ann Moan, tne deceased 'came to ber death 
by cancer or themerus and bladder, accelerated by 
the premature delivery of an eight months' f ostus, 
induced by gross ignorance on the part of John 
Scott, aud we recommend tbe King's County Medi- 
cal Society to prosecute the said Joan Scott lor being 
an unlicensed practitioner." 


The verdict being received, Mr. Scott advanced 
and asked the Coroner if he was at liberty to go, and 
received an affirmative reply. Before leaving, how- 
ever. Coroner Schlrmer administered a severe repri- 
mand to Mr. Scott, ic which he was most distinctly 
given to understana that if brought before him again 
for malpractice he might not escape so easily as lie 
had done this time. 
Scott replied that he did not expect to be pun- 
ished for aomg his duty, ana did not intend to do 
anything wrong.

The first opinion was delivered by 
Chief Justice Eeasley on a motion to dismiss an ap- 
peal (in the celebrated case of Harris vs. Cornell)

that the legislative enactment ordaining sucn 
a 
provision 
was unconstitutional. 
An act 


was passed by the Legislature in i860 providing that 
an appeal could be made from the Prerogative 
Court to this tribunal for nnal adjudication. Chief 
Justice Beasley held that the legislative body is 
gapreme in every respect except by constitutional 
reuralnt, and In this. case It is not questioned 
whether such a power exists in the Legislature, but 
whether sucn power 13 taken from-them by the 
.constitution or tne State. Alter citing from that 
instrument the clauses pertaining to the formation 
ol courts, the Chief Justice said thai it did not 
leave this all-lmporcant work to other hands, 
lor were this feature overlooked there would 
be no fluca thing as fixity In legal tribunals. The 
peculiar quality ol a constitutional court is not sus- 
ceptible or chanze In Its fundamental principles 
except by a prescribed course. The Legislature has 
Bo power to modify ihe jurisdiction of any court 
formed by constitutional provisions except by Chang-.

He held it was not a court of 
law and equity -according to-the old English law, but 
an ecclesiastical court, and not comprenended ia the 
descriotive clause of the constitution, so that it is 
clear a control was exercised over the Prerogative

Twenty Cents of More Consequence Thim a 


Man's Iiifc—A Model Conductor—Deceased's 
Name and History—The Body Not Found. 
Accordion to tue most reliable and matured ac- 


counts of the affair whereby a man lost his life on 
Monday evening by tumbling overboard from -the 
HactensacK -bridge of the New Jersey Kailroad, the 
circumstances leading to the sad occurrence are ot a 
shooting description and in corroboration of the 
statement which appeared in yesterday's HERALD. 
Deceased was a constable of Harrison township, 
named Patrick Lane, a quiet, sober, honest man and 
the head of a family of five children and a wife. He 
had been to Jersev City on business, and had pur- 
chased a return ticket. He Bad when leaving home 
about $150 in cash. On the way home, in the 
twenty minutes past sis o'clock tram from Sew 
York, when nearlng West End, the conductor, one 
James Parker, came alone to collect the tickets. 
Lane could nowhere flnd his return check, and hav- 
ing only some ten cents or BO could not pay again 
the full fare, though he offered what he bad. It

a stoppage' 
made, but 
Lane was 
left m his seat un- 
dlstnrbetl. It was not until the tram bad reached 
tbe centre of the Hackeusacfc bridge that It was 
stopped and poor Lane ordered to get off. 
He dm so 
quietly, and without tne slightest disposition to be 
quarrelsome, ue baa scarcely touched tbe wooden 
platform covered with zinc, rendering the surtace 
quite slippery, when he tumbled overboard ana was 
drowned. The body had not been recovered up to 
last evening. 
The law, it Is said, requires that in such cases 
as a man not having a ticket lie shall be put off 
at the first stopping place. It is against tbe laiv to 
stop a train on a bridge; so that if tne statements 
made be true the cond uctor, aside from what might be 
expected in common Humanity, is doubly culpuule. 
A strict investigation will take place in tiie matter. 
Tiie occurrence naturally has c'aused a great deal, of 
excitement.

DEATH OF A WOffiAS 
MAtPRACTICE. 


A Magnetic Practitioner Censured. 


For the last sii mouths Mrs. Ann Moan, whose 


husband lives at No. 227 Elizabeth street, bas been 
in poor health, and, after being treated by several 
physicians who were unable to render any perma- 
nent aid, the brother of Mr. Moan recommended 
John Scott, a 'magnetic practitioner, living at No. 
91 Schermerliorn street, Brooklyn. Mrs. Moan ac- 
cordingly called on Mr. Scott, who made a diagnosis 
of the case and said she bad no cancer, as "was sus- 
pected by other medical men, and expressed the 
hope that he could cure her, applying: friction treat- 
ment twice a week for ten minntes each time. This 
treatment continued from the 1st of September till 
the 19th mat. On the 22d Mrs. 'Moan was delivered 
or a stillborn, eight mouths child, and on Friday 
last she died. The attention of Coroner Schlrmer 
was directed to the case, when 


John Scott was called, ana deposed that he was a 


magnetic physician, bnt did not practice medicine, 
and was not a graduate of any college; the brother 
of deceased's husband asted If be would treat a 
lady with'a cancer, when he (Scott) referred Moan 
to persons whom he bad treated; Scott did not thlnt 
Mrs. Moan was suffering Irom cancer, but tnat she 
might have a tumor, which lie thought he could re- 
lieve; the witness said he had cured different Mnda 
of tumors, but does not understand the different 
natures of tumors; did not hear of her death until 
he received a summons to appear before the 
Coroner. 


After the examination of one or two other wit- 
nesses Mr. Scott was recalled and testitted that he 
gave deceased some drops, "the extract of tho 
honey bee," of which one drop composed a dose; 
also gave her some liquid medicine consisting of 
Indian hemp, juniper berries and sassafras, of which 
he ordered a dessert spoonful, and also a bottle or 
homoeopathic pills consisting of pulsatulo: do not 
practice medicine, bnt give innocent remedies occa- 
sionally; it had never occurred to the witness to pro- 
duce premature delivery by friction. 


Deputy Coroner Josph Cuahmau had made a-post- 
morteiu examination on the body of deceased; found 
a cancerous mass about the size of an orange-ex- 
tending Into the bladder; In tbe doctor's opinion 
death was caused by cancer of tbe uterus and blad- 
der accelerated by the premature birth; In answer 
to a question propounded by Coroner Schlrmer, Dr. 
Cusbman said that this system of friction treatment 
of a woman who is pregnant will produce a miscar- 
riage. 


The case was then concluded and submitted to the 
jury, who rendered the following verdict:— 
"That Ann Moan, tne deceased 'came to ber death 
by cancer or themerus and bladder, accelerated by 
the premature delivery of an eight months' f ostus, 
induced by gross ignorance on the part of John 
Scott, aud we recommend tbe King's County Medi- 
cal Society to prosecute the said Joan Scott lor being 
an unlicensed practitioner." 


The verdict being received, Mr. Scott advanced 
and asked the Coroner if he was at liberty to go, and 
received an affirmative reply. Before leaving, how- 
ever. Coroner Schlrmer administered a severe repri- 
mand to Mr. Scott, ic which he was most distinctly 
given to understana that if brought before him again 
for malpractice he might not escape so easily as lie 
had done this time. 
Scott replied that he did not expect to be pun- 
ished for aomg his duty, ana did not intend to do 
anything wrong.

We. your humble petitioners, beg to represent to 
your Excellency that the melancholy news has 
reached us bv cable that recently, by the enforce- 
ment or a harsh, inhuman and sectarian law 
some two thousand Jewish fellow beings have 
been expatriated irom their homes into the interior 
of Prussia. They have , been banished for no crime 
or fault of omission or commission, bnt simply be- 
cause they adhere steadfastly and heroically to the 
faith in which they were born, and with the histori- 
cal firmness of the Hebrew remain faithful to the 
traduions and truths of their people to live and die 
lor the freedom of conscience. It can scarcely be 
credited that in this enlightened age, that for 
no other sin than worshipping God accord- 
ing to the dictate of conscience such 
cruel 
persecution 
can 
be practiced. 
We 
have 
lor 
years 
admired 
tne 
crowing tendency 
on the part of the Uzar to liberal and enlightened 
views, and are Impressed that this edict has not his 
sanction, or that it has been wrung from him to ap- 
pease an ignoiant and cruel peasantry. We appear 
belore your Excellency to plead the cause of these 
unfortunates; and a.though we live la and are citi- 
zens of this free and tolerant land, where every man 
can oursue his leilgious convictions without let or. 
lunaranee, still we cannot but feel the woes or oar 
coreligionists and sympathize with them in their 
affliction. May it please your Excellency, although 
we well Know that it is against the policy of this 
government to interfere with the atlairs or

people,

committed in the name of municipal jurisdic- 
tion that t>y their nature and magnitude are 
onences against humanity, and are thus infractions 
and violations of the law of nations. We are confi- 
dent that the instances we bring to your honored 
notice, although it may not call forth active inter- 
position of the Dnited btates, still 13 a proper suo- 
jcct for Ineacily representations from the govern- 
ment to a faithful and friendly ally, and we most 
respectfully suggest that instructions may be sent to 
our honored representative at St. Petersburg asking 
iiiin to represent to the Russian government that 
this subject has been brought to tne notice of the 
President or the United States, with the suggestion 
that he use whatever influence he can within 
the limits of diplomatic duty to have the uKabe re- 
voted or modified, and as the matter is of the most 
pressing character, for in the middle of a Russian 
winter helpless families are being dragged frojn 
their firesides, we respectfully urge a cable telegram 
be forwarded, lor time in tins case is the essence of 
our appeal.

The Corporation Attorney has rendered a decision 


m the Mixed School case, which he says la briefly 
this:—A child nearly white (barely tinged with 
African blood), but which the parents admit and 
avow to be colored, presented a ticket of admission 
in the usnal form from the school trustees to one o) 
the schools under their charge. The ticket was sub- 
sequently presented to the proper teacher and the 
child received into school. The role makes the judg- 
ment of a single trustee, and not the views or 
avowal of a parent or any other person, conclusive 
as to the suitableness of a candidate, and if that 
judgment, whether correct or erroneous, is favorable 
to the applicant a ticket must be granted. It 
cannot be withheld, and when it is issued the 
holder, not ex, gratia, but aejure, may demand ad- 
mission to the*school designated m it.

Armed fonflict Between a. Desperado and a 


Policeman— Tbe Former Shot Through the 
Head and Instantly Killed. 
Wllliamsburg, in times past famous for scenes or 


blood, was the theatre of another tragedy at an early 
hour yesterday morning. 


The particulars of the affair can be simply stated- 


there Is no mystery nor romance to dilate upon. Be- 
tween the hours of one and two o'clock rn the 
morning, pistol shots and cries of "watch" were 
heard to 
issne from 
the tenement, rear of 


No. 19 North Third street, and the neighbors, in 
alarm, went In search of a .policeman. Officer 
Thomas Langan, of the Forty-ntth precinct, who 
covered the post, was first apprised of what was 
going on and he hurriedly went to the scene of dis- 
order. On arriving there he heard a tumnlt of voices 
and the discharge of firearms and bravely entered 
the place. On ascending the stairs he was met by a 
man named Robert Moore, who was armed with a 
Smith & \Feston 
revolver. 
Moore tras the

With an 
awful impreca- 


tion 
he 
discharged 
his 
revolver 
at 
the 


officer's head, 
but 
being 
evidently inflamed 


with liquor and of unsteady hand, the deadly mis- 
sile missed its marK and lodged in the wall, on a line 
with Ins intended victim's head. Officer Langan 
then warned his assailant that if he flred again he 
Ti ould be compelled to return the fire; but the infu- 
riated man paid no attention to the warning and 
was about Jirmg again, whenthe officer, reeling that 
it -was a matter of lile and dealh with him, drew 
nis revolver and flred one shot. 
It was enough. 
A bullet entered the brain of Moore, and he fell 
dead in his tracks. The officer immediately went 
to the Fourth street station and reported the facts 
to the sergeant in charge, when the body of his 
victim was removed for the action of the Ceroner. 
The officer who figures in this sad case Is one of 
the most energetic, if not the most prudent, in tho 
precinct to which he belongs. On one occasion he 
surprised two burglars on the south side and at- 
tacked them single handed; but one of them shot 
him through the mouth and lelt him in a dying con- 
dition on the sidewalk, and both then escaped. 
Alter months of careful surgical treatment and nurs- 
ing the officer recovered; hut he had no sooner re- 
ported (or duty and entered upon it than he was 
again shot and clubbed by the desperatejcharacters 
who at thac time had anparent control of the 
lower wards. In the Fourteenth ward he was suc- 
cesslul in arresting the most desperate criminals 
that ever haunted it, many of whom, including one 
murderer and the gang that committed the memo- 
rable atrocity in North Sixth street, are now doing 
the State some service in hmg Srag Prison. 
Of Robert Moore very little is known. Ic is said 
that he has been cohabiting for several months 
with a woman named Davis, whose husband he was 
the 
means 
of 
estranging 
from 
her at tho 
wretched tenement where the tragedy occurred, 
and that recently they have inaulged in frequent 
drunken broils, much co the scandal of their neigh- 
bors. He Is a native of Scotland, about twenty-live 
years ot age. 
Last evening Coroner Whitelull empanelled a 
jury, and this evening he will hold an inquest, when 
all the facts in this tragic auair, it is supposed, will 
be elucidated.

BAMK EOBBEEIES. 


Robbery of tho National Bank of Port Jerris— 


Fifty Tiiousami Hollars In Money and Bond 
Stolen—Wcdsiug, Sledging and Blasting*— 
Safe Bursters Ontrivalling the Safe Boild 
ors—Full Details of the Allair—Five Thou 
sand Dollars Reword Offered. 
[From the Port Jervis Evening Gazette, Nov. 30.] 
On« of the most astounding, bold and snccesslu 


banfe robberies wag perpetrated tnis morning on the 
National Banfe of Port Jervis, by which aboul 
$50,000 in currency, bonds and securities be- 
longing to the 
bank and 
Individuals who 
had placed then- bonds in the bank for safe- 
keeping was stolen, tbe burglars having success- 
fully made tlieir escape. The robbery was first dis- 
covered about seven o'clock by Andrew Thompson, 
the bank clerK, H. H. Farnum, president of the 
bank, and Peter E. Farnmn. The news soon, became 
noised abroad, and all the morning the bank 
has been thronged with people anxious to 
learn the particulars. There are, all sorts of stories 
afloat as to the extent of the loss, some stating 
the amount to be $100,000 and others still larger- 
all of which are incorrect. The total loss to the banK 
Is between twenty-five and thirty thousand dollars, 
or about one-half their surplus fund. This loss does 
not affect the responsibility of the bank In the least. 
The bank Building is one or tne most solid and 
substantial structures in town, being constructed of 
stone, with Iron shutters to the winaowg, and barred 
and boiled in the most secure manner, rendering it 
impossible for any but an expert burglar to obtain 
an entrance without considerable effort, wnich 
would be likely to awaten those living in the vicinity. 
The vault of the bank was constructed of stone, with a 
foundation of the same material, the entrance to 
which was secured by an Immense Iron door, weigh- 
ing about 3,600 pounds, and an Inner door of solid 
wrought Iron, about three-quarters 01 aninca thick. 
The locks used on both the outer ana inner doors 
were "Lfllie's Combination Burglar Proof." The size 
of the vault was six 
by eight feet and 
ten feet high, and was used as • a depository 
of the books and papers belonging to the bank. 
Inside of the vault were two flre and burglar 
proof safes, the largest of which was made by 
Herring and the smaller one by Lillie. The Herring 
safe contained the money and papers of value be- 
longing to the bank, also government securities, 
bonds, &c., which had been placed in the bank for 
safe keeping. This safe was secured by 1'aie's com- 
bination iocs. The Lime safe also contained a small 
amount of bonds and valuable papers. 
The entrance was effected to the bank through a 
back window in the rear of the director's room. The 
iron blinds were opened by cutting off the rivets 
with a cold chisel and removing staples. They next 
cut the inside sash, poshing m the glass and leav- 
ing the frame standing. Having obtained ingress it 
was but an easy matter to get in the counting room. 
Tney next placed a piece of black cambric muslin 
across the head light over the front door to pi event 
the light from their lamps being seen on the out- 
side. 
The next operation of the burglars was to open 
the vault. By driving steel wedges into the side 
and underneath the door they made an opening of 
about half an inch, in which they placed a quantity 
of powder, which was ignited by a ruse. The door 
and frame were blown completely off, and fell over 
partially against a desk, which was crushed and 
brought to the floor. The inner door was pried open 
by means ol a bar and wedges, and tne hinges cut 
off, which gave access to tne interior of the vault. 
Ihe Herring safe, one of the best made by them, 
was next wedged and blown open. The bar on the 
inside which held the bolts was blown off. Tnis 
sale, as stated above, contained the money belong- 
ing to the bank, the amount being between $25,000 
and $30,000, which the robbers secured. In addi- 
tion to tne property of the bans there was a large 
amount of eovemment securities, bonds, Ac., which 
had been placed by parties for safe keeping, as else- 
where noted, which was deposited in this safe, and 
wiitch was also taken, the amount of which cannot 
now be aocertainea, but is estimated by the officers 
of the bank to be about $20,000. A portion of these 
bonds are registered, so that they will not be even- 
tually lost to the owners. About one year ago the 
officers gave notice to parties leaving securities m 
their Keeping that they would not become responsiole 
tor their safety, since which time the amount or 
bonds lying in the bank has been decreased. A 
number oi packages of com, principally nickel 
cents, together with a small quantity or gold and 
silver, was not taken, bat lay strewn on the floor of 
;he vault. A bucket, partially filled with water, 
;aken from Mr. P. E. Farnam's well, was found m 
the room and contained about sixteen dollars in five 
cent pieces, which the thieves considered too bur- 
densome to carrv. 
The small LUUe safe was unopened, as either the 
burglars feared remaining in the bank longer, or 
were satisfied wlih the spoils already obtained. 
The exit 01 the rascals was made through the win- 
dow by which they entered. 
This morning the appearance of the bank was one 


of indescribable confusion. Papers, books and records 
ay scattered around m all directions, the immense 
loor of the vault lying partly on the broken desk 
and partly on the floor, surrounded by mortar, ana 
the Implements used bv the burglars in the prose- 
cution ol their work, all gave evidence of the skilful 
manner in which the rascals conducted their 
operations, and the boldness and coolness shown oy 
tfiem. 
The following tools used by the burglars were 
found this morning m the bank:—About thirty steel 
wedges, circle saw, gimlets and auger bits, screw 
driver, chisel, heavy iron crowbar and claw, wire 
cutter, pincers, steel pointed drills, an assortment of 
hies, two putty knives, roll of sheet brass, priming 
wires, fuse, tivine, straps, bradawl, Jsc. Three full 
cases of Dupont's powder were lound, and two that 
were nearly eiSpty; also a pair of rubbers, aa old 
hat, bottle of sperin oil, oilcloth, Ac. 
It would seeui singular that the robbery could 
have been committed and the safe blown open, 
when there were parties living in such closo prox- 
imity to the bank. Mr. Peter E. Farnum, who re- 
sides in the adjoining building, states that He had a 
light burning in his house all night; that about 
two o'clock he got up on account of a, sick 
child, hut heard ho 
noise 
proceeding 
from 
the bank. 
At three 
o'clock he again got 
up and 
about fifteen minutes after 
three 
leard an explosion, which cave a muffled, dead 
report, as H coming irom a distance. He heard two 
men talking and laughing In Iront of the door, whom 
he thought to be brakemen, as one of them spoke of 
jomg out on a train. The noise of parties passing 
x> and fro was heard on ihe opposite side of the 
streei^all of which allayed any suspicions of there 
jerng anything wrong in the bank. Mr. Thomas 
Sharp $bo heard an explosion. 


No clue to the burglars has as vet been found, al- 
though the officers of the bank: are putting forth 
evco" exertion to ferret them out and secure their 
capture. The telegraph has been freely used, and a 
reward of $5,000 is oaered for the detection of the 
thieves and recovery of the property. 
It is reported that two men got on board the first 
night line at Jersey City last night who were pointed 
out to the conductors by detectives as *-safe 
blowers." Early this morning four suspicious loofc- 
Dg individuals with carpet-bags were seen near the 
freight depot. Two men also got on the way train 
gorng east this morning, who were suspicioned. 
One o£ them got off at Middletown, and the other is 
reported to have been arrested at Jersey City. 
The officers say the business or the bank will snf- 
'er but little interruption, only long enough to en- 
able them to get the boots and papers straightened 
up, which will omy be for a day or so.

The bank- 
s hoiise where the robbery was committed r/ss 
he Heal Estate Savings Institution, 610 Olive street, 
nd the amount of bonds stolen was $11,000, 
The mocius opemnM of the robbery 13 not even yet 
learly understood, but it seems evident that ic was 
erpetrated in day time, when tlie establishment was 
pen during business hours. The bonds must have 
een takes from the safe, which is situated In the 
rail, within the space included by the counter, the 
nly approach to which is through'the door opening 
rom the private oftlce In the rear. Behind the conn- 
er the clerks are at work all day, but there are ire- 
uently during tnedayauuraberof persons who call 
u business in the room In the rear. Accordinc 
o the present comprehension of the robbery, 
o far as it goes, the thief mnst nave entered 
his rear room ostensibly on business, taking ad van- 
age ot otlier people being there, to avoid being 
oticefl, and, watching an opportunity, passed 
hrotigh the door into tne spacee ncloscd by the 
onnter ana so reached the sale, and appropriated 
he bonds and escaped unseen. It seems almost 
ncredible that the robbery could nave been perpe- 
rated in this way, bnt it ia not more extraordinary 
han other robberies which have occurred in tho 
city In times past. TJp to the present we are m- 
ormed no recovery of the property has been made, 
nd altogether it is rather a mysterious piece of bust- 
ess.

LECTURES LAST NIGHT. 


, 
THE YANKEE OF ASIA. 


Xiectare of Dr. Washunrnc on the Chinese. 
Last night a. lecture was delivered by Dr. "Wash 


bume, of Calvary chorea,, New York, on "Th 
Chinese," In the Episcopal Church ot the Reforma 
tlon, Gates avenue, Brooklyn. There was a gooc 
attendance, and both before and alter the lectnr 
there was an excellent performance of coacertei 
music, accompanied by the organ. 


The lecturer commenced by a glance at trie very 


superficial character of the books written by man; 
of the moaern travellers of China, and made 
special mention of Bayard Taylor's book as particu 
lariy remarkable for its flippancy and discursiveness 
The Chinese were aa important people, and though 
the oldest country in the world it was the country 
that was now a rival w the great American repub- 
lic, china was a nation that must be studied and 
was well worthy ot the study. 


It was the good fortune of the lecturer to spend 


about eight months in the country for the purpose 
or Informing Himself as to their social life and not 
for the purpose of writing books. The first thing 
that would strike a stranger in that remote part of 
the globe Is the strange aspect of the modern element 
of busy, crowded streets, with the characteristics 
also of an Asiatic neople. 
There was no nation, 


except tbe East Indian,. that has made so great a 
development upon its own native basis as the 
Mnese. It had a population of over three hundred 
and sixty millions of people, and he should deignate 
the Chinese aa the TanKeesof Asia. In this people 
there was the same active enterprise, the same force 
or will; ana, IT he might be allowed to say it, the 
same enormous vanity as found in the American. 
The only parallel that he knew of tothe proclama- 
tions of the Chinese Emperor, were the Fourth 
of July orations and the speeches at a Plymouth din- 
ner. (Ldnghter.) The polity of this people was the 
most peculiar of any people in the world. Its his- 
tory began 2,052 years belore Christ—a period that 
was on the threshold of human civilisation, and the 
Chinese were acknowledged to be the oldesc civil- 
ized race m the world. The fatherly Idea was the 
principle thac pervaded Its idea of government. It 
was the only country in Asia where there was not a 
priestly cast. In China the primitive patriarch was 
there in its entirety. The Emperor, In the religious 
services, offered the largest sacrifices and was the 
religious sovereign of the people. This idea was 
carried 
through 
the 
entire 
social 
system. 
Mingled with 
that apparent despotism were 
the 
elements or true republicanism. 
There 
was no aristocracy to prevent the rising of the 
sou or a coolie to a Mandarin of the highest button. 
The snobs of Fttth avenue might leans something 
from these Asiatics, and see that social advancement 
was a matter of friends and sense Instead of dollars 
and cents. (Laughter). There was no country, cer- 
tainly in Asia, where there was, in proportion to 
population, so little over-wealth and so little 
poverty. 
Tne lecturer then glanced at the lack of true taste 
displayed by these people m their architecture: 
their houses were built upon the type of the old 
Tartar tent.- The most pleasant spectacle was their 
love of flowers, which was a passion with them. 
The beauty or this was, however, greatly diminished- 
by the formalism or their gardens. As to their in- 
dividual development, it was a fact that long before 
tne era or civilization they were in the possession ot 
the compass, the art ol printing and the discovery or 
gunpowder. Yet the Chinese were not great navl- 
jators. Their printing was not thac of movable 
types, and their gunpowder was as likely to blow 
up their gariisons as their enemies'. The lecturer 
explained the cau-,e of this by stating that in order 
to give life to material civilization there mnst be a 
life and force communicated to it to give it activity, 
and tnat was done by the Interchange or thought 
caused by a rivalry with 
Europe. How the 
Chinese were the best of gardeners, the hard- 
iest of saiiots, admirable coo&>, the most suc- 
cessful shopkeepers. So pedler of Js'ew England 
could suspass the Chinese. JNo grisette on the Paris 
Boulevards could charm you better into the pur- 
chase ol. a bouquet than a Chinese girl. 
Dr. Washbnrne then gave a number or Instances 
ot social advancement m the various parts or Asia 
where he had travelled. He then proceeded 
to comment very favorably upon tue 
litera- 
ture of the Chinese, and though It had been 
said that 
tragic-comedy 
was 
peculiar 
to 
Shakspeare the Chinese had been in possession of 
that form of the drama for ages. It had been said 
by Mr. Emerson that no people could be kuown by 
their religion, but he (Dr. Washbuniej was ot an 
opinion that no people could be Known without 
knowing their religion. He then traced the religious 
history or the people, and stated tnat tue popular 
religion was Buddhism, a kind of Chinese ritualism. 
As to the position of the Chinese immigrants In this 
country, 
he did hope that there 
would be 
no attempt at 
anything like a modification 
or the slave trade. 
Let both the English and 
the Americans learn that these people were not bar 
barians. They could teach much to the European 
and the American. The war that was forced upon 
them by England was now known to be entirely for 
tlie purpose of lorcmgunon them that opinion which 
they desired not to be introduced into their country. 
As Christian men especially let the Americans 
cleanse their skirts from anything lhat would be 
unjust or degrading to these people. The lecturer 
concluded a very interesting lecture by expressing 
his Jjeliei that to Asia there would be opened speedily 
a bright and glorious future or industrial and 
social development 


"PECULIAR PEOPLE." 


IjCCtrore by John 13. Goagh. 


This was the title of a lecture delivered last eveu- 


ng at Cooper Institute, by John B. Gough, in me 
merest of the Working Women's Protective Union, 
hose headquarters are at So. 48 Bleecker street. 


The larse hall was densely crowded long before 
the hour named for the lecture. The chair was 
occupied by Mr. Gerard, vice president or the Union, 
who prefacedjthe lecture by a few remarks, in which 
le explained the object ol tne association not to De 
to secure political rights for women, hue the right 
to labor, to command remuneration equal to man, 
nrovlded the work waa as well done, and to 
assist them in collecting th& value or their labor 
from dishonest employes. Mr. Glrard gave an in- 
teresting resume of the labors of the Union in behair 
ot working women, and eloquently appealed to the 
audience to interest themselves m the welfare and 
elevation of females. Mr. Gough commenced his 
address at fifteen minutes past eight, and for 
in hour ana a half held his audience spell- 
bound by his eloquence, interspersed with sound 
thought and apt illustration. His address was rich 
in anecdote, descriptive of peculiar traits in tEe 
characters of peculiar people, and happy hits at the 
raahions and roioles of the country. The audience, 
which comprised maujr of our most estimable citi- 
zens, testified their appreciation or the lecture by 
reqnent applause, and a large sum was added to 
tne traasnry of the society. 


IRELAND AND THE IRISH. 


Lecture by the Rev. air. Gallaher. 


Last evening the Rev. Mr. Gallaher delivered'an 


amusing and eloquent lecture on '-Ireland and the 


ish," in the Mariner's Temple, corner of Henry and 


Oliver streets. The lecturer, who hails irom Paddy's 
and, and who had all tue brogue and much of the 
humor o£ his race, commenced by saying that he did 
not intend to deal with the Ireland of the past, of 
ts tangs and chieftains and Bel Branch knights. 
Their bones were jdnst, tfieir swords were rust; he 
trusted they themselves were with the Saviour and 


appy, and there he would leave them. Passing'on 
o the Irishman of the hour, he held that he had a 
ace of his own—every race had a peculiar cast or 
eatures. The Frenchman was mercurial in face; 
he German's face was as solid as his body; there 
was hatred and revenge in the Italian; Pat's face 
was demure out, like p;cjc wick's warming pan, it 
overed a heart and soul all on nre. No 
ne preserved 
cheerfulness 
under 
privation 
se 
Irishmen. This he illustrated by ss\eral 
apital anecdotes—one being that of an Irish- 
man who had endured with his fellows dnnng 
lie late war every kind of misery and was then, seat 
into the thick or the fight, and remarked to his com- 
panions, "them Is the fellows to soitea the wax in 
one's ears." Tne Irishman 13 naturally eloquent, for 
a poet had it— 


There is a stone there that whoever kisses 
He nerer misses to grow eloquent. 


And every Irishman seems to have kissed the blar- 
ney stone. Thackeray noticed the feature very 
specially during his tour through Ireland. An unfor- 
tunate beggar woman having dogged him for a long 
time she made a lau 
touching appeal to 
him and added the benlson, "May the blessing 
of the Lord always follow your Honor," 
and 
finding it fruitless, added, "and never overtake you." 
Or the readiness or Pat la repartee he told several 
anecdotes, amusing the audience much by the replv 
of yonng Sheridan to his rather, who exhorted the 
young scapegrace to take a wife. "A wife, father," 
he answered; "who's wife shall I taker" He held 
there was especial native beauty and expressive- 
ness in the ordinary 
language of

an "innocent." A person was "happy" when dead. 
Repenting was "making one's soul" Rogues In the 
pillory were -babes in the wood." The Irishman 
had martial qualities, and had given leaders to all 
the armies or Europe, except to the Turk, and not a 
few to America. MuMahon to France, O'Donnell to 
Spain. Wellington to England, Nugent to Austria 
Phil Sheridan to this country. No people on the 
earth were more religious than the Irish, and he 
boastpd proudly and confidently that among her 
prominent men in law, literature and philosophy na 
could not call to mind the name of a single inoael. 


THE CATACOMBS OF ROME. 


Lecture by Scv. A. E. Klttredge. 


Rev. A. E. Klttredge, pastor ot the Elev«ntb Pres- 


byterian church, la Fifty-ami street, delivered a lec- 
ture last evening on toe above subject, for the bene- 
fit of the Sabbath school which is atiachcd to the 
church. The church wai well filled and the audience 


seemed very much pteasertwlth the description tn« 
reverend gentleman gave of the "City of toe Dead." 
Tne lecturer began by stating that the catacombs 
under the city ol Rome were not the only ones that 
existed in the world, as Paris and Jerusalem 
were undermined, out not so extensively. Those ol 
Rome cross and recross each other, but extend 
under the whole city. The passages are from two 
to eight feet in width, and if joined together would 
reach the whole length of Italy, or over 350 miles. 
In 1593 Antonio Bozlo commenced to explore tha 
Catacombs, and did not finish the work (or over 
thirty-six years. Tiiere is great danger, even at tha 
present day, for fear that visitors should lose their • 
way. A very sad case occurred in 1837, when a 
party of schoolboys, to the number of 
thirty, 
under the charge of a teacher, were 
lost, 
and 
all 
attempts, 
even 
to 
the 
present: 
day, to flnd where they perished have been in vain. 
Over the tombs are numerous symbols, such as 
fishes, anchors, lamps., &c.; those of the fish are the 
most numerous. These symbols, according to the 
lecturer, all seem to refer to the resurrection of 
Christ. At the present day there are only two en- 
trances to the catacombs, and upon first entering 
the air is very oppressive and stifling, but that wears 
away in a short time, aud the visitor feels no incon- 
venience. The lecture was Illustrated by numerous 
pictures painted under the direction of the lecturer. 


FLEET. 


No New Developments Yesterday—The AdV 


ministration Silent on the Application of the 
Cuban JEnvoy~The Papers for the Motion 
to Release the Vessels Not Yet Heady—The 
Tactics of the Defence. 
In the matter of tne Spanish mosquito fleet, by 


which name the thirty gunboats contracted for £>jr 
Messrs. Delamater & Co. have now generally be- 
come known, nothing new transpired yesterday. 
Marshal Harlow tenaciously, as In duty bound, holds 
on to his possession or them. His deputy, Mr- A. H. 
Winslow, visits and examines the boats twice a day 
to see that nothing is being done towards a 
clandestine removal of the vessels "in limbo." 
Another deputy marshal (Mr. Crowley) is contin- 
ually at his post, in command of the armed tug 
Martin Kaibfleisch, and the crew of this tug and the 
watchmen are under his order. Of the latter there 
are six employed in afl, whose auty it is to make 
the round among the boats, from No. 1 to No. 30, 
from two to three times a-day. Twenty of them are - 
moored at the foot of Thirteenth street and ten at 
the foot of Seventeenth street, in the North river. 
Ihe Martin Kaibfleisch keeps up constantly a full 
head or steam and Is patrolling in the river 
with a watchful care. It Is probable, at least, 
that it is the Intention of Marshal Harlow to 
discharge the Martin Kaibfleisch. In a few days 
from further service under his orders and, 
to make a requisition for a naval gunboat 
to do duty as a watch over the mosquito fleet. Ic is 
not believed, however, that there is any danger at 
present that these boats might get away contrary to 
the wishes of the government or without the permis- 
sion of the United States Court, norls it believed tnat 
any persca concerned in the Doats does at present 
entertain any idea or harbor any Intention thus to 
interfere with the course of law and soeca the ves- 
sels away in spite of the United States authorities. 
But still, to be prepared ror all emergencies, 
arrangements have been perfected through the 
Navy Uepartmeac to have a. sufflctent naval force, 
and even some revenue cutters, ready at a moment's 
notice to stop these boats from leaving port belore 
they are lawfully released by the decree of the pro- 
per judicial tribunal. Work on the unfinished boats 
progressed yesterday as usual. 
The statement in yesterday's HERAI.D to the effect 
that the application or Sefior Morales Lemus to 
linel the gunhoats on the ground tnat they are 
intended to make war upon the people or Cuba, 
would be submitted to the Cabinet yesterday at its 
regular Tuesday's meeting was generally assumed 
to nave been correct Yet up to the close or busi- 
ness hours yesterday afternoon, Judge Pierrepont 
had received no intimation from Washington as to 
tne decision arrived at by the administration on this 
highly interesting and, in international aspect, very 
important question. At the District Attorney's 
office this information was anxiously expected, 
but 
it 
was considered 
as 
probable 
that 
whatever the resolution 
of the Cabinet may 
have 
been it will be communicated througa 
the regular and official channel through the malls, 
no serious delay being occasioned by this course, 
tue time lor hearing the motion for the release of 
the gunboats being set for Thursday, at three 1'. M-, 
leaving fully time enough for elaborate and precise 
instructions lo reach Judge Pierrepont. from Wash- 
ington more than twenty-lour hours earlier, enabling 
linn to act according to the Views of the administra- 
tion.

It will be recollected that the notice or motion lor 
the release ot the boats was signed by Mr. Edwin W- 
Stoughton as proctor for the claimants, and that 
it was arranged between him and the District 
Attorney thac copies ol 
the papers, affida-

motion 
commenced. 
These 
papers, 
it is understood, relate chiefly to two matters which, 
it is asserted they would prove conclusively. First, 
that, according to the rules of war and of interna- 
tional law as expounded and Observed br all civilised 
nations la their intercourse with each other, the re- 
lations of fapam with Peru are those or peace and. 
not of war, aud this it will be sought to establish by 
copious references to the diplomatic correspondence 
between the American State Department and tae 
representatives of bpum ana Peru, to official declara- 
tions or both these governments through their recog- 
nued diplomatic organs, and to facts of history since 
the cessation or actual hostilities between the two- 
countries. And. second, It is Intended to produce 
tne sworn statements or shipbuilders, experienced 
manners and of men well versed in naval architec- 
ture, naval warfare and the perils of the sea, who 
are acquainted with the details of construction of 
the thirty boats In the North river, in order to shonr 
that vessels or such peculiar build and or such light 
draught would not be ,fltted ror such a long ocean 
vojage as a trip around Cape Horn, which they 
would have necessarily to make were they to be 
used in a hostile expedition against Peru, on the 
west coast of South America. 


These papers have not yet been completed. Mr. 
Stoughton, it was said, was engaged in their prepa- 
ration last evening, and it was expected they would 
be finished and printed to-day, it 13 quite possible, 
however, that the application ot Sefior Lcmus, of 
which mention is made above, may have something 
to do witn this delay; for. should the administration 
decide to instruct Judge Pierrepont to proceed 
against the vessels on the ground suggested by tha 
Cuban Envoy, and under an amended libel, the de- 
fence would have to chance its tactics entirely, lor 
it is well known that the Spanish Minister at Wash- 
ington, Seuor Roberts, had officially stated to See-

The Question of Color in the Public Schools 


The Corporation Attorney has rendered a decision 


m the Mixed School case, which he says la briefly 
this:—A child nearly white (barely tinged with 
African blood), but which the parents admit and 
avow to be colored, presented a ticket of admission 
in the usnal form from the school trustees to one o) 
the schools under their charge. The ticket was sub- 
sequently presented to the proper teacher and the 
child received into school. The role makes the judg- 
ment of a single trustee, and not the views or 
avowal of a parent or any other person, conclusive 
as to the suitableness of a candidate, and if that 
judgment, whether correct or erroneous, is favorable 
to the applicant a ticket must be granted. It 
cannot be withheld, and when it is issued the 
holder, not ex, gratia, but aejure, may demand ad- 
mission to the*school designated m it. The Corpora- 
tion Attorney, for reasons given, does not answer 
the other question, Including "What Is the legal in- 
terpretation of the word -white' by which we should 
be governed in the admission of pupils to the public 
schools ? Does it designate those only who have no 
admixture of African blood? Or where shall the 
line be drawn ? And, under existing laws, establish- 
ing separate systems of schools for white and 
colored children, is ihe admission of any of the

Armed fonflict Between a. Desperado and a 


Policeman— Tbe Former Shot Through the 
Head and Instantly Killed. 
Wllliamsburg, in times past famous for scenes or 


blood, was the theatre of another tragedy at an early 
hour yesterday morning. 


The particulars of the affair can be simply stated- 


there Is no mystery nor romance to dilate upon. Be- 
tween the hours of one and two o'clock rn the 
morning, pistol shots and cries of "watch" were 
heard to 
issne from 
the tenement, rear of 


No. 19 North Third street, and the neighbors, in 
alarm, went In search of a .policeman. Officer 
Thomas Langan, of the Forty-ntth precinct, who 
covered the post, was first apprised of what was 
going on and he hurriedly went to the scene of dis- 
order. On arriving there he heard a tumnlt of voices 
and the discharge of firearms and bravely entered 
the place. On ascending the stairs he was met by a 
man named Robert Moore, who was armed with a 
Smith & \Feston 
revolver.

at 
the 


officer's head, 
but 
being 
evidently inflamed 


with liquor and of unsteady hand, the deadly mis- 
sile missed its marK and lodged in the wall, on a line 
with Ins intended victim's head. Officer Langan 
then warned his assailant that if he flred again he 
Ti ould be compelled to return the fire; but the infu- 
riated man paid no attention to the warning and 
was about Jirmg again, whenthe officer, reeling that 
it -was a matter of lile and dealh with him, drew 
nis revolver and flred one shot. 
It was enough. 
A bullet entered the brain of Moore, and he fell 
dead in his tracks. The officer immediately went 
to the Fourth street station and reported the facts 
to the sergeant in charge, when the body of his 
victim was removed for the action of the Ceroner. 
The officer who figures in this sad case Is one of 
the most energetic, if not the most prudent, in tho 
precinct to which he belongs. On one occasion he 
surprised two burglars on the south side and at- 
tacked them single handed; but one of them shot 
him through the mouth and lelt him in a dying con- 
dition on the sidewalk, and both then escaped.

In the Fourteenth ward he was suc- 
cesslul in arresting the most desperate criminals 
that ever haunted it, many of whom, including one 
murderer and the gang that committed the memo- 
rable atrocity in North Sixth street, are now doing 
the State some service in hmg Srag Prison. 
Of Robert Moore very little is known. Ic is said 
that he has been cohabiting for several months 
with a woman named Davis, whose husband he was

wretched tenement where the tragedy occurred, 
and that recently they have inaulged in frequent 
drunken broils, much co the scandal of their neigh- 
bors. He Is a native of Scotland, about twenty-live 
years ot age. 
Last evening Coroner Whitelull empanelled a 
jury, and this evening he will hold an inquest, when 
all the facts in this tragic auair, it is supposed, will 
be elucidated.

BAMK EOBBEEIES. 


Robbery of tho National Bank of Port Jerris— 


Fifty Tiiousami Hollars In Money and Bond 
Stolen—Wcdsiug, Sledging and Blasting*— 
Safe Bursters Ontrivalling the Safe Boild 
ors—Full Details of the Allair—Five Thou 
sand Dollars Reword Offered. 
[From the Port Jervis Evening Gazette, Nov. 30.] 
On« of the most astounding, bold and snccesslu 


banfe robberies wag perpetrated tnis morning on the 
National Banfe of Port Jervis, by which aboul 
$50,000 in currency, bonds and securities be- 
longing to the 
bank and 
Individuals who 
had placed then- bonds in the bank for safe- 
keeping was stolen, tbe burglars having success- 
fully made tlieir escape. The robbery was first dis- 
covered about seven o'clock by Andrew Thompson, 
the bank clerK, H. H. Farnum, president of the 
bank, and Peter E. Farnmn. The news soon, became 
noised abroad, and all the morning the bank 
has been thronged with people anxious to 
learn the particulars. There are, all sorts of stories 
afloat as to the extent of the loss, some stating 
the amount to be $100,000 and others still larger- 
all of which are incorrect. The total loss to the banK 
Is between twenty-five and thirty thousand dollars, 
or about one-half their surplus fund. This loss does 
not affect the responsibility of the bank In the least. 
The bank Building is one or tne most solid and 
substantial structures in town, being constructed of 
stone, with Iron shutters to the winaowg, and barred 
and boiled in the most secure manner, rendering it 
impossible for any but an expert burglar to obtain 
an entrance without considerable effort, wnich 
would be likely to awaten those living in the vicinity. 
The vault of the bank was constructed of stone, with a 
foundation of the same material, the entrance to 
which was secured by an Immense Iron door, weigh- 
ing about 3,600 pounds, and an Inner door of solid 
wrought Iron, about three-quarters 01 aninca thick. 
The locks used on both the outer ana inner doors 
were "Lfllie's Combination Burglar Proof." The size 
of the vault was six 
by eight feet and 
ten feet high, and was used as • a depository 
of the books and papers belonging to the bank. 
Inside of the vault were two flre and burglar 
proof safes, the largest of which was made by 
Herring and the smaller one by Lillie. The Herring 
safe contained the money and papers of value be- 
longing to the bank, also government securities, 
bonds, &c., which had been placed in the bank for 
safe keeping. This safe was secured by 1'aie's com- 
bination iocs. The Lime safe also contained a small 
amount of bonds and valuable papers. 
The entrance was effected to the bank through a 
back window in the rear of the director's room. The 
iron blinds were opened by cutting off the rivets 
with a cold chisel and removing staples. They next 
cut the inside sash, poshing m the glass and leav- 
ing the frame standing. Having obtained ingress it 
was but an easy matter to get in the counting room. 
Tney next placed a piece of black cambric muslin 
across the head light over the front door to pi event 
the light from their lamps being seen on the out- 
side. 
The next operation of the burglars was to open 
the vault. By driving steel wedges into the side 
and underneath the door they made an opening of 
about half an inch, in which they placed a quantity 
of powder, which was ignited by a ruse. The door 
and frame were blown completely off, and fell over 
partially against a desk, which was crushed and 
brought to the floor. The inner door was pried open 
by means ol a bar and wedges, and tne hinges cut 
off, which gave access to tne interior of the vault. 
Ihe Herring safe, one of the best made by them, 
was next wedged and blown open. The bar on the 
inside which held the bolts was blown off. Tnis 
sale, as stated above, contained the money belong- 
ing to the bank, the amount being between $25,000 
and $30,000, which the robbers secured. In addi- 
tion to tne property of the bans there was a large 
amount of eovemment securities, bonds, Ac., which 
had been placed by parties for safe keeping, as else- 
where noted, which was deposited in this safe, and 
wiitch was also taken, the amount of which cannot 
now be aocertainea, but is estimated by the officers 
of the bank to be about $20,000. A portion of these 
bonds are registered, so that they will not be even- 
tually lost to the owners. About one year ago the 
officers gave notice to parties leaving securities m 
their Keeping that they would not become responsiole 
tor their safety, since which time the amount or 
bonds lying in the bank has been decreased. A 
number oi packages of com, principally nickel 
cents, together with a small quantity or gold and 
silver, was not taken, bat lay strewn on the floor of 
;he vault. A bucket, partially filled with water, 
;aken from Mr. P. E. Farnam's well, was found m 
the room and contained about sixteen dollars in five 
cent pieces, which the thieves considered too bur- 
densome to carrv. 
The small LUUe safe was unopened, as either the 
burglars feared remaining in the bank longer, or 
were satisfied wlih the spoils already obtained. 
The exit 01 the rascals was made through the win- 
dow by which they entered. 
This morning the appearance of the bank was one 


of indescribable confusion. Papers, books and records 
ay scattered around m all directions, the immense 
loor of the vault lying partly on the broken desk 
and partly on the floor, surrounded by mortar, ana 
the Implements used bv the burglars in the prose- 
cution ol their work, all gave evidence of the skilful 
manner in which the rascals conducted their 
operations, and the boldness and coolness shown oy 
tfiem. 
The following tools used by the burglars were 
found this morning m the bank:—About thirty steel 
wedges, circle saw, gimlets and auger bits, screw 
driver, chisel, heavy iron crowbar and claw, wire 
cutter, pincers, steel pointed drills, an assortment of 
hies, two putty knives, roll of sheet brass, priming 
wires, fuse, tivine, straps, bradawl, Jsc. Three full 
cases of Dupont's powder were lound, and two that 
were nearly eiSpty; also a pair of rubbers, aa old 
hat, bottle of sperin oil, oilcloth, Ac. 
It would seeui singular that the robbery could 
have been committed and the safe blown open, 
when there were parties living in such closo prox- 
imity to the bank. Mr. Peter E. Farnum, who re- 
sides in the adjoining building, states that He had a 
light burning in his house all night; that about 
two o'clock he got up on account of a, sick 
child, hut heard ho 
noise 
proceeding 
from 
the bank. 
At three 
o'clock he again got 
up and 
about fifteen minutes after 
three 
leard an explosion, which cave a muffled, dead 
report, as H coming irom a distance. He heard two 
men talking and laughing In Iront of the door, whom 
he thought to be brakemen, as one of them spoke of 
jomg out on a train. The noise of parties passing 
x> and fro was heard on ihe opposite side of the 
streei^all of which allayed any suspicions of there 
jerng anything wrong in the bank. Mr. Thomas 
Sharp $bo heard an explosion. 


No clue to the burglars has as vet been found, al- 
though the officers of the bank: are putting forth 
evco" exertion to ferret them out and secure their 
capture. The telegraph has been freely used, and a 
reward of $5,000 is oaered for the detection of the 
thieves and recovery of the property. 
It is reported that two men got on board the first 
night line at Jersey City last night who were pointed 
out to the conductors by detectives as *-safe 
blowers." Early this morning four suspicious loofc- 
Dg individuals with carpet-bags were seen near the 
freight depot. Two men also got on the way train 
gorng east this morning, who were suspicioned. 
One o£ them got off at Middletown, and the other is 
reported to have been arrested at Jersey City. 
The officers say the business or the bank will snf- 
'er but little interruption, only long enough to en- 
able them to get the boots and papers straightened 
up, which will omy be for a day or so.

pen during business hours. The bonds must have 
een takes from the safe, which is situated In the 
rail, within the space included by the counter, the 
nly approach to which is through'the door opening 
rom the private oftlce In the rear. Behind the conn- 
er the clerks are at work all day, but there are ire- 
uently during tnedayauuraberof persons who call 
u business in the room In the rear. Accordinc 
o the present comprehension of the robbery, 
o far as it goes, the thief mnst nave entered 
his rear room ostensibly on business, taking ad van- 
age ot otlier people being there, to avoid being 
oticefl, and, watching an opportunity, passed 
hrotigh the door into tne spacee ncloscd by the 
onnter ana so reached the sale, and appropriated 
he bonds and escaped unseen. It seems almost 
ncredible that the robbery could nave been perpe- 
rated in this way, bnt it ia not more extraordinary 
han other robberies which have occurred in tho 
city In times past. TJp to the present we are m- 
ormed no recovery of the property has been made, 
nd altogether it is rather a mysterious piece of bust- 
ess.

LECTURES LAST NIGHT. 


, 
THE YANKEE OF ASIA. 


Xiectare of Dr. Washunrnc on the Chinese. 
Last night a. lecture was delivered by Dr. "Wash 


bume, of Calvary chorea,, New York, on "Th 
Chinese," In the Episcopal Church ot the Reforma 
tlon, Gates avenue, Brooklyn. There was a gooc 
attendance, and both before and alter the lectnr 
there was an excellent performance of coacertei 
music, accompanied by the organ. 


The lecturer commenced by a glance at trie very 


superficial character of the books written by man; 
of the moaern travellers of China, and made 
special mention of Bayard Taylor's book as particu 
lariy remarkable for its flippancy and discursiveness 
The Chinese were aa important people, and though 
the oldest country in the world it was the country 
that was now a rival w the great American repub- 
lic, china was a nation that must be studied and 
was well worthy ot the study. 


It was the good fortune of the lecturer to spend 


about eight months in the country for the purpose 
or Informing Himself as to their social life and not 
for the purpose of writing books. The first thing 
that would strike a stranger in that remote part of 
the globe Is the strange aspect of the modern element 
of busy, crowded streets, with the characteristics 
also of an Asiatic neople. 
There was no nation, 


except tbe East Indian,. that has made so great a 
development upon its own native basis as the 
Mnese. It had a population of over three hundred 
and sixty millions of people, and he should deignate 
the Chinese aa the TanKeesof Asia. In this people 
there was the same active enterprise, the same force 
or will; ana, IT he might be allowed to say it, the 
same enormous vanity as found in the American. 
The only parallel that he knew of tothe proclama- 
tions of the Chinese Emperor, were the Fourth 
of July orations and the speeches at a Plymouth din- 
ner. (Ldnghter.) The polity of this people was the 
most peculiar of any people in the world. Its his- 
tory began 2,052 years belore Christ—a period that 
was on the threshold of human civilisation, and the 
Chinese were acknowledged to be the oldesc civil- 
ized race m the world. The fatherly Idea was the 
principle thac pervaded Its idea of government. It 
was the only country in Asia where there was not a 
priestly cast. In China the primitive patriarch was 
there in its entirety. The Emperor, In the religious 
services, offered the largest sacrifices and was the 
religious sovereign of the people. This idea was 
carried 
through 
the 
entire 
social 
system. 
Mingled with 
that apparent despotism were 
the 
elements or true republicanism. 
There 
was no aristocracy to prevent the rising of the 
sou or a coolie to a Mandarin of the highest button. 
The snobs of Fttth avenue might leans something 
from these Asiatics, and see that social advancement 
was a matter of friends and sense Instead of dollars 
and cents. (Laughter). There was no country, cer- 
tainly in Asia, where there was, in proportion to 
population, so little over-wealth and so little 
poverty. 
Tne lecturer then glanced at the lack of true taste 
displayed by these people m their architecture: 
their houses were built upon the type of the old 
Tartar tent.- The most pleasant spectacle was their 
love of flowers, which was a passion with them. 
The beauty or this was, however, greatly diminished- 
by the formalism or their gardens. As to their in- 
dividual development, it was a fact that long before 
tne era or civilization they were in the possession ot 
the compass, the art ol printing and the discovery or 
gunpowder. Yet the Chinese were not great navl- 
jators. Their printing was not thac of movable 
types, and their gunpowder was as likely to blow 
up their gariisons as their enemies'. The lecturer 
explained the cau-,e of this by stating that in order 
to give life to material civilization there mnst be a 
life and force communicated to it to give it activity, 
and tnat was done by the Interchange or thought 
caused by a rivalry with 
Europe. How the 
Chinese were the best of gardeners, the hard- 
iest of saiiots, admirable coo&>, the most suc- 
cessful shopkeepers. So pedler of Js'ew England 
could suspass the Chinese. JNo grisette on the Paris 
Boulevards could charm you better into the pur- 
chase ol. a bouquet than a Chinese girl. 
Dr. Washbnrne then gave a number or Instances 
ot social advancement m the various parts or Asia 
where he had travelled. He then proceeded 
to comment very favorably upon tue 
litera- 
ture of the Chinese, and though It had been 
said that 
tragic-comedy 
was 
peculiar 
to 
Shakspeare the Chinese had been in possession of 
that form of the drama for ages. It had been said 
by Mr. Emerson that no people could be kuown by 
their religion, but he (Dr. Washbuniej was ot an 
opinion that no people could be Known without 
knowing their religion. He then traced the religious 
history or the people, and stated tnat tue popular 
religion was Buddhism, a kind of Chinese ritualism. 
As to the position of the Chinese immigrants In this 
country, 
he did hope that there 
would be 
no attempt at 
anything like a modification 
or the slave trade. 
Let both the English and 
the Americans learn that these people were not bar 
barians. They could teach much to the European 
and the American. The war that was forced upon 
them by England was now known to be entirely for 
tlie purpose of lorcmgunon them that opinion which 
they desired not to be introduced into their country. 
As Christian men especially let the Americans 
cleanse their skirts from anything lhat would be 
unjust or degrading to these people. The lecturer 
concluded a very interesting lecture by expressing 
his Jjeliei that to Asia there would be opened speedily 
a bright and glorious future or industrial and 
social development 


"PECULIAR PEOPLE." 


IjCCtrore by John 13. Goagh. 


This was the title of a lecture delivered last eveu- 


ng at Cooper Institute, by John B. Gough, in me 
merest of the Working Women's Protective Union, 
hose headquarters are at So.

The larse hall was densely crowded long before 
the hour named for the lecture. The chair was 
occupied by Mr. Gerard, vice president or the Union, 
who prefacedjthe lecture by a few remarks, in which 
le explained the object ol tne association not to De 
to secure political rights for women, hue the right 
to labor, to command remuneration equal to man, 
nrovlded the work waa as well done, and to 
assist them in collecting th& value or their labor 
from dishonest employes. Mr. Glrard gave an in- 
teresting resume of the labors of the Union in behair 
ot working women, and eloquently appealed to the 
audience to interest themselves m the welfare and 
elevation of females. Mr. Gough commenced his 
address at fifteen minutes past eight, and for 
in hour ana a half held his audience spell- 
bound by his eloquence, interspersed with sound 
thought and apt illustration. His address was rich 
in anecdote, descriptive of peculiar traits in tEe 
characters of peculiar people, and happy hits at the 
raahions and roioles of the country. The audience, 
which comprised maujr of our most estimable citi- 
zens, testified their appreciation or the lecture by 
reqnent applause, and a large sum was added to 
tne traasnry of the society.

Lecture by the Rev. air. Gallaher. 


Last evening the Rev. Mr. Gallaher delivered'an 


amusing and eloquent lecture on '-Ireland and the

Irishmen. This he illustrated by ss\eral 
apital anecdotes—one being that of an Irish- 
man who had endured with his fellows dnnng 
lie late war every kind of misery and was then, seat 
into the thick or the fight, and remarked to his com- 
panions, "them Is the fellows to soitea the wax in 
one's ears." Tne Irishman 13 naturally eloquent, for 
a poet had it— 


There is a stone there that whoever kisses 
He nerer misses to grow eloquent. 


And every Irishman seems to have kissed the blar- 
ney stone. Thackeray noticed the feature very 
specially during his tour through Ireland. An unfor- 
tunate beggar woman having dogged him for a long 
time she made a lau 
touching appeal to 
him and added the benlson, "May the blessing 
of the Lord always follow your Honor," 
and 
finding it fruitless, added, "and never overtake you."

THE CATACOMBS OF ROME. 


Lecture by Scv. A. E. Klttredge. 


Rev. A. E. Klttredge, pastor ot the Elev«ntb Pres- 


byterian church, la Fifty-ami street, delivered a lec- 
ture last evening on toe above subject, for the bene- 
fit of the Sabbath school which is atiachcd to the 
church. The church wai well filled and the audience 


seemed very much pteasertwlth the description tn« 
reverend gentleman gave of the "City of toe Dead." 
Tne lecturer began by stating that the catacombs 
under the city ol Rome were not the only ones that 
existed in the world, as Paris and Jerusalem 
were undermined, out not so extensively. Those ol 
Rome cross and recross each other, but extend 
under the whole city. The passages are from two 
to eight feet in width, and if joined together would 
reach the whole length of Italy, or over 350 miles. 
In 1593 Antonio Bozlo commenced to explore tha 
Catacombs, and did not finish the work (or over 
thirty-six years. Tiiere is great danger, even at tha 
present day, for fear that visitors should lose their • 
way. A very sad case occurred in 1837, when a 
party of schoolboys, to the number of 
thirty, 
under the charge of a teacher, were 
lost, 
and 
all 
attempts, 
even 
to 
the 
present: 
day, to flnd where they perished have been in vain. 
Over the tombs are numerous symbols, such as 
fishes, anchors, lamps., &c.; those of the fish are the 
most numerous. These symbols, according to the 
lecturer, all seem to refer to the resurrection of 
Christ. At the present day there are only two en- 
trances to the catacombs, and upon first entering 
the air is very oppressive and stifling, but that wears 
away in a short time, aud the visitor feels no incon- 
venience. The lecture was Illustrated by numerous 
pictures painted under the direction of the lecturer. 


FLEET. 


No New Developments Yesterday—The AdV 


ministration Silent on the Application of the 
Cuban JEnvoy~The Papers for the Motion 
to Release the Vessels Not Yet Heady—The 
Tactics of the Defence. 
In the matter of tne Spanish mosquito fleet, by 


which name the thirty gunboats contracted for £>jr 
Messrs. Delamater & Co. have now generally be- 
come known, nothing new transpired yesterday. 
Marshal Harlow tenaciously, as In duty bound, holds 
on to his possession or them. His deputy, Mr- A. H. 
Winslow, visits and examines the boats twice a day 
to see that nothing is being done towards a 
clandestine removal of the vessels "in limbo." 
Another deputy marshal (Mr. Crowley) is contin- 
ually at his post, in command of the armed tug 
Martin Kaibfleisch, and the crew of this tug and the 
watchmen are under his order. Of the latter there 
are six employed in afl, whose auty it is to make 
the round among the boats, from No. 1 to No. 30, 
from two to three times a-day. Twenty of them are - 
moored at the foot of Thirteenth street and ten at 
the foot of Seventeenth street, in the North river. 
Ihe Martin Kaibfleisch keeps up constantly a full 
head or steam and Is patrolling in the river 
with a watchful care. It Is probable, at least, 
that it is the Intention of Marshal Harlow to 
discharge the Martin Kaibfleisch. In a few days 
from further service under his orders and, 
to make a requisition for a naval gunboat 
to do duty as a watch over the mosquito fleet. Ic is 
not believed, however, that there is any danger at 
present that these boats might get away contrary to 
the wishes of the government or without the permis- 
sion of the United States Court, norls it believed tnat 
any persca concerned in the Doats does at present 
entertain any idea or harbor any Intention thus to 
interfere with the course of law and soeca the ves- 
sels away in spite of the United States authorities. 
But still, to be prepared ror all emergencies, 
arrangements have been perfected through the 
Navy Uepartmeac to have a. sufflctent naval force, 
and even some revenue cutters, ready at a moment's 
notice to stop these boats from leaving port belore 
they are lawfully released by the decree of the pro- 
per judicial tribunal. Work on the unfinished boats 
progressed yesterday as usual. 
The statement in yesterday's HERAI.D to the effect 
that the application or Sefior Morales Lemus to 
linel the gunhoats on the ground tnat they are 
intended to make war upon the people or Cuba, 
would be submitted to the Cabinet yesterday at its 
regular Tuesday's meeting was generally assumed 
to nave been correct Yet up to the close or busi- 
ness hours yesterday afternoon, Judge Pierrepont 
had received no intimation from Washington as to 
tne decision arrived at by the administration on this 
highly interesting and, in international aspect, very 
important question. At the District Attorney's 
office this information was anxiously expected, 
but

that 
whatever the resolution 
of the Cabinet may 
have 
been it will be communicated througa 
the regular and official channel through the malls, 
no serious delay being occasioned by this course, 
tue time lor hearing the motion for the release of 
the gunboats being set for Thursday, at three 1'. M-, 
leaving fully time enough for elaborate and precise 
instructions lo reach Judge Pierrepont. from Wash- 
ington more than twenty-lour hours earlier, enabling 
linn to act according to the Views of the administra- 
tion.

It will be recollected that the notice or motion lor 
the release ot the boats was signed by Mr. Edwin W- 
Stoughton as proctor for the claimants, and that 
it was arranged between him and the District 
Attorney thac copies ol 
the papers, affida- 
vits

motion 
commenced. 
These 
papers, 
it is understood, relate chiefly to two matters which, 
it is asserted they would prove conclusively. First, 
that, according to the rules of war and of interna- 
tional law as expounded and Observed br all civilised 
nations la their intercourse with each other, the re- 
lations of fapam with Peru are those or peace and. 
not of war, aud this it will be sought to establish by 
copious references to the diplomatic correspondence 
between the American State Department and tae 
representatives of bpum ana Peru, to official declara- 
tions or both these governments through their recog- 
nued diplomatic organs, and to facts of history since 
the cessation or actual hostilities between the two- 
countries. And. second, It is Intended to produce 
tne sworn statements or shipbuilders, experienced 
manners and of men well versed in naval architec- 
ture, naval warfare and the perils of the sea, who 
are acquainted with the details of construction of 
the thirty boats In the North river, in order to shonr 
that vessels or such peculiar build and or such light 
draught would not be ,fltted ror such a long ocean 
vojage as a trip around Cape Horn, which they 
would have necessarily to make were they to be 
used in a hostile expedition against Peru, on the 
west coast of South America. 


These papers have not yet been completed. Mr. 
Stoughton, it was said, was engaged in their prepa- 
ration last evening, and it was expected they would 
be finished and printed to-day, it 13 quite possible, 
however, that the application ot Sefior Lcmus, of 
which mention is made above, may have something 
to do witn this delay; for. should the administration 
decide to instruct Judge Pierrepont to proceed 
against the vessels on the ground suggested by tha 
Cuban Envoy, and under an amended libel, the de- 
fence would have to chance its tactics entirely, lor 
it is well known that the Spanish Minister at Wash-

ENGLAND. 


A "Disli^ or jLjfmdon Gossip—Queen TIetorla's 


Visit to tUc City—George PcitSmdy's Beatb— 
Tbo Irish Questions and JSngiisU Church 
Affairs. 


LONDON, Nov. 17,1889. 


There is something suprelatively ridiculous in a 


London city pageant, and m the present matter 01 
Tact ace the comic features of such, an affair impress 
themselves so strongly on the nimd of the spectators 
as to De fatal to dignity. There may be something 
in the fact that through the long seclusion of tne 
Queen public shows have or lale years fallen into 
disuse in England, and the people have got oat of 
the habit of seeing Christian man strnt about the 
streets or parade themselves on horseback, decked 
out after the fashion or the heroes of opa-a bovjTe 
an<i broad burlesque. But whatever the cause it is 
certain that in the recent city visit or her Majesty 
the Queen, on the opening 
of 
the Holborn 


viaduct and Biackfrlars bridge, comedy was in the 
ascendant, and the crowd assembled to do honor to 
the occasion was unmistakably irreverent. 
The 


Lord Mayor's finery was laujhed at; the well deve- 
loped gentlemen who waited about in stage dresses 
and tight slit stockings were jeered and hooted, 
ana mace bearers, sword bearers, beer eaters and 
other buffoons m tbe procession came in for their 
lull share of "chaff." 
The royal lady herself was, 


however, w-ell received, and while her once great 
popularity is evidently gone never to be regained, 
there is no doubt that her people were glafl to see 
lier once again among them and that her first 
appearance in public for many years will have a 
good effect. The Queen appeared to bo ia good 
spirits on her way to toe city, but probably the 
ceremonies which, she went through ror tne first 
time without her husband at her aide, awoke recol- 
lections to which she is unfortunately too ant to 
give way, and on ner return to the railway station 
she was evidently deeply affected and nearly over- 
powered by the agitation of her iseiings. 


The honors offered to the memory of Mr. Peabody 


by the English nation cave been so lully noticed in 
jour cable despatches that it is unnecessary to go 
into a detailed account of them nere. The press has 
been lavish of encomiums npon the great plxiianthro- 
pist, and H now appears that In the eleventh hour 
the Queen was anxious to sizmly ner regard for the 
man who haa conferred so many blessings upon her 
subjects. ]t is proper to state, however, that Mr. 
Peabody, during his lifetime was sept m ignorance 
of the high esteem in which he was held by the 
British aristocracy. In fact, be was as subject as 
any other man to English snobbishness, and was 
persistently refused the entree to waat Is here termed 
the par ejxellsnce "society." Since his death an 
estimable English nobleman, Tvho was one of the 
very lew who had been at the trouble of finding Mr. 
Peabody out and doing homage to the mail, has ex- 
pressed regret that lie was not more courted and 
better received amons the English aristocracy, and 
lias commented with some severity upon the fact 
that the American owner of Pnoress could enter 
doors thai wers closed against the American philan- 
thropist. 


The speech or the Prime Minister at the Lord 
Mayor's dinner is as nsual exciting considerable 
comment. This time-honored banquet comes dur- 
ing the dull season in politics, ana as the Premier is 
always expected to speak, and is'generally expected 
to s*y something, the politicians are Kept ou the 
anxious seat unlit they nave re<Jd the words ne has 
uttered, laie peculiarity of Mr. Gladstone's speech 
13 that there is m it nothing but words. It is full 
of commonplace phrases, without so much as a 
suggestive hint ot suture policy and not a line that 
f l i es comfort to Menus or airords vantage ground to 
an enemy. Its most noticeable feature is us profound 
Bumillty. Mr. Gladstone is very 'umbie- his mo- 
desty is so excessive, indeed, that ic may well be 
mistaken for self-laudation. Yet tne London papers 
-are all commenting on tne speech as though it were 
really some oracular uuerjuce from which could 
fie gathered tae future policy 01 the government and 
tlie Inturo fat« of the nation. Ky some it is, regarded 
as somewhat despondent in tone, so tar as the pro- 
bable fannre or success of tne coming irun. cuurch 
bill is concerned, while others affect to regard us 
very humbleness as an indication that the .Minister 
leels his great power, and desires to disarm envy by 
seir-depreclatlon. Mr. Gladstone foand minseir com- 
pelled to say something about foreign relations, and 
so he congratulated his hearers that the part of Eng- 
land was now that of a pacificator, and that she had 
still great power in healing differences between 
foreton nations. The receut death of Mr. Peabody 
afforded him an opportunity of saying something 
about America, and, ua he no longer haa a Reverdy 
Johnson at his side to throw everything and every- 
body tnw confusion by blurting out some piece of di- 
plomatic intelligence that should be kept a profound 
secret, he contented himself with remarking that Eng- 
land was never likely to go to war with a country that 
produced such men as the great philanthropist. All 
tula, it will oe seen, was the merest commonplace 
that couia iaii rrom any man's lips, and yet from th« 
lam made over the eieech in tne cily patera one 


would suppose it to be full ot significance ana 
freighted wita Ministerial secrets. 


We Have all or us, at one timo or another, expe- 
rienced the evil of a multiplicity or doctors. Eve«y 
one knows that all elderly lathes have remedies of 
their own for every malady under the sun, and that 
each, is confident of tae c'llcacy or her peculiar nos- 
trum. Just now tho old women are busying them- 
selves about the best method of curing the Irish land 
disease, ami of course each has a diaereut prescrip- 
tion to offer. One warns the government that they 
must never propose a fixity of tenure for the tenant, 
while another declares that without ilxity of tenure 
ail other reforms will be idle, in tne opinion of one, 
a tenant must be secured payment for all his im- 
provements in caso of eviction, while in thejud"- 
uient of another uoiiimsr can be more fatal than to 
oblige landlords to pay for improvements that 
have probably been of no real benefit to the 
land, or that have been compensated for in 
reduced rent or other favorable consideration. 
One profoundly pretentious quack goes to work 
to manufacture a Ions string of cases, none of 
which nave any existence out of the brain of the 
parson who i'l vented them, to prove how utterly im- 
practicable it will be to adopt the compensation lor 
improvement principle, iviule another argues to 
prove tuat long leases must be disadvantageous to 
tenants, because land may deteriorate in value. In 
tbe midst of all this valuable ad vice the Ministers 
are steadily at work perfecting their measure 
of Irish land reform, and as some of them have given 
great attention to tne subject, ano have, considered 
the question in all Its aspects, from the landlord's 
point of view as well as irom tne tenant's, it is pro- 
bable that tiiey will pay no more heed to the sugges- 
tions of the London press than a sensible physician 
would pay to the advice of a parcel of meddlesome 
old women. 


The government bill, it is very sure, will do no 
violence to the rights of property, while at the same 
time it will most effectually remedy tho gross evils 
at present existing in the land system of Ireland. 
Under the new law vindictive evictions will be no 
longer possible, aaa a landlord will never again bs 
allowed the aid of the military to execu te a process." 
The renant will be lully insured m the value of His 
proper improvements, and there will no longer 
be any suc'Ji thing known as tenancy at 
will. 
The term 
lor 
wmch a tenancy • that 
has .existed a certain period will be mane 
to run under the law vrill be matter Tor de- 
bate and consideration, but every man will be 
secured a lease holding for a deflnlte number or 
years. A board will, no doubt, be created to adjudi- 
cate with or without appeal noon the value of im- 
provements to the landlord, and npon the apprecia- 
tion or depreciation in the value ot land at tae close 
of a leasehold term, or Bach duties will be assigned 
to some .body already m existence. These will pro- 
bably oe the mam leatures oi the government meas- 
ure, and it is quite certain that the bill will be per- 
fected before Parliament reassembles and will be 
inrrodccsd the first wee's of the session. It is Air. 
uladstone's intention to lose no tune needlessly in 
tne formalities through winch the bill must pa=3, ana 
while ne will be willing to give as much latitude as 
can possibly be required for the discussion and per- 
fection 
or the measure, 
ue will set down 
his foot resolutely against any attempts a 
purely ractioas opposition. Indeed, he will pursue 
in the Irish land campaign the same tactics tha 
proved so efficient in tne Irish Church campaign; ne 
will grant everything to reasonable compromise- 
nothing to unreasonable enmity. Tnere will be an 
attempt on the part ot the Lords to show that tlie 
measure of tuis session Dears no comparison to that 
01 last, inasmuch as the Caurch disestablishment 
issue had oesu fought out and settled at the polls, 
while the land uucauon has not yet been subjected 
to such a test. It is thought that the Lords will 
make a stand upon this point and will oppose the" 
bill to the bitter end with a view of compelling Mr. 
Gladstone to go beiore the country by an election. 
It is more likeiv in snch an event that the upper 
House will be flooded, by a new batch of peers than 
tuat a new election will take place; but snould Mr, 
Gladstone decide to arjpeal to the people his present 
masmiQcent majority will be largely increased.

PAK1S, Nov. 17,1869. 


At midnight on the 12th msL the quietude of 


the neighborhood was startled by ones of "Vive 
Eochefort! Vive Eochefort 1 Vive Uochefort! 1" 
A ra'ce in night aresses was enacted by tlie good 
bourgeois and their wives, who had retired to rest, 
!rom their beds to the windows. Shutters wero 
opened and heads protruded, covered with every 
conceivable shape of bonnet ae nun, that the inge- 
nuity of man has invented, to see the triumphal 
progress of the great revolutionary candidate on his 
way home. The excitement was terrific. The days 
of the empire are numbered. I actually saw 
eight men in blouses marching arm in arm in 
the middle of the street and shouting incessantly 


•Vive Eochefort i" They were followed by a street 


cab in which I suppose was the light of the lanterns, 
and am omnibus, which had nothing to do with the 
procession. People passing through the street na- 
turally stopped to know the cause of the disturbance; 
bat any attempt at enthusiasm dm not exist, aod 
the noisy innabitants of the blouses gave me the 
appearance of men (I demand pardon ror the mera 
suspicion) who would not be politically demon- 
strative without receiving a guia pro quo. Eoche- 
"ort was returning from having enlightened the elec- 
tors of the first conscription as to tne result of his 
mission to London. Leflru KolUa will not promise 
to come over, even should he be elected. Personally 
the Emperor « willing to grant nun u saw/ consult;

There is a feature in the present elections 
worthy of notice. The working classes arc strongly 
opposed to socialism.

Germain and Fontarnbleau. without counting the 
infantry. I cannot believe that the most rabid politi- 
cal fanatics will attempt an outoreaK in the pres- 
ence of suca a force. In days gone by, when Fans in- 
dulged m paving stones and narrow, crooked streets, 
we might nave expected within a Tew days street 
flghtmg and barricades erected witn the rapidity o! 
ligiitraug; nowadays Haus<mannizanon, long streets, 
asphalts and macadam bave outweighed tne insur- 
gents. With a man of determination, at the helm, 
such as Napoleon 1IL has Droved. bJmselT to be whea 
necessity has Torced nim to act, not a niaae of 
grass, if there is such a thing to be round, would be 
left standing in tne streets.

The Ministerial.Crisis—Topete'a Resignation— 


TJie 0eatii Poualty—Kius Making. 


MADRID, Nov. 18, 1883. 


The sensation created by tae resignation of To- 


pete has not altogether ceased. The opposition par- 
ties liave done their best to keep the Came alive, but 
Prim and Topete himself have managed to reduce it 
to a mere rushlight proportion. Tne irank, open- 
hearted Admiral Topete is somewhat slow to act as a 
general rule—or rather let me say in preparing to 
act—but when he once makes up his mind it is ex- 
ceedingly difficult, if not impossible, to move nim to 
,he contrary. Many have been tne speculations as 
to the real motives ol his resignation, ana ail have 
tried to turn and twist the matter to their own 
views. Numerous were the messages hurried over 
the wires to all carts of Spain, to the ex-Queen in 
France and to the Cubans tuat tne famous coalition 
had. broken 
up; that the flrst if not tlie prin- 


cipal pillar 
of 
the revolutionary fabric had 
given 
way 
and 
fallen, aad 
that soon 
the 
whole edifice 
must fall aud crumble in the 
dust. Both Serrano and i'rlm forsaw tne eilect tuat 
the resignation of their comrade, 1'opete, woulu pro- 
auce, ana vigorous,'indeed, were their efforts to re- 
am him in tiie Ministry, The Kegent urged and 
mpiored; Prim did Doth, as well as threaten to 
;hrow up the whole atfair by resigning iiimseif. It 
was, however, all in vain." Topete hau made up his 
own mind and nothing conld alter it; so tueir last 
and laintest nopes of retaining him vanisned. 
In my last letter I told you that I expected that 
Prim would throw some light on tue matter the lol- 
lowiog Vonflay; and so it happened, as you nave, 
lio doubt, seen his speech. [1'b.e speecli of Prim 
and tne repiv or Topete have already been pub- 
lished in the HERALD.]

The «.«Glorioun" Army—Redncficu or Aboli- 


tion—Social Democrats—Xiiberal Breeze In 
Saxony—Tbe Smaller States—-Ruinous Oou. 
dltiou—JLangonaalsui Monument—Spoiling in 
Silesia—Womou'a Conference—Resolution!. 


BERLIN, Nov. 18, 1869. 


Tho great question ol the day. reduction of mili- 


tary Mtabualuueatf, as mooted u«ce la Vfte tbapo ot 


Professor Dr. Vlrchow's motion by tho entire Fort- 
gcuritt party, has boon unsuccessful in the Lower 
Chamber, whero the national liberals and conferva- 
tives voted against it. A mass meeting at the con- 
ciTt Hall, convened by Douuty Dr. Lowe and other 
1'ortschritt representatives, was broken up by a dis- 
graceful not, caused by so-oailea social demo- 
crats, who appeared in 
largo 
numbers and 


took possession of the hall. 
This not numerous, 


but well orsanized party, strictly follows the 
dictates of their leaders, demagogues of the true 
stamp, who fanatictze them by doctrines such as 
annihilation of capital, triumph of manual labor, 
government support for the workingmon and the 
like tenets of Lasalle'3 socialism. In tho hope of 
gaining an advantage these badly-styled democrats 
have often made common cause wita their anti- 
podes, tho rabid conservatives and royalists, who 
skilfully used them as catspaws against the liberals. 


On Sunday last, after having driven out ths Fort- 


scUritt men. by brutal force, in which proceeding the 
police did not seo fit to interfere, though squads of 
them were present, some of their leaders mounted 
the stand ana, amid sreat applause, indulged In vio- 
lent attacks upon the Fortschritt party, which was 
charged—and it might be said not altogether un- 
justly—with, lack or energy, general sluggishness aud 
hair measures. These complaints were expressed in 
resolutions which, however sensible they may be, 
go altogether too far and havo therefore no chance 
whatever of the least practical effect. A reduction 
of military establishments Is declared too tame a de- 
mand; it should be entire abolutlon of standing 
armies, supplied by militia troops. Diplomatic agency, 
as proposed by the Fortschritt party iu their reduc- 
tion motion, is ridiculous. The same party, not 
Having insisted upon general franchise, upon the 
ten-hour system, obligatory Sunday rest and other 
privileges or workingmen, has shown its utter inca- 
pacity, and is unworthy of confidence, <tc. 


JWs is the tenor of the resolutions, carried nmia 


much uproar, and which, with their sweeping ten- 
dency, entirely dts regard the Tact tnat there is an 
iron rule of government existing which is not to be 
moved by the bnllyism or a small party, but w»uld 
only yield to moderate demands urged in, a constitu- 
tional manner. 


In Saxony we notice a more liberal inclination on 


the part of the Chamber to discuss a partial reduc- 
tion of the army; indeed, other reforms, such as 
relate to self-government, universal suffrage, com- 
munal election of teachers ana clergy—all with a 
view to keep up the particularism which has so long 
existed and seems to be more and more yielding to 
national proclivities. Now, the Saxon government 
and the majority of its representatives are jealous of 
the JNorth German Blind, aud in their particularism, 
will rather yield to present reforms than ac- 
cent them at 
the haads of 
the Reichstag. 


?roin the same motive the Chamber resolved to re- 
tain, in opposition to tne penal code drafted for 
tne Confederation, the abolition of capital punish- 
ment, and agreed to abolish sentences pronouncing 
the loss of nobility on the ground taat all citizens 
were equal before the law aad tne loss of rank would 
be no legal punishment. 


TFlule writing 1 learn that the motion for reduction 
of the army Has beeu passed in the Dresden Cham- 
ber. The national liberals endeavored to add an 
.mendment making partial disarmament contingent 
upon tue safetv or Germany, but this was rejected 
and the motion carrie.i in its ongmiai form by a 
arge majority. Is it not surprising that tne utter 
mpossibility of continuing the hnse military array 
vhicu threatens to exuaust thoroughly the people's 
asources siiould not be patent to everybody ?

o be borrowed Horn a rich capitalist, aud the trea- 
ure being exhausted, fresh taxes have to be im- 
posed, ihe same is the position of au'alrs in the 
ither Thuringinu States, such as Keuss-Gera, 
ichwarzburg-oonderhaussn and Memingeu, all of 
viuch are unable to supply their quota to tne Con- 
federation, being too small to afford the luxury or 
what 1-i termed a modern State.

ITALY. 


Opening of Parliament— The Hoyal Speech, 


Tho Italian Parliament opened In session Novem- 


ber 18 at Florence. The rollowmg royai speech, of 
which wo published a very lull synopsis in the 
HERALD last Sunday, was delivered by commission, 
or which tha Minister of Justice was tho mouth- 
piece, as follows:— 


SENATORS AND DEPCTIES— The King has been 
pleased to select us to open tlio present session. His 
Majesty was profoundly moved by the lively testimo- 
nies of affection sent irom every part of the kingdom 
during his illness, and is most desirous that hla aratl- 
tude should be strongly expressed. 
Providence has given to the House or Savoy a son 
and to Italy a prluce. Tne nation rejoices at that 
eveut, for it feels thereby still more closely united to 
the dynasty which rules over it. The King feels con- 
fident tuat the prince will be afresh pledge of unity 
aud liberty tor tue country. 


His Majesty has to mrorm you that his relations 
with all the other Powers are of a most friendly char- 
acter. u peace is the great desire or all who are 
anxious for the progress oi nations, it is particularly 
so lor me Italons, who are engaged iu a work ol in- 
ternal reorganization. 


His Majesty's government has not thought fit to 


throw any obstacle in the way of the bishops leaving 
for the Council of Home. The King hopes to see 
issuing from that assembly conciliatoty language in 
the interests orlaith, science, religion anil civiliza- 
tion. But, whatever may Happen, the nation is as- 
sured that the King will preserve the rights of the 
state and his own dignity in their integrity. 


To form a good administration and restore the 
finances IB the great wish of the populations, and it 
is what the King expects Jrom tue unanimous labors 
of the Senate, Chamber of Deputies and the govern- 
ment. The principal aud most urgent condition for 
attaining that very important object is to vote the 
budget. His Majesty counts on your devoteauess 
and activity for quicKly accomplishing that act. 
Alterwards some bills will bs presented to supply 
the wants of the public Treasury. Also measures 
will be laid before you to simplify the administra- 
tion, impart an impulse to manufactures and credit, 
unify tae Penal Code, reorgauUe oar land and sea 
forces, transform tne National Gu'ird and assisrn 
to each person the amount of the responsibility 
which falls to his share m pubhc business. 


Gentlemen, an economic progress is plainly to be 
perceived in the nut.on, auu everywhere a strong 
desire is manifested to sam Instruction aud to pro- 
duce—efforts flue to a large practice or general 
liberty. His Majesty Hopes that tins improvement 
will be aided by the labors of tae Chamber, ana that 
every curort will be made to favor the prosperity or 
the nation. 


The Senate nominated a committee to go and con- 


gratulate the King on his recovery; also to relicitate 
Prince Humbert on the birth or ms son.

AUEGED GICMTIC BEVESBE FRAUDS. 


The Government .Loses $150,000— All tue 


Wliolcsalo Wlriuhcy Dcalcru j« Kiii»8ton 
aud 
Komiout 
Arraisned— Their 
Liquors 


Seized and 1'iarcs ol" Business Closed— 
Government Ollichils Implicated— Startling 
Disclosures* 
While the attention of the people has ueea 


attracted to lue Lite drawback frauds in, the Hew 
Yors Custom House, other frauds, though not on 
such a gigantic scale, but of more boldness ana 
much more barelaced, have coine to light in tha 
district comprising the counties of Ulster and 
Greene. 


A few days ago the wWsKey dealers in Kingston 


and Hondoutwero much startled and chagrined 
upon Uie sudden appearance of one of "United States 
Marshal Harlow's deputies" among them, creating 
great commotion and many "rye" faces; but still 
greater waa their consternation when they lound 
their stocks seized, places of business closed and 
themselves arraigned under the very serious charge 'or 
defrauding the government. Section twenty-five of 
tuo Internal Tax laws requires:— "Whenever anycasfc 
or package shall be filled for shipment, sale or deliv- 
ery in the premises of any wholesale dealer or corn- 
pounder, it shall be the duty of tue United States 
gauger to gauge tne same aud place thereon an en- 
graved stamp, signed by the collector or tlie district 
and the said gauger. &c." 
it is stated tnat one of the revenue officials, whoss 
name will be given to the public ere long, entered 
into an agreement with tna "ring" taat they should 
go on, sell ana compound their liquors, and he would 
call around once a moul u and cancel stamps, leaving 
these honest compouuders to afltx just as many 
stamps as they deslied. But it does not appear taaS 
auy stamps were used; that is, none were put upon. 
tae casks. How man./ stamps of a ditlereut kind 
were used has not yet been disclosed; but as the dis- 
trict is a large one, aud Kingston aud Rondout oemg 
the depot lor supplying the counties of Ulster, 
Greene, Sullivan and Delaware with whisSy, and aa 
water is only used lu these counties for washing 
purposes, many stamps were necessary. One thins 
is certain, that In the last two years the government 
must have been delrauded of at least $l5u,ooo. 
That this oillcer should have beeu allowed to con- 
duct his business in so loose a manner for so long a 
time (Over two years) ia certainly not creditable to 
the United States Collector. In all that time never 
to report a stamp sold shows soinethius very "rottea 
in Benmars," when section twenty-eight of the 
Internal Tax laws clearly defines both tae duties of 
collector and gauger m these words: — "Stamps may 
be entrusted to tne gauger of the district, wno shall 
mate a dady report to tne assessor and collector of 
all such stamps uses aud for wuom used," &c. tt 
does seem that the collector was to some extenS 
responsible. These dealers also compound their 
liquors, and Irom one Darrel of whisKey or pure 
spirits turn out a half dozen barrels of "certain 
death," not having paid a single cent tax: to the gov- 
ernment. 


A meeting of the "ring" was at once called and 
secured tiie services ol two prominent gentlemen— 
both members o! the Republican Central committee — 
to intercede in their behali, hoping by their mtluenca 
"with the poners that be" to extricate tuem from 
this very dangerous and unpleasant dilemma. 1'hs 
sutlden denarture of these gentlemen with tha 
United States Collector to Washington is the result; 
and no doubt me matter will be hushed. The "ring1' 
have, of course, grown rich out ol their business, aua 
to-day .wielafa powerlul muupnce all over tlie county 
among the government officials, and may, per- 
haps, "fix" matters at Washington, in fact, already 
a telegram has been reeetved that everything will 
be "lixed up." 
The alleged delinquent official has been removed; 
but who nas been appointed in his place lias not 
yet transpired. \Vliether the "ring" will proiit by 
the lesson and be more caret ul in future is a question 
of much doubt.

THE NEW V03XJUDICIABY ARTICLE. , 
Wlien Uocs It Talie Effect?

We learn from gentlemen who lelt Crawford Tues- 
day, that on Mouduy there were OUO or 700 negroes 
en route to that point, aimed with such weapons us 
their means and opportunities would allow; that be- 
tween seventy-live and one hundred white citizen* 
Had collected, and a large company was expected 
Irom Winston county and about lifty Irom \Vhitc- 
lield, in OktlJ>be!ia; that Air. Lewis exerted himself 
very industriously m turning tne negroes back, ridinz 
out upon dilterent ronds for that purpose, and in tlio 
event of a difficulty pledged the whites to stand by 
them; that about sixteen United States soldiers 
arrived at Crawiord on Monday and went into camp. 
•Ihe ditiiculty, we presume* is ended for the pie- 
sent, and we are glad of it; we are glad to know 
that Mr. Lewis appreciated Uie danger that threat- 
ened all, and hope that tma will be a warning to him 
in the future. A large majority of the negro popula- 
tion are peaceable aud well disposed, but there are 
many or them that are ambitious and foolhardy; 
like all ignorant peonle who are endowed with 
strong passions, they are subject to violent excite- 
ments aud 
become 
uncontrollable- under ths 
lurtnence of passion or whiskey. Tho man who 
advises them to organize into companies and lur- 
nish themselves with martial music without the re- 
straiuts of military law, executed oy competent 
officers, manufactures a volcano that is liable to 
burst forth iu violent eruption at any moment.

A "Disli^ or jLjfmdon Gossip—Queen TIetorla's 


Visit to tUc City—George PcitSmdy's Beatb— 
Tbo Irish Questions and JSngiisU Church 
Affairs. 


LONDON, Nov. 17,1889. 


There is something suprelatively ridiculous in a 


London city pageant, and m the present matter 01 
Tact ace the comic features of such, an affair impress 
themselves so strongly on the nimd of the spectators 
as to De fatal to dignity. There may be something 
in the fact that through the long seclusion of tne 
Queen public shows have or lale years fallen into 
disuse in England, and the people have got oat of 
the habit of seeing Christian man strnt about the 
streets or parade themselves on horseback, decked 
out after the fashion or the heroes of opa-a bovjTe 
an<i broad burlesque. But whatever the cause it is 
certain that in the recent city visit or her Majesty 
the Queen, on the opening 
of 
the Holborn 


viaduct and Biackfrlars bridge, comedy was in the 
ascendant, and the crowd assembled to do honor to 
the occasion was unmistakably irreverent. 
The 


Lord Mayor's finery was laujhed at; the well deve- 
loped gentlemen who waited about in stage dresses 
and tight slit stockings were jeered and hooted, 
ana mace bearers, sword bearers, beer eaters and 
other buffoons m tbe procession came in for their 
lull share of "chaff." 
The royal lady herself was, 


however, w-ell received, and while her once great 
popularity is evidently gone never to be regained, 
there is no doubt that her people were glafl to see 
lier once again among them and that her first 
appearance in public for many years will have a 
good effect. The Queen appeared to bo ia good 
spirits on her way to toe city, but probably the 
ceremonies which, she went through ror tne first 
time without her husband at her aide, awoke recol- 
lections to which she is unfortunately too ant to 
give way, and on ner return to the railway station 
she was evidently deeply affected and nearly over- 
powered by the agitation of her iseiings. 


The honors offered to the memory of Mr. Peabody 


by the English nation cave been so lully noticed in 
jour cable despatches that it is unnecessary to go 
into a detailed account of them nere. The press has 
been lavish of encomiums npon the great plxiianthro- 
pist, and H now appears that In the eleventh hour 
the Queen was anxious to sizmly ner regard for the 
man who haa conferred so many blessings upon her 
subjects. ]t is proper to state, however, that Mr. 
Peabody, during his lifetime was sept m ignorance 
of the high esteem in which he was held by the 
British aristocracy. In fact, be was as subject as 
any other man to English snobbishness, and was 
persistently refused the entree to waat Is here termed 
the par ejxellsnce "society." Since his death an 
estimable English nobleman, Tvho was one of the 
very lew who had been at the trouble of finding Mr. 
Peabody out and doing homage to the mail, has ex- 
pressed regret that lie was not more courted and 
better received amons the English aristocracy, and 
lias commented with some severity upon the fact 
that the American owner of Pnoress could enter 
doors thai wers closed against the American philan- 
thropist. 


The speech or the Prime Minister at the Lord 
Mayor's dinner is as nsual exciting considerable 
comment. This time-honored banquet comes dur- 
ing the dull season in politics, ana as the Premier is 
always expected to speak, and is'generally expected 
to s*y something, the politicians are Kept ou the 
anxious seat unlit they nave re<Jd the words ne has 
uttered, laie peculiarity of Mr. Gladstone's speech 
13 that there is m it nothing but words. It is full 
of commonplace phrases, without so much as a 
suggestive hint ot suture policy and not a line that 
f l i es comfort to Menus or airords vantage ground to 
an enemy. Its most noticeable feature is us profound 
Bumillty. Mr. Gladstone is very 'umbie- his mo- 
desty is so excessive, indeed, that ic may well be 
mistaken for self-laudation. Yet tne London papers 
-are all commenting on tne speech as though it were 
really some oracular uuerjuce from which could 
fie gathered tae future policy 01 the government and 
tlie Inturo fat« of the nation. Ky some it is, regarded 
as somewhat despondent in tone, so tar as the pro- 
bable fannre or success of tne coming irun. cuurch 
bill is concerned, while others affect to regard us 
very humbleness as an indication that the .Minister 
leels his great power, and desires to disarm envy by 
seir-depreclatlon. Mr. Gladstone foand minseir com- 
pelled to say something about foreign relations, and 
so he congratulated his hearers that the part of Eng- 
land was now that of a pacificator, and that she had 
still great power in healing differences between 
foreton nations. The receut death of Mr. Peabody 
afforded him an opportunity of saying something 
about America, and, ua he no longer haa a Reverdy 
Johnson at his side to throw everything and every- 
body tnw confusion by blurting out some piece of di- 
plomatic intelligence that should be kept a profound 
secret, he contented himself with remarking that Eng- 
land was never likely to go to war with a country that 
produced such men as the great philanthropist. All 
tula, it will oe seen, was the merest commonplace 
that couia iaii rrom any man's lips, and yet from th« 
lam made over the eieech in tne cily patera one 


would suppose it to be full ot significance ana 
freighted wita Ministerial secrets. 


We Have all or us, at one timo or another, expe- 
rienced the evil of a multiplicity or doctors. Eve«y 
one knows that all elderly lathes have remedies of 
their own for every malady under the sun, and that 
each, is confident of tae c'llcacy or her peculiar nos- 
trum. Just now tho old women are busying them- 
selves about the best method of curing the Irish land 
disease, ami of course each has a diaereut prescrip- 
tion to offer. One warns the government that they 
must never propose a fixity of tenure for the tenant, 
while another declares that without ilxity of tenure 
ail other reforms will be idle, in tne opinion of one, 
a tenant must be secured payment for all his im- 
provements in caso of eviction, while in thejud"- 
uient of another uoiiimsr can be more fatal than to 
oblige landlords to pay for improvements that 
have probably been of no real benefit to the 
land, or that have been compensated for in 
reduced rent or other favorable consideration. 
One profoundly pretentious quack goes to work 
to manufacture a Ions string of cases, none of 
which nave any existence out of the brain of the 
parson who i'l vented them, to prove how utterly im- 
practicable it will be to adopt the compensation lor 
improvement principle, iviule another argues to 
prove tuat long leases must be disadvantageous to 
tenants, because land may deteriorate in value. In 
tbe midst of all this valuable ad vice the Ministers 
are steadily at work perfecting their measure 
of Irish land reform, and as some of them have given 
great attention to tne subject, ano have, considered 
the question in all Its aspects, from the landlord's 
point of view as well as irom tne tenant's, it is pro- 
bable that tiiey will pay no more heed to the sugges- 
tions of the London press than a sensible physician 
would pay to the advice of a parcel of meddlesome 
old women. 


The government bill, it is very sure, will do no 
violence to the rights of property, while at the same 
time it will most effectually remedy tho gross evils 
at present existing in the land system of Ireland. 
Under the new law vindictive evictions will be no 
longer possible, aaa a landlord will never again bs 
allowed the aid of the military to execu te a process." 
The renant will be lully insured m the value of His 
proper improvements, and there will no longer 
be any suc'Ji thing known as tenancy at 
will. 
The term 
lor 
wmch a tenancy • that 
has .existed a certain period will be mane 
to run under the law vrill be matter Tor de- 
bate and consideration, but every man will be 
secured a lease holding for a deflnlte number or 
years. A board will, no doubt, be created to adjudi- 
cate with or without appeal noon the value of im- 
provements to the landlord, and npon the apprecia- 
tion or depreciation in the value ot land at tae close 
of a leasehold term, or Bach duties will be assigned 
to some .body already m existence. These will pro- 
bably oe the mam leatures oi the government meas- 
ure, and it is quite certain that the bill will be per- 
fected before Parliament reassembles and will be 
inrrodccsd the first wee's of the session. It is Air. 
uladstone's intention to lose no tune needlessly in 
tne formalities through winch the bill must pa=3, ana 
while ne will be willing to give as much latitude as 
can possibly be required for the discussion and per- 
fection 
or the measure, 
ue will set down 
his foot resolutely against any attempts a 
purely ractioas opposition. Indeed, he will pursue 
in the Irish land campaign the same tactics tha 
proved so efficient in tne Irish Church campaign; ne 
will grant everything to reasonable compromise- 
nothing to unreasonable enmity. Tnere will be an 
attempt on the part ot the Lords to show that tlie 
measure of tuis session Dears no comparison to that 
01 last, inasmuch as the Caurch disestablishment 
issue had oesu fought out and settled at the polls, 
while the land uucauon has not yet been subjected 
to such a test. It is thought that the Lords will 
make a stand upon this point and will oppose the" 
bill to the bitter end with a view of compelling Mr. 
Gladstone to go beiore the country by an election. 
It is more likeiv in snch an event that the upper 
House will be flooded, by a new batch of peers than 
tuat a new election will take place; but snould Mr, 
Gladstone decide to arjpeal to the people his present 
masmiQcent majority will be largely increased. He 
holds, however, that the Irish Church question 
was noj alone settled at the lass general elecion, bus 
that tlie more comprehensive issue of an entire 
change or policy in the management of Ireland, em- 
bracing the reiorin of every souse and the removal 
of every grievance, was involved in tue struggle and 
decided at the polls.

At midnight on the 12th msL the quietude of 


the neighborhood was startled by ones of "Vive 
Eochefort! Vive Eochefort 1 Vive Uochefort! 1" 
A ra'ce in night aresses was enacted by tlie good 
bourgeois and their wives, who had retired to rest, 
!rom their beds to the windows. Shutters wero 
opened and heads protruded, covered with every 
conceivable shape of bonnet ae nun, that the inge- 
nuity of man has invented, to see the triumphal 
progress of the great revolutionary candidate on his 
way home. The excitement was terrific. The days 
of the empire are numbered. I actually saw 
eight men in blouses marching arm in arm in 
the middle of the street and shouting incessantly 


•Vive Eochefort i" They were followed by a street 


cab in which I suppose was the light of the lanterns, 
and am omnibus, which had nothing to do with the 
procession. People passing through the street na- 
turally stopped to know the cause of the disturbance; 
bat any attempt at enthusiasm dm not exist, aod 
the noisy innabitants of the blouses gave me the 
appearance of men (I demand pardon ror the mera 
suspicion) who would not be politically demon- 
strative without receiving a guia pro quo. Eoche- 
"ort was returning from having enlightened the elec- 
tors of the first conscription as to tne result of his 
mission to London. Leflru KolUa will not promise 
to come over, even should he be elected. Personally 
the Emperor « willing to grant nun u saw/ consult; 
but the court by which lio was condemned by de- 
'aalt insist that it 13 beyond the power of the Chief 
of the State to do so, until Lediu Kollln shall have 
appeared before the "Tribunal ana havo thus ox-, 
pngned hb contempt of court, although the Em- 
peror has full power to pardon aim hereafter.

There is a feature in the present elections 
worthy of notice. The working classes arc strongly 
opposed to socialism.

Germain and Fontarnbleau. without counting the 
infantry. I cannot believe that the most rabid politi- 
cal fanatics will attempt an outoreaK in the pres- 
ence of suca a force. In days gone by, when Fans in- 
dulged m paving stones and narrow, crooked streets, 
we might nave expected within a Tew days street 
flghtmg and barricades erected witn the rapidity o! 
ligiitraug; nowadays Haus<mannizanon, long streets, 
asphalts and macadam bave outweighed tne insur- 
gents. With a man of determination, at the helm, 
such as Napoleon 1IL has Droved. bJmselT to be whea 
necessity has Torced nim to act, not a niaae of 
grass, if there is such a thing to be round, would be 
left standing in tne streets. However much such a 
catastrope would be deplored, I am convinced tnat 
the majority would approve or tlie most energetic 
steps being taken to maintain public order.

SPAIN. 


The Ministerial.Crisis—Topete'a Resignation— 


TJie 0eatii Poualty—Kius Making. 


MADRID, Nov. 18, 1883. 


The sensation created by tae resignation of To- 


pete has not altogether ceased. The opposition par- 
ties liave done their best to keep the Came alive, but 
Prim and Topete himself have managed to reduce it 
to a mere rushlight proportion. Tne irank, open- 
hearted Admiral Topete is somewhat slow to act as a 
general rule—or rather let me say in preparing to 
act—but when he once makes up his mind it is ex- 
ceedingly difficult, if not impossible, to move nim to 
,he contrary. Many have been tne speculations as 
to the real motives ol his resignation, ana ail have 
tried to turn and twist the matter to their own 
views. Numerous were the messages hurried over 
the wires to all carts of Spain, to the ex-Queen in 
France and to the Cubans tuat tne famous coalition 
had. broken 
up; that the flrst if not tlie prin- 


cipal pillar 
of 
the revolutionary fabric had 
given 
way 
and 
fallen, aad 
that soon 
the 
whole edifice 
must fall aud crumble in the 
dust. Both Serrano and i'rlm forsaw tne eilect tuat 
the resignation of their comrade, 1'opete, woulu pro- 
auce, ana vigorous,'indeed, were their efforts to re- 
am him in tiie Ministry, The Kegent urged and 
mpiored; Prim did Doth, as well as threaten to 
;hrow up the whole atfair by resigning iiimseif. It 
was, however, all in vain." Topete hau made up his 
own mind and nothing conld alter it; so tueir last 
and laintest nopes of retaining him vanisned.

The «.«Glorioun" Army—Redncficu or Aboli- 


tion—Social Democrats—Xiiberal Breeze In 
Saxony—Tbe Smaller States—-Ruinous Oou. 
dltiou—JLangonaalsui Monument—Spoiling in 
Silesia—Womou'a Conference—Resolution!. 


BERLIN, Nov. 18, 1869. 


Tho great question ol the day. reduction of mili- 


tary Mtabualuueatf, as mooted u«ce la Vfte tbapo ot 


Professor Dr. Vlrchow's motion by tho entire Fort- 
gcuritt party, has boon unsuccessful in the Lower 
Chamber, whero the national liberals and conferva- 
tives voted against it. A mass meeting at the con- 
ciTt Hall, convened by Douuty Dr. Lowe and other 
1'ortschritt representatives, was broken up by a dis- 
graceful not, caused by so-oailea social demo- 
crats, who appeared in 
largo 
numbers and 


took possession of the hall. 
This not numerous, 


but well orsanized party, strictly follows the 
dictates of their leaders, demagogues of the true 
stamp, who fanatictze them by doctrines such as 
annihilation of capital, triumph of manual labor, 
government support for the workingmon and the 
like tenets of Lasalle'3 socialism. In tho hope of 
gaining an advantage these badly-styled democrats 
have often made common cause wita their anti- 
podes, tho rabid conservatives and royalists, who 
skilfully used them as catspaws against the liberals. 


On Sunday last, after having driven out ths Fort- 


scUritt men. by brutal force, in which proceeding the 
police did not seo fit to interfere, though squads of 
them were present, some of their leaders mounted 
the stand ana, amid sreat applause, indulged In vio- 
lent attacks upon the Fortschritt party, which was 
charged—and it might be said not altogether un- 
justly—with, lack or energy, general sluggishness aud 
hair measures. These complaints were expressed in 
resolutions which, however sensible they may be, 
go altogether too far and havo therefore no chance 
whatever of the least practical effect. A reduction 
of military establishments Is declared too tame a de- 
mand; it should be entire abolutlon of standing 
armies, supplied by militia troops. Diplomatic agency, 
as proposed by the Fortschritt party iu their reduc- 
tion motion, is ridiculous. The same party, not 
Having insisted upon general franchise, upon the 
ten-hour system, obligatory Sunday rest and other 
privileges or workingmen, has shown its utter inca- 
pacity, and is unworthy of confidence, <tc. 


JWs is the tenor of the resolutions, carried nmia 


much uproar, and which, with their sweeping ten- 
dency, entirely dts regard the Tact tnat there is an 
iron rule of government existing which is not to be 
moved by the bnllyism or a small party, but w»uld 
only yield to moderate demands urged in, a constitu- 
tional manner. 


In Saxony we notice a more liberal inclination on 


the part of the Chamber to discuss a partial reduc- 
tion of the army; indeed, other reforms, such as 
relate to self-government, universal suffrage, com- 
munal election of teachers ana clergy—all with a 
view to keep up the particularism which has so long 
existed and seems to be more and more yielding to 
national proclivities. Now, the Saxon government 
and the majority of its representatives are jealous of 
the JNorth German Blind, aud in their particularism, 
will rather yield to present reforms than ac- 
cent them at 
the haads of 
the Reichstag. 


?roin the same motive the Chamber resolved to re- 
tain, in opposition to tne penal code drafted for 
tne Confederation, the abolition of capital punish- 
ment, and agreed to abolish sentences pronouncing 
the loss of nobility on the ground taat all citizens 
were equal before the law aad tne loss of rank would 
be no legal punishment. 


TFlule writing 1 learn that the motion for reduction 
of the army Has beeu passed in the Dresden Cham- 
ber. The national liberals endeavored to add an 
.mendment making partial disarmament contingent 
upon tue safetv or Germany, but this was rejected 
and the motion carrie.i in its ongmiai form by a 
arge majority. Is it not surprising that tne utter 
mpossibility of continuing the hnse military array 
vhicu threatens to exuaust thoroughly the people's 
asources siiould not be patent to everybody ?

ITALY. 


Opening of Parliament— The Hoyal Speech, 


Tho Italian Parliament opened In session Novem- 


ber 18 at Florence. The rollowmg royai speech, of 
which wo published a very lull synopsis in the 
HERALD last Sunday, was delivered by commission, 
or which tha Minister of Justice was tho mouth- 
piece, as follows:— 


SENATORS AND DEPCTIES— The King has been 
pleased to select us to open tlio present session. His 
Majesty was profoundly moved by the lively testimo- 
nies of affection sent irom every part of the kingdom 
during his illness, and is most desirous that hla aratl- 
tude should be strongly expressed. 
Providence has given to the House or Savoy a son 
and to Italy a prluce. Tne nation rejoices at that 
eveut, for it feels thereby still more closely united to 
the dynasty which rules over it. The King feels con- 
fident tuat the prince will be afresh pledge of unity 
aud liberty tor tue country. 


His Majesty has to mrorm you that his relations 
with all the other Powers are of a most friendly char- 
acter. u peace is the great desire or all who are 
anxious for the progress oi nations, it is particularly 
so lor me Italons, who are engaged iu a work ol in- 
ternal reorganization. 


His Majesty's government has not thought fit to 


throw any obstacle in the way of the bishops leaving 
for the Council of Home. The King hopes to see 
issuing from that assembly conciliatoty language in 
the interests orlaith, science, religion anil civiliza- 
tion. But, whatever may Happen, the nation is as- 
sured that the King will preserve the rights of the 
state and his own dignity in their integrity. 


To form a good administration and restore the 
finances IB the great wish of the populations, and it 
is what the King expects Jrom tue unanimous labors 
of the Senate, Chamber of Deputies and the govern- 
ment. The principal aud most urgent condition for 
attaining that very important object is to vote the 
budget. His Majesty counts on your devoteauess 
and activity for quicKly accomplishing that act. 
Alterwards some bills will bs presented to supply 
the wants of the public Treasury. Also measures 
will be laid before you to simplify the administra- 
tion, impart an impulse to manufactures and credit, 
unify tae Penal Code, reorgauUe oar land and sea 
forces, transform tne National Gu'ird and assisrn 
to each person the amount of the responsibility 
which falls to his share m pubhc business. 


Gentlemen, an economic progress is plainly to be 
perceived in the nut.on, auu everywhere a strong 
desire is manifested to sam Instruction aud to pro- 
duce—efforts flue to a large practice or general 
liberty. His Majesty Hopes that tins improvement 
will be aided by the labors of tae Chamber, ana that 
every curort will be made to favor the prosperity or 
the nation. 


The Senate nominated a committee to go and con- 


gratulate the King on his recovery; also to relicitate 
Prince Humbert on the birth or ms son.

AUEGED GICMTIC BEVESBE FRAUDS. 


The Government .Loses $150,000— All tue 


Wliolcsalo Wlriuhcy Dcalcru j« Kiii»8ton

Seized and 1'iarcs ol" Business Closed— 
Government Ollichils Implicated— Startling 
Disclosures* 
While the attention of the people has ueea 


attracted to lue Lite drawback frauds in, the Hew 
Yors Custom House, other frauds, though not on 
such a gigantic scale, but of more boldness ana 
much more barelaced, have coine to light in tha 
district comprising the counties of Ulster and 
Greene. 


A few days ago the wWsKey dealers in Kingston 


and Hondoutwero much startled and chagrined 
upon Uie sudden appearance of one of "United States 
Marshal Harlow's deputies" among them, creating 
great commotion and many "rye" faces; but still 
greater waa their consternation when they lound 
their stocks seized, places of business closed and 
themselves arraigned under the very serious charge 'or 
defrauding the government. Section twenty-five of 
tuo Internal Tax laws requires:— "Whenever anycasfc 
or package shall be filled for shipment, sale or deliv- 
ery in the premises of any wholesale dealer or corn- 
pounder, it shall be the duty of tue United States 
gauger to gauge tne same aud place thereon an en- 
graved stamp, signed by the collector or tlie district 
and the said gauger. &c." 
it is stated tnat one of the revenue officials, whoss 
name will be given to the public ere long, entered 
into an agreement with tna "ring" taat they should 
go on, sell ana compound their liquors, and he would 
call around once a moul u and cancel stamps, leaving 
these honest compouuders to afltx just as many 
stamps as they deslied. But it does not appear taaS 
auy stamps were used; that is, none were put upon. 
tae casks. How man./ stamps of a ditlereut kind 
were used has not yet been disclosed; but as the dis- 
trict is a large one, aud Kingston aud Rondout oemg 
the depot lor supplying the counties of Ulster, 
Greene, Sullivan and Delaware with whisSy, and aa 
water is only used lu these counties for washing 
purposes, many stamps were necessary. One thins 
is certain, that In the last two years the government 
must have been delrauded of at least $l5u,ooo. 
That this oillcer should have beeu allowed to con- 
duct his business in so loose a manner for so long a 
time (Over two years) ia certainly not creditable to 
the United States Collector. In all that time never 
to report a stamp sold shows soinethius very "rottea 
in Benmars," when section twenty-eight of the 
Internal Tax laws clearly defines both tae duties of 
collector and gauger m these words: — "Stamps may 
be entrusted to tne gauger of the district, wno shall 
mate a dady report to tne assessor and collector of 
all such stamps uses aud for wuom used," &c. tt 
does seem that the collector was to some extenS 
responsible. These dealers also compound their 
liquors, and Irom one Darrel of whisKey or pure 
spirits turn out a half dozen barrels of "certain 
death," not having paid a single cent tax: to the gov- 
ernment. 


A meeting of the "ring" was at once called and 
secured tiie services ol two prominent gentlemen— 
both members o! the Republican Central committee — 
to intercede in their behali, hoping by their mtluenca 
"with the poners that be" to extricate tuem from 
this very dangerous and unpleasant dilemma. 1'hs 
sutlden denarture of these gentlemen with tha 
United States Collector to Washington is the result; 
and no doubt me matter will be hushed. The "ring1' 
have, of course, grown rich out ol their business, aua 
to-day .wielafa powerlul muupnce all over tlie county 
among the government officials, and may, per- 
haps, "fix" matters at Washington, in fact, already 
a telegram has been reeetved that everything will 
be "lixed up." 
The alleged delinquent official has been removed; 
but who nas been appointed in his place lias not 
yet transpired. \Vliether the "ring" will proiit by 
the lesson and be more caret ul in future is a question 
of much doubt.

THE NEW V03XJUDICIABY ARTICLE. , 
Wlien Uocs It Talie Effect? 


[From the Hudson (N. Y.} Register, Sov. 20.1 


A serious question lias arisen aa to when the 
Judiciary artiule of tae new constitution, wliicli was 
adopted at tlie late election, goes into effect 
Tlie 
constitution sets fort* that -this constitution shall 
be in force from and including tlie 1st day ol Jan- 
uary next after Its adoption by the people." Tins 
applies to tuo constitution as a whole, and since that 
was rejected, it is claimed that no provision what- 
ever lias been made lu the portion adopted as to the 
time it is to go into force. 


The question is a very important one, particularly 
to the le^al proles»lou and the judiciary.

IJiveu's; that said Hunkle gave Hotiotice, ad- 
mission or consent as sucn attorney, or otherwise, 
and between the time Hie said Kunkle save his ap- 
pcarunre and the time he revoked it there was 
110 communication, written or verbal, directly or in- 
directly, between deponent and said Kuntcle, and 
they did not even see each other between said ap- 
pearance and its revocation. And deponent further 
saj s that all tne statements contained in the com- 
plaint and allldiiviis la tins ease inconsistent here- 
with, as to the object of procurme said Kuukle to 
appear, aud to his actual or intended relation to any 
consent, order or receiver, or other proceedings are 
a tissue of reckless lalsehoods. And deponent f:ir- 
tlier says that tlie appearance of sjid Field & Shear- 
man lor the company, though believed by deponent 
to be unauthorized by said company aud In viola- 
tion of the injunction, was not returned, because it 
was made jointly with an appearance for one of the 
suspended directors; that neither said Kamsey 
nor any other person, save as aforesaid, had 
anything to do with causing said 
lluuKlo 
to 
appear or revoke 
his appearance, 
and. 
there was no iraud or collusion in connection with 
the same; and said Knukle was requested to appear 
because deponent supposed said Diven so desired 
and directed it as a act necessary to secure some 
legal channel of communication with said company 
in the suit, since it was beyond the authority of the 
suspended directors to authorize an appearance 
contrary to the orders of tlie Court for the attorneys 
engaged by the suspended directors to appear for 
the company also; aud deponent was greatly sur- 
prised when he heard that said Diven had said de- 
ponent had. misunderslood what he stated or in- 
tended tostatc as to tne said appearance being put in. 
In these statements deponent has not intended to 
cast auy rejection upon 'tue attorneys by whom the 
company noiv appears, nor does he so Intend, In say- 
ing that he is compelled to regard sucn appearance 
as unauthorized and to think it a mislortuue; that 
the illegal action of the suspended directors (who, as 
he believes, alone uudertooK to authorize sucn ap- 
pearance) has also prevented any quorum of the 
board assembling and made the placing of the road 
in the hands or a receiver inevitable, unless the 
road is to be left under the control of the present 
management.

That lor a long period—being about one year nest 
preceding September 15,1869—tue stocks of the Erie 
Kailway company were excluded from sale at said 
stock ooard by reason, of the enormous irregular 
issues of the stock of that company by its pre°">at 
managers^ and during tliat period said stocks were 
publicly sold in said city only at a salesroom hastily 
organized and generally understood to have been 
established aud supported by the persons or some of 
them m authority m that road. 


That the eeneral understanding and belief among 
tucuii who deal in the stock ol that company in said 
city is tnat its stock has been irregularly issued IS 
the amount ol more than $30,000,000 during the last 
lilteen months, and deponent has been so imormea 
and fully believes it to oe the fact. 


That deponent is not able to give the dates with 
any precision ol these Issues, but in March 1869, jay 
Gould reported the common stock; ac between 
$57,000,001) and S5S,009,000. 


That in September. 1369, said Gould reported said 
common stock to the Farmers' Loan and Trust Com- 
pany, whare it has been registered since September 
^0, isou. at S7J,ooo,ooo. 


And in Kovetnber, 1369, the Secretary of the Erie 
llailway Company reported to tne president of the 
New YorK fetock Euchange, in writing, a further 
increase of $5,01)0,000 in said stock, by the issue of 
tliat amount ot the convertible bonds (of said line 
Kailway Company), called Karrow Gauge Sinkmz 
Fund bonds. 


Tnat for several months past tne stock of the com- 
pany has been declining m market value, and the 
common stock now sells at $27 75 to $2S per share, 
and the preferred stock at $45 per share, as nearly 
as sales and oilers indicate its value.

Jaclcsou S. ScliulU, Iretug sworn, says, that he has 
been lor more than thirty-nine years a resident of 
the city of New lorlc; that during many years last 
past he has conaucted an extensive wholesale ousi- 
ncss in said 
city, and manufacturing in the 
country, which has caused him to become familiar 
with railroad tran-sportaiiou, especially upon the 
road of the old Sew York and Erie KaUroad Com- 
pany, and ol tlie present Krle Kailway Company; 
that during many years last past he has albo been 
a bank director m baid city, and from the foregoing 
and other reasons he has directed attention to 
questions- or practical linance and become familiar 
with the views and leelings of commercial men 
relative to tue large corporations connected with the 
public transportation or WHS country; that he has 
had occasion to direct his attention to tne general

AFFIDAVIT OF CHARLES W. B00BLAS. 
Charles W. Douglas, being sworn, says (hi re- 
spouse to an earnest request to state Jus Knowledge 
ot the present management of the road of the Erie 
Railway Company) tnat he came on to that road in 
i860, when It was owned by the New York and Erie 
Railroad Company, and commenced service as a 
telegraph operator, and was advanced from sucn 
position through several grades to that of Assistant 
Division Superintendent on the Delaware division, 
under Mr. Hugh Kiddle, the Superintendent of that 
division, and that he remained as sach assistant for 
aoout nine years, when, upon. Mr. Kiddle being pro- 
moted to the position of General Superintendent or 
the entire line, .deponent became the successor of 
Mr. Kiddle as 'Superintendent of the Delaware 
division, and as such had regular!? under his charge 
from 1,200 to 1,400 men, which latter position de- 
ponent held for about four years, at the expiration 
01 which time (May 1,1869), by reason of President 
Gould insisting on relaxation of discipline, which 
deponent did not tmuK consistent with the pre- 
servation of authority or with his own self-respect, 
deponent resigned his position as Division Superin- 
tendent, aud he has not since been connected with, 
said road, but has become and now is the General 
Superintendent of the sonthside Railroad of Long 
Island. That since said resignation deponent has 
more frequently than once a week passed over one 
division of the Erie Railway, and has observed the 
operation of said road.

conviction among the men that tlie present man- 
agers have not the requisite quaiilicatious as man- 
agers ol such a corporation; that tlieir attention is 
too much given to out-side matters; that they mtar- 
lere witli tlie relations between the higher grade of 
acents aud those below and with the due and usual 
oruer of p.ouiotion; that they introduce political 
Clements lulo their management, and that they do 
not command general, public respect; and dusiiig 
deponent's service under President Oould he was 
requested in 
writing 
by said Gould to usa 
his (deponent's) influence to promote the election 
of a person named by the president, Gould; 
and during the recent State election deponent is in- 
formed aud believes, that the managers of the line 
made especial efforts to secure by the votes of the 
employes of the line the election ol a State ofllcer, 
from tne' exercise of whose official power ne is told 
they had something to fear if not conciliated. I 
will lurther state, In answer to your inquiry, that 
during the last year, and especially of late, there 
has neen a -very unusually large number of 
experienced men

In my opinion, very large numbers or those em- 
ployed on the road only remain because they cannot 
afford to leave at the peril or having their ability to 
get employment elsewhere Impaired' by damaging 
and unfounded reports; that tliey would much pre- 
fer service on other roads at the same rates: taat 
they understand they will be dismissed If they 
openly condemn the management; and from much 
opportunity of getting at the facts, I cannot hesitate 
to say that the employes and agents geniiailv con- 
demn the present managers in severe terras"when 
they think it safe to ireely express their views aud 
feelings.

Mr. Field said it probably would be necessary in 


disposing or this motion that a reference should be 
ordered to ascertain certain facts. For example, 
Mr. Eaton said that no affidavit was served ofe him. 
The affidavit of service which he had in the case 
stated positively that the affidavits of Mr. White and 
Mr. Whittaker were served on him with the com- 
plaint. Or course there was some mistake, and he 
did not thinK they could get at It without a ref- 
erence. 


Mr. Eaton said ne made the affidavit according to 


facts. Whether the papers were served or not was 
utterly immaterial. If it would facilitate tne coun- 
sel in coming at the substance of the case and dis- 
posing of it tnat day, he would admit that the papers 
were served forthe purposes of this argument. 


MIt. FIELD'S ARGUMENT. 


Mr. Field said that before he read portions of these 
papers he would say that he dwelt longer on this 
motion than he should otherwise have done because 
of the very great misrepresentations in respect to 
this order and the action of the Court which had 
been made in the newspapers. Of course he could 
not suppose that any such misrepresentations were in- 
tended, but they were, nevertheless, very prejudicial 
to justice in the case and ought to be set right. Now 
fair play was a characteristic of this people and of 
the brave people from which they were descended, 
and the first lesson In their code of honor was that 
no man should be condemed unheard. 
And 
when he told his Honor that in this case 
eight 
directors 
out 
of 
seventeen 
of 
the 
Ena 
Railway 
Company 
had 
been 
struct 
with an order or suspension which would paralyze 
them without giving them an opportunity to say 
that It ought not to be done, was there any'thiuK 
grosser lu the whole history or jurisprudence than 
tnatf To deprive men or office—take from them all 
the trusts which all tne constituents of that corn- 
pan)' had given to them within a month, and a half 
oy an almost unanimous vote—to suspend them aud 
take Irom them that trust witnout as much as hear- 
ing them say one word f INOW If he (Judge Bar- 
nard) wlien applied to did not stop these proceed- 
ings until the parties could be heard, then justice 
would have failed of her oiace. The Roman, Prelect 
said, 
1,500 years ago, 
"It Is not tlie man- 


ner 
of 
the Romans to 
condemn any man 
to death until after he that 13 accused shall 
have met his accuser face'to face, and has license 
to say wliat he can against the crime laid against 
him." And vet we, wno thought we had increased 
the blessings of liberty, eighteen hundred years 
alter struck down the president, vice president ana 
eight ot the directors of a corporation whose reve- 
nues were larger than the government of the Dnlted 
States under Washington's administration, and 
which had now in its employment 23,000 men. If 
his honor and Judge Baicom had not interposed, 
they would have doomed this Erie Company to abso- 
lute bankruptcy. Mr. Meld then went oa at length 
tocnticiaa the various aiadavits submitted by the 
other side, and contended that there were ample 
and euQlcient grounds for the granting of his mo- 
tion. 


EX-JUDGE POSTER'S ARGUMENT. 
Ex-Judije Porter, on oehair of Mr. Ramsey, said it 
was unfortunately true, as Ills learned friend had 
said, that these two gentlemen, 'down to the 24th 
day or the present month, wielded the administration 
and controlled the revenues ol the Erie Railway Com- 
pany, which were greater than those of the Union at 
the time of the war of Independence. IE wris not 
true that they old to-aar, though. When that order 
was served on the company every one ot the sus- 
pended directors was charged with ttie Knowledge • 
or the contents or that paper and its legal operation. 
Those gentlemen were no longer the rightful cus- 
todians of these revenues, and they should look to • 
them as the ex-president and ex-controller ot the 
corporation In whose behalf they presented his 
learned friend (Mr. Field-) as their counsel for a cor- 
rect account of their stewardship. 
Ills friend 
seemed to suppose that that which was the law m 
March, isas, was not the law in November, i860. 
The right which his Honor then exercised, and 
which, in this case. Judge Murray has exerolae'd. 
wus a law contained in the Revised Statute.* ot the 
8WW ot Now lor (he protection of tne gre^t o$> 


porate lutercsls, which were too apt to fall Into the 
hands of tliose who availed or their positions for 
purposes of pillage and usurv. But, a final con- 
demnation, it was true, could not he pronounced 
without a hearing. An assassin strikes a man down 
at his right hatm with a dagger, lie would be con- 
demned without a hearing by a grand jury of 
his accusers. And when Mr. IJrew was accused on 
a former occasion before his Honor,, his Honor be- 
lieved the facts warranted tne accusation, aud he 
wa<t condemned without a hearing. And why 1 Be- 
caivetue law accused him on facts, and suspended 
him in the functions he exercised. 
Was there a 
doubt that Judge Murray had the same precise j'uris- 
dlction over James Fisk, Jr., and Jay Gould? the 
gentleman complained that these parties were no't 
permitted to represent the Erie Railroad Company, 
as. ou a former occasion before his Honor, it was 
complained that Mr. Drew had not a right to repre- 
sent the Erie Kailway Company, ot which he was 
the chosen officer, and show why he should not be 
deprived 
ot his rights as' a director. 
But 


what was his Honor's answer taen? Precissly 
what It would be that day. It the facts in the com- 
plaint were true—if these two men had $40 000,000 of 
the people's money to account for—ir they usurped 
tlie control of the company and used for profligacy 
and bribery the moneys which belonged to the cred- 
itors and stockholders—the law was to pass on that 
question, and the tribunal belore which the accusa- 
tion was to be brought was the tribunal wniea was 
to hear and pass on it. His learned friend com- 
plained of tiese proceedings as if liis Honor were 
sitting as an appellate tribunal reviewing the 
judgment and correcting the errors or his 
Honor's peers upon the beach. 
When was It 
that his learned friend discovered 
that there 
was no authority for judges to sit in judgment on 
each other la respect to their judicial actions, except 
in the form prescribed by law. The gentleman on 
the other side had had the coolness to read portions 
or 
these 
papers only, and asked his Honor 
-to 
pass on things which were not 
before 
him,. but which were before Judge Mnrrav In 
tne other proceedings. They were told that there 
were no facts stated in those paners. bnt his friend 
Had failed to read tlie papers placed in his hands, or 
he would not have labored under that impression. 
(Judge Porter then read the affidavit of A. B. Ashley, 
given above, and that of Jactson S. ShEltz, com- 
menting logically and forcibly on them to show that 
they contained facts and circomstances sufficient to 
satisfy the mind of the court of the justness of Mr. 
Ramsey's claim]. Mr. Eaton was charged with 
designing to obtain a consent to a receivership 
azamst the Erie Company. That cnarge was false. 
jTobody made it aud Mr. Eaton denied It. Mr. Field 
claimed authority to appear for the Erie Railroad 
Company. He recognized him as having authority 
to appear in thj present suit and that was all. Mr. 
Field stood there claiming on behalf of the Erie 
KaUroad Company that these men should be permit- 
ted to pillage. 
He (Jndxe Porter) stood there 
representing the stockholders and creditors to see 
that they should not be permitted to pillage. Mr. 
Field, stood there and claimed that an order 
or the Supreme Court of New YorK was to 
be defied. 
He (Judge Porter)' stood 'there to 
see that ir It were deued it would not be by the 
the Judge who had pronounced It. If he could con- 
vince his Honor that las was right judgment woald 
be in favor of Mr. Bamsey and not In lavor of Mr. 
Field's client. If his Honor believed he had neither 
the power nor the right to grant that injunction, 
say what they would, believe what they would, it 
would not be granted, and he took that audience 
to witness it. He would quote a memorable and 
leading case, in which his Honor participated and 
delivered an opinion which attracted attention in 
this and other States. He retired to the great con- 
troversy of the Merchants' Express Company and 
"Waterberry, hi which an opinion was delivered by 
an 
able jurist which so completely covered 
the ground of this action that he had better 
read it than present arguments of his own.

So many persons 


have come here as reporters of the HBBALD, wno 
were not really sent and had no authority, that I 
am suspicions or strangers. Ton Have your creden- 
tials, I suppose!" 


RZPOBTER—Certainly. Here Is my card and also

HAND—Quite correct, sir; and now as yon wish 


to have my sad story for the readers or HEKAID we 
will begin at the beginning. Ton Know I am con- 
demned to die for killing James Donnelly on the 
6tn of 
August last, at the South Brooklyn 


Gas Worses. I don't deny that I Killed Donnelly. 
What wonld be the use 1 Bat I was lolly justified, I 
believe, as I nope for forgiveness Irom God. before 
whom I shall soon stand. When the row occurred 
between us ne waa ordered to leave by the roreman, 
and I thought he would do so; but no, he went and 
sat down by the water pail in the corner and waited 
lor me, knowing that 1 could not stand long without 
a drink. The heat is fearful there, especially dur- 
ing the summer months- As he expected, 1 had to 
go to the pail in halt an hour or thereabout to get 
water. 
When I got in reach, of Donnelly ne 
sprang up and struck me three or four blows 
la the face and held me. He was a very powerful, 
able bodied man. The blood ponred down my face, 
and I was blind with pain and rage, for as he ssrucK 
me he cried out, "Ton old son of a b—ii; I've gotyou 
now. I'll kill you." I struggled, but it was no use; 
he wouldn't let me go. Then I drew the knife and 
stabbed nim, and when I heard that he was Killed 
walked over to the police station and gave rnreeir 
up and acknowledged what I had done. What Kept 
hun sitting at the pail, then, waiting for me ? 


REPORTER—What aDout the knife, Hand! 
How- 
came you to carry a deadly weaoon about your per- 
son ? 


HAND—I am glad yon asked me that, ror on the 
tnal It was made to appear that I earned tiie knife 
for the purpose of killing Donnelly. Now, what I 
say to voa is true, and I don't say ir, mind you, for 
the purpose of exciting sympathy. I am. not afraid 
to meet my God and 1 have no hope of a reprelve. I 
drew the Knlle in self-delence. Tins is how I came 
by the 
knife on the previous day:—I was 
rummaging 
in an old chest In the shop 
and found an old knife. 
The nail on one 
of my toes had grown into the flcsn, and as 1 
had nothing to ao at that time. We and knocked o!f 
work. I thought I'd sharpen it had cut the nail 
away. I ground it very sharp at the point and pared 
the nail to the quick, when I had finished some- 
body said '-It is time to go to work," and in my 
haste I slipped the knife into the side pocket or my 
pants, where It remained until I usea it defending 
myself from Donnelly the next day. 


RisrOKTBR—There seems to have been a standing 
quarrel between Donnelly and you. How did that 
come about? 


HAND—some time before I was working an extra 
shilE, and Donnelly claimed that I gave him the 
worst quality of tho coal to woric. 1 consider my- 
self a dying man, cut I say before God I did not 
give him bad coal, and now believe that If there was 
any difference it was in his favor. I 'said to him at 
the time, laughingly, "Why. you dirty Tool, I would 
not do such a thing." Workmen will talk to one 
another that 
way, 
sir, sometimes. He only 
wanted an excuse for quarrelling with me. 
We worked together for two years, and during 
that time I flattered him and did my best to allay his 
anger. He was very domineering and thought that 
little men had no rights to be respected. Five years 
ago no man In the works dare lift his hand against 
me, but! got ruptured in the establishment aud my 
skull was broken. I got too weak and powerless 
and he thought that I had no remedy but to leave 
the works. He asked the foreman to discharge me 
the day he was tilled; 
that I was not 
pood enough and was no use as a work- 
man. 
He said that If I did not leave he 
would kill me. He told all the men on that day 
that he would kill me and that I should never sue 
my home again, and for days before that, sir, he 
used to follow me about and call me a *'son of a 
," "old thief," and such names. I nelleve that 
he intended to till me when I was attacked at the 
jail. All this is God's truth, as I hope for forgive- 
ness and a life hereafter. 


REPORTER—From your statement your crime was 


justifiable homicide. I suppose, therefore, tliat vou 
are not quite satisfied with the manner in which'the 
trial was conducted ? 


HAND;—Satisfied 1 no, Indeed, air. I was sold on 
that trial most shamefully. 
My counsel made 
no defence whatever, and toot what was sworn 
to against me for granted. 
I want the world 
to understand this, that he might nave cleared 
me, but that he was neither able nor willing to do so. 
The two Best witnesses I had he would not let ou the 
stand. He told a man here named Robert Berry, 
who 
13 now 
in 
the 
State 
J?rison, 
one 
day, while he was holding a private con- 
sultation 
with 
him, 
that 
he 
could 
save 
him, -but 
tnat 
for 
Hand 
he 
could 
do 
nothing. 
Bnt he toot my money—$100—and 
roobed my wife and children. There tney are, sir; 
look at them; without a shilling a the world and 
nothing to depend on but |the mercy of God. But I 
forgive htm and all others.from, the bottom of my 
heart as 1 hope for forgiveness ror the manifold sins 
of my past life. 


REPOKTEK—Have yon any Hope of pardon? 
HASD—None whateyer, sir, here. When I die I 
hope God will pardon whatever sins I have com- 
mitted on earth, but I don't look ror pardon here. I 
saw that I was doomed" when the tnal was in pro- 
gress. I am now ready to die; but my wife and 
children—don't tals to me or pardon, sir, if you 
please. 


REPOKTES—Do yon belong to any benevolent 
society? If you do they will probably take care of 
your helpless family. 


HAND—No, I don't belong to any society, sir, now. 
I was once in the order or Ancient Hibernians, and 
also belonged to the Quarrymen's Society, bat 1 am 
not now a member of either, nor have I been for a 
considerable ome. I hope nothing from them and 
ask no mercy or charity for myself. I am doomed 
to die. My eldest boy is fourteen years old, the next 
Is nine years and tne youngest, that little blue-eyed 
tiling there in, her mother's lap, is thirteen months 
old. 


REPORTER—Did you Intend to Kill Donnelly when 
yon struck him with the knife ? 


HAXD—Do I intend to Kin you, sir! Well I in- 
tended to tall him jnst as much, i was maddened 
by his taunts and Dlows. What could I do ? Let hun 
lou me? What 1 did was m self-defence, and he had 
only himself to blame. 


REPORTER.—One more question Hand, and I will 
take my Jeave, How have you beon treated since 
your incarceration? 


HASD—Could not be better, sir. I had no expec- 
tation of being treated so well. I received nothing 
but kindness from everybody connected with tho 
jail. 1 was never refused anything but my liberty. 
Now that you have asked all you desire to Know I 
will say that I was born lu tha county or Armagh, In 
Ireland, and that I am forty years of age. Will you 
do one thing for met Look at me well and tell tuo 
public your impressions. A Brooklyn paper said I 
had a Card look. Do I look like a murderer f 
The prisoner removed the large rur cap which, 


covered his nead during the Interview, and stood 
with nis Hands by his side, while our reporter 
acceded to his request by taking notes of his appear- 
ance. Band is five feet nve and three-fourth, inches 
in height, is compactly built, has clear blue eyes, 
black hair, slightly inclined to gray, wears a heavy 
mustache, is dark featured, and, though unshaven 
and careworn, la very Intelligent looking—more, 
much more than men of nis class generally 
are. His voice is tost and agreeable, and ha 
speaks nueutly, and, when unusually m&ved, wfth 
that pathos and tenderness or expression peculiar 
to the Irish. During the entire interview no con- 
ducted himself with dignity, and seemed learlul lest 
hla wire and children should unman, hun m the 
presence ol strangers. He waa attired In a Macs 
coat, drab vest ana dark trooseig.

Arrest of a SwiTs J?asttive from Justice—He 


Ketarns Voluntarily to Switzerland—The 
Swiss Consul General Provides Him with 
ZiiixKrles for a Pleasant Trip. • 
About tne close of the month ot October, Mr. John 


Hitz, Political Agent and Consul General ot Switzer- 
land at Washington, received information from Ills 
government that a certain Arnold Meyer, lately 
Cashier or the State Bauk at Llestal, In. the 
Canton or Baselland, was charged with forging en- 
tries on the books or the Danlc and embezzling its 
rands to the amount of 24235 francs, or $4,847, and 
that he was believed to have escaped to New- Tort 
city, where it 
was reported he had taken 


•up his abode. 
The Consul General was ror- 


nislied tae requisite documents to 
snow 
the 


guilt 
of the accused, and he was instruct ea 


to take 
the necessary measures, under the 


extradition treaty between the United States ana 
Switzerland to nave Meyer apprehended and re- 
turned to the Swiss authorities for trial. Hr. Hitz 
at once apnlied to the State Department and in due 
course of time he received & warrant, issued by the 
President of the 
United States, directing the 


arrest or the accused. Fortified with this document 
the Consul General came to this city and employed 
the services of a detective. One day last week this 
officer found Merer, who was engaged as a hostler 
around some stables and arrested him. The prisoner 
was taken to a hotel up town, near Astor Place, 
and there safely lodged until tae. Consul General 
could be notified of the success of the search. 
In 
answer 
to 
the 
intormatlon 
Mr. Hitz 
arrived 
in 
this 
city on Sunday last, and 
had 
a 
long 
interview 
with 
Meyer, 
who 
made a full confession or his participation in the 
crimes charged against him. From this it appeared 
that Meyer, being-yet a young man or not over 
twenty-five years, had several young friends also 
employed m the bank, who took aa occasional thou- 
sand Irancs or so, without his knowledge, from, 
the fnads of the bank. When at last he dis- 
covered the theft, m order to shield his mends, 
charged the entries In the booKS to correspond 
with the cash on hand. His crime hath tms extent 
no more, and he confessed that it was a great fault 
of his not to have communicated to the governing 
committee of the bank the real state of affairs. He 
was told tnar, under the circumstances of the case 
tne best he could do would be to return voluntarily 
to Switzerland, to which he assented, but pleaded 
extreme poverty and his inability to undertake the 
journey. On Monday morning he wrote the follow- 
ing letter m' German:— 
Hr. HITZ, Consul General of the Swiss Confederacy 
at 
Washington:— 
DjuAB Sis—Following your well meant advice I have now- 
resolved voluntarily to appear bcrwre our Swiss authorities, 
and hence to make thti journey to Switzerland to undergo 
whatever of punishment may be awarded me. I doubt 
Dot that our courts Trill fcnow hovr to appreciate this atep, 
especially since I have come Into this misfortune against my 
will. In conclusion, I ask your fclnd asfciatance to carry out 
my purpose, and remain, in the hope of TOUT favorable con- 
sideration, respectfully your most obedient, 
ARNOLD MEITER, formerly caahler at Llestal. 


On the receipt or tliis-letter Mr. Hitz immediately 
procured passage in the second cabin of the steam- 
ship Bilesia; bought ror Meyer a full suit ot clothes, 
boots and hat included; also an outfit of under- 
clothing, provided him with a sufficient amount 
of pocket money and to pay his fare 
Irom, 


Cherbourg, in. France, to Basle, and even presented 
him with a quantity of cigars to last him uurms the 
trip. At noon on Monday the Swiss Consul General 
and his culprit protegee came on board tne Silesia at 
HoboKen, aud as the signal was given to depart Mr. 
Hitz handed Merer a letter or recommendation to 
the authorities or the canton of Basiliand, strongly 
urplng the latter to temper justice with mercy and 
promising to exert his personal influence to procure 
his pardon should he be convicted. Shortly before the 
steamer sailed several persons, claiming to be 
friends of Meyer, appeared on the scene with Intent 
or "rescutne" him, but he resolutely rerused and de- 
clared his ilrm resolve to return home aud stand his 
trial. Meyer is said to be a well educated young-man 
and or a most respectable family, his lather hav- 
ing been President of the Cantonal government 
of Basiliand for a number of years. Taking all the 
circumstances Into account this appears to be a case 
or extradition extraordinary, as such proceedings 
seem to have, been resorted to in order to avoid the 
heavy expenses or a protracted litigation in the 
United States Court, an d also -to escape the danger 
or having the fugitive "habeased" oat or the hands 
or the Swiss representative.

Great .Depression- Among Distillers—Keduc- 


tion in Manufacture—Oppressive Taxation. 


(.From the Lexington (Ky.) Gazette, Kov. 27.] 
We regret to learn ttom many or our most reliable 
distillers that this branch or our manufacturing 
business is touch depressed, and must of ne- 
cessity be reduced to small proportions com- 
pared 
to last season's operations. 
This "re- 
duction of the manufacture of whiskey is now 
being seriously felt by tne farmers in the distillery 
regions, and will conseci neatly have Its effect ou 
other branches of business. 


This time one year slace the distillers were pur- 
chasing all the corn, rye and Barley that were offered 
for sale, at remunerative prices to the uroducer, 
whereas now but few are buying at all, and only to 
moderate quantities and at close nrlces, 


We learn Irom distillers that the present de- 


pression arises rrom the stringency of the revenue 
laws and inadequacy of capital la the Stata 
to properly sustain this branch, of manufac- 
ture. The distillers do not complain or the 
amount of 
tax 
demanded on. their product, 
but of tha manner and time or collecting it. 
Their product being a specialty, and, we may say 
a luxury, they recognize tne right of tae lawmakers 
to place any tax oa it tnat may saem beat in their 
judgment to promote tiie Interests or tae govern- 
ment; but they claim that the forcing the payment 
or tne tax before the manufactured article is ready 
ror consumption has now, and must daring the con- 
tinuance of the present -law, have a depressing 
effect at stated periods. 


Bourbon whissey must have considerable time to 
mature and ripen, alter it is made, before it is pro- 
perly ready for consumption, 'fho time required 
depends upon the different proportions of srain 
used and tue manner or distillation. Some or It ma- 
tures or ripens lu two to three years samclent to be 
properly merchantable, whereas others require 
still more time: hence, tno 
law 
requirlnff 
it to be withdrawn from bond and tax paid 
in one year from 
date or its manufacture, 
forces the manufacturer or dealer to pay the heavy 
revenue tax long before it is probably ready ror use, 
thereby depressing the market, and, In some In- 
stances ror want of sufficient available capital, 
causing mucn loss and trouble to the owners. 


We believe no other class of manufacturers In tola 
country have this trouble to contend with. The manu- ' 
tacturers or cotton wool, hemp, flour, 4a, find their 
articles ready ror consumption as soon aa the; leave 
tna factories. The distillers of hlghwlnes—or com- 
mon corn wnlsKey—Hud their product ordinarily 
worth affmuch, ror the purpose It is moitly used, tha 
day it leaves the still as In six or twelve montna 
afterwaros; ao that or all ttie leading manufactured 
articles of our. country we at present think, or 
nothing but bourbon aud ryo wtusseyt taat are' ot 
a necessity 4epr«j3,ed by tue revenue law*,

me to put off this case for his accommodation, or

Mr. Field then brought forward this suit. He said 
this action- came np on an order to show cause why 
the injunction issued by Judge Barnard should not 
be made perpetual. 


Es Judge Porter, on behalf of Mr, Kamsey, op- 


posed the motion, and read in opposition tiie follow- 
ing affidavits:—

B. Eaton being duly sworn, says he has read the 
copy of the complaint aim injunction served on Mm 
in ilns suit ami that no affidavit or copy of any affi- 
davit save the jurat to the complaint Has been served 
on mm tueroin, and that he was one of the attorneys 
for Mr. Itainsey when the suit of said Kamsey re- 
ferred to in the complaint herein was commenced, 
and for some time tliereafter was one of such attor- 
neys. That the allegations of the seventh paragraph 
of the complaint arc not correct, and on information 
and belief he avers that ttie allegations of the eighth 
paragraph as to the feelings or Mr. Uamscy and tlie 
Iiurpose of liis suit are also incorrect. And he farther 
avera that neuner deponent nor Henry A, Tailer are 
attorneys lor said Uamscy m his said suit; that an 
the allegations or the couiplaiut herein a^ to collu- 
sion aud fraud are untrue; aud tliat the facts ad to 
an attorney appearing and being procured lor the 
Erie Kailway Company m the sevtmtu paragraph or 
elsewhere referred to, are as heremauer stated, and 
that there was nothing eituer collusive or irauduleuc 
as to said attorney putting in a notice of appear- 
ance. And on iuiorniaiion a'nu beliel deponent avers 
the Erie itaiavay c'ompauv did nou employ attorneys 
to appear for it, as is alleged m the teubli parajrniniL 
of Uie complaint hcrelu.

lor whom deponent was counsel, and during wnlcli 
its alFalrs were much better and more prolltabiy 
uiauaged, and its credit stood lar higher than of late) 
that a receiver would not throw tne business of tiie 
piatutin" into confusion, impair its credit or cause it 
to sustain damage, bun would cause cue road to be 
more economically aud successfully conducted than 
under the existing management, and would put an 
end to iraudu.eut and illegal acts, and would restore 
the road to public conUdence; auu In regard to the 
aforesaid service upon said comuauy deponent 
says the orders served were duly certified copies, 
but the copies left In making such service were not 
certilied, nor did tney purport to be certified. And 
deponent avera the lacta as to the putting In of an 
appearance for the Erie Hallway Company by an 
attorney other than by Messrs- Field & Shearman m 
Bald suit or Ramsey vs. Jay Gould and otuers 
•were as follows:—on the morning or the 24tu mst. 
service was made of the summons, complaint, in- 
junction and oruer for the suspension ol eight out of 
the seveuieen directors of said company, one of said 
eight oetniy Mr. Lane, its counsel, said service hav- 
ing been personally made on its secretary for the 
company. Said injunction and order did not allow 
any one of such suspended directors, alter such sus- 
pension, to appear or engage auy one to appear as 
attorney for said company In the suit or in any way 
to act for or la tue name of the company or 
or on its behalf. The functions of said eight persons 
were In all particulars suspended, as having shown 
themselves In the opinion of the Court to be unlit to 
act for or represent said company. A considerable 
time before the secretary had been served ou his 
arrival ut the station the summons, complaint, In- 
junction and order of suspension had been ia the 
hands ol persons with directions to strve them on 
the suspended directors, and deponent supnosed 
they had been or would at once be so served. Of 
the nine directors lelt unsuspended one lived at 
liuiraio and one at Binghamton, and of necessity

deponent,

the company, suggested to the secretary that 
It was important lor the protection of the company 
that he should name some one to appear lor the 
company aud loot to its Interests till the board could 
meet; but that ofllcer expressed a disinclination to 
taice any action lu the matter aud was in doubt as 
to his duty In such an emergency, and deponent 
liras not disposed to urge upon him a duty that might 
call down UDOU him tue hostility of tlie suspended 
directors. Deponent then went to the residence of 
Mr. Diven, an uususpenaed director, whom he had 
long known, to inform him of what had 'been done 
and to urge Him to cause prompt actioa to be taicen 
by i,he uususpended majority of the board of direct- 
ors, so that tne company's ad'airs should not suffer 
lor want ot oversight before the board could meet. 
Deponent found sir- Uiven only a few moments re- 
turned from Elmira, and briefly explained to him 
wnat had been done and was intended, and stated 
were might oe need of some one to appeal- as 
attorney lor the company before the court could 
meet, and mat as said suit was brought, not in hos- 
tilitj to the interests of said company, but to protect 
Its creditors Irorn the lurther abuses of directors 
whom the court had suspended, it would be Highly 
injurious to the coiupanv ro have said suspended 
directors control the company's defence through 
their attorney alter their own suspension for jrross 
neglect of duty. Mr. Diven, recogiiiziug the need ol 
an attorney and the impropriety 01 his being selected 
by the suspended directors, expressed some oonbt 
wuei-her any one director could authorize an appear- 
ance. Jjeponent stated his conviction that it was 
necessary that the exigency m the company's affairs 
should oe promptly met by tue remaining directors, 
so as not to niaKe it at once necessary that the re- 
ceiver already appointed (the order lor which depo- 
nent exhibited to said mven) 'should, rate pos- 
session, i'ue whole matter being a surprise upon 
Mr. Uiven, lie may not nave intended to be 
understood as deponent ceriamly understood him- 
but, upon the name ol" Mr. ilunUe being mentioned 
as a reliable and competent person to aot as attor- 
ney, deponent understood Mr. Diven to authorize 
aud desire mm (deponent) to have Mr. RuuKle ap- 
pear lor the company till the Hoard could meet; and 
deponent accordingly conveyed such request to Mr 
ilmiKle, and Mr. Kanklo put in an appearance tuo 
same day for the company; and Mr. itunkle, as de- 
ponent then taou'ght and now thinks, was at least

Kunkle, save deponent hauded him tlie summons 
aud complaint he had witli him when he was at 
far. IJiveu's; that said Hunkle gave Hotiotice, ad- 
mission or consent as sucn attorney, or otherwise, 
and between the time Hie said Kunkle save his ap- 
pcarunre and the time he revoked it there was 
110 communication, written or verbal, directly or in- 
directly, between deponent and said Kuntcle, and 
they did not even see each other between said ap- 
pearance and its revocation. And deponent further 
saj s that all tne statements contained in the com- 
plaint and allldiiviis la tins ease inconsistent here- 
with, as to the object of procurme said Kuukle to 
appear, aud to his actual or intended relation to any 
consent, order or receiver, or other proceedings are 
a tissue of reckless lalsehoods.

because deponent supposed said Diven so desired

Osslan D. Ashley, being sworn, says that he Is a 


member of tlie Hew York Stock Exchange, where 
stocks are puollcly bought and sold in the city of 
New 1'ork. 


That lor a long period—being about one year nest 
preceding September 15,1869—tue stocks of the Erie 
Kailway company were excluded from sale at said 
stock ooard by reason, of the enormous irregular 
issues of the stock of that company by its pre°">at 
managers^ and during tliat period said stocks were 
publicly sold in said city only at a salesroom hastily 
organized and generally understood to have been 
established aud supported by the persons or some of 
them m authority m that road. 


That the eeneral understanding and belief among 
tucuii who deal in the stock ol that company in said 
city is tnat its stock has been irregularly issued IS 
the amount ol more than $30,000,000 during the last 
lilteen months, and deponent has been so imormea 
and fully believes it to oe the fact. 


That deponent is not able to give the dates with 
any precision ol these Issues, but in March 1869, jay 
Gould reported the common stock; ac between 
$57,000,001) and S5S,009,000. 


That in September. 1369, said Gould reported said 
common stock to the Farmers' Loan and Trust Com- 
pany, whare it has been registered since September 
^0, isou. at S7J,ooo,ooo. 


And in Kovetnber, 1369, the Secretary of the Erie 
llailway Company reported to tne president of the 
New YorK fetock Euchange, in writing, a further 
increase of $5,01)0,000 in said stock, by the issue of 
tliat amount ot the convertible bonds (of said line 
Kailway Company), called Karrow Gauge Sinkmz 
Fund bonds. 


Tnat for several months past tne stock of the com- 
pany has been declining m market value, and the 
common stock now sells at $27 75 to $2S per share, 
and the preferred stock at $45 per share, as nearly 
as sales and oilers indicate its value.

Jaclcsou S. ScliulU, Iretug sworn, says, that he has 
been lor more than thirty-nine years a resident of 
the city of New lorlc; that during many years last 
past he has conaucted an extensive wholesale ousi- 
ncss in said 
city, and manufacturing in the 
country, which has caused him to become familiar 
with railroad tran-sportaiiou, especially upon the 
road of the old Sew York and Erie KaUroad Com- 
pany, and ol tlie present Krle Kailway Company; 
that during many years last past he has albo been 
a bank director m baid city, and from the foregoing 
and other reasons he has directed attention to 
questions- or practical linance and become familiar 
with the views and leelings of commercial men 
relative to tue large corporations connected with the 
public transportation or WHS country; that he has 
had occasion to direct his attention to tne general 
management and the administration of said road, 
both under the old aud under the present company, 
aud has been In the habit of paying considerable 
sums regularly tor transportation on said road, and 
has been continually inlormed, and more especially 
during the fifteen, years last past, of the general re- 
pute and public estimation In which said corpora- 
tions aud their managers have been held In the city 
of .Sew York; that he can have no hesitation in say- 
ing that the present management^ generally attrib- 
uted solely to Messrs. Jay (Jould, James Fisk, Jr., 
and Frederick A. Lane (but more' especially to the 
two former), is a .wide departure from ail previous 
management; that It does not command public con- 
fidence or respect; that the general feeling towards

such reasons materially prejudiced; and he docs not 
tliiuk he overstates the prevailing feeling when he 
declares that ao decided is the public disapproval of

AFFIDAVIT OF CHARLES W. B00BLAS. 
Charles W. Douglas, being sworn, says (hi re- 
spouse to an earnest request to state Jus Knowledge 
ot the present management of the road of the Erie 
Railway Company) tnat he came on to that road in 
i860, when It was owned by the New York and Erie 
Railroad Company, and commenced service as a 
telegraph operator, and was advanced from sucn 
position through several grades to that of Assistant 
Division Superintendent on the Delaware division, 
under Mr. Hugh Kiddle, the Superintendent of that 
division, and that he remained as sach assistant for 
aoout nine years, when, upon. Mr. Kiddle being pro- 
moted to the position of General Superintendent or 
the entire line, .deponent became the successor of 
Mr. Kiddle as 'Superintendent of the Delaware 
division, and as such had regular!? under his charge 
from 1,200 to 1,400 men, which latter position de- 
ponent held for about four years, at the expiration 
01 which time (May 1,1869), by reason of President 
Gould insisting on relaxation of discipline, which 
deponent did not tmuK consistent with the pre- 
servation of authority or with his own self-respect, 
deponent resigned his position as Division Superin- 
tendent, aud he has not since been connected with, 
said road, but has become and now is the General 
Superintendent of the sonthside Railroad of Long 
Island. That since said resignation deponent has 
more frequently than once a week passed over one 
division of the Erie Railway, and has observed the 
operation of said road. The leading facts which 
have attracted my attention, aud their causes.

Second, taat the Erlo 
road greatly needs the services of a superintendent 
or ability aud experience ilka those of Mr. Riddle.

terially less than under ita lormer superintendence 
Fonrtn, that th# discipline and ussfulness ot the 
agents and employes of the Erie road have been 
seriously Impaired wltum 'a short tliao lastnast 
under the present management. Firth, that dutW 
the same period the wages of the employes'have 
been materially increased, sixth, that during- the 
same period there has been a general and gradual 
demoralization uuiong to^ emyloyCg on tSo line, 


conviction among the men that tlie present man- 
agers have not the requisite quaiilicatious as man- 
agers ol such a corporation; that tlieir attention is 
too much given to out-side matters; that they mtar- 
lere witli tlie relations between the higher grade of 
acents aud those below and with the due and usual 
oruer of p.ouiotion; that they introduce political 
Clements lulo their management, and that they do 
not command general, public respect; and dusiiig 
deponent's service under President Oould he was 
requested in 
writing 
by said Gould to usa 
his (deponent's) influence to promote the election 
of a person named by the president, Gould; 
and during the recent State election deponent is in- 
formed aud believes, that the managers of the line 
made especial efforts to secure by the votes of the 
employes of the line the election ol a State ofllcer, 
from tne' exercise of whose official power ne is told 
they had something to fear if not conciliated. I 
will lurther state, In answer to your inquiry, that 
during the last year, and especially of late, there 
has neen a -very unusually large number of 
experienced men 
dismissed 
from

line, 
aud inexperienced appointed in their places. 
In my opinion, very large numbers or those em- 
ployed on the road only remain because they cannot 
afford to leave at the peril or having their ability to 
get employment elsewhere Impaired' by damaging

Mr. Field said it probably would be necessary in 


disposing or this motion that a reference should be 
ordered to ascertain certain facts. For example, 
Mr. Eaton said that no affidavit was served ofe him. 
The affidavit of service which he had in the case 
stated positively that the affidavits of Mr. White and 
Mr. Whittaker were served on him with the com- 
plaint. Or course there was some mistake, and he 
did not thinK they could get at It without a ref- 
erence. 


Mr. Eaton said ne made the affidavit according to

oy an almost unanimous vote—to suspend them aud 
take Irom them that trust witnout as much as hear- 
ing them say one word f INOW If he (Judge Bar- 
nard) wlien applied to did not stop these proceed- 
ings until the parties could be heard, then justice 
would have failed of her oiace. The Roman, Prelect 
said, 
1,500 years ago, 
"It Is not tlie man- 


ner 
of 
the Romans to 
condemn any man 
to death until after he that 13 accused shall 
have met his accuser face'to face, and has license 
to say wliat he can against the crime laid against 
him." And vet we, wno thought we had increased 
the blessings of liberty, eighteen hundred years 
alter struck down the president, vice president ana 
eight ot the directors of a corporation whose reve- 
nues were larger than the government of the Dnlted 
States under Washington's administration, and 
which had now in its employment 23,000 men. If 
his honor and Judge Baicom had not interposed, 
they would have doomed this Erie Company to abso- 
lute bankruptcy. Mr. Meld then went oa at length 
tocnticiaa the various aiadavits submitted by the 
other side, and contended that there were ample 
and euQlcient grounds for the granting of his mo- 
tion. 


EX-JUDGE POSTER'S ARGUMENT. 
Ex-Judije Porter, on oehair of Mr. Ramsey, said it 
was unfortunately true, as Ills learned friend had 
said, that these two gentlemen, 'down to the 24th 
day or the present month, wielded the administration 
and controlled the revenues ol the Erie Railway Com- 
pany, which were greater than those of the Union at 
the time of the war of Independence. IE wris not 
true that they old to-aar, though. When that order 
was served on the company every one ot the sus- 
pended directors was charged with ttie Knowledge • 
or the contents or that paper and its legal operation. 
Those gentlemen were no longer the rightful cus- 
todians of these revenues, and they should look to • 
them as the ex-president and ex-controller ot the 
corporation In whose behalf they presented his 
learned friend (Mr. Field-) as their counsel for a cor- 
rect account of their stewardship. 
Ills friend 
seemed to suppose that that which was the law m 
March, isas, was not the law in November, i860. 
The right which his Honor then exercised, and 
which, in this case. Judge Murray has exerolae'd. 
wus a law contained in the Revised Statute.* ot the 
8WW ot Now lor (he protection of tne gre^t o$> 


porate lutercsls, which were too apt to fall Into the 
hands of tliose who availed or their positions for 
purposes of pillage and usurv. But, a final con- 
demnation, it was true, could not he pronounced 
without a hearing. An assassin strikes a man down 
at his right hatm with a dagger, lie would be con- 
demned without a hearing by a grand jury of 
his accusers. And when Mr. IJrew was accused on 
a former occasion before his Honor,, his Honor be- 
lieved the facts warranted tne accusation, aud he 
wa<t condemned without a hearing. And why 1 Be- 
caivetue law accused him on facts, and suspended 
him in the functions he exercised. 
Was there a 
doubt that Judge Murray had the same precise j'uris- 
dlction over James Fisk, Jr., and Jay Gould? the 
gentleman complained that these parties were no't 
permitted to represent the Erie Railroad Company, 
as. ou a former occasion before his Honor, it was 
complained that Mr. Drew had not a right to repre- 
sent the Erie Kailway Company, ot which he was 
the chosen officer, and show why he should not be 
deprived 
ot his rights as' a director. 
But 


what was his Honor's answer taen? Precissly 
what It would be that day. It the facts in the com- 
plaint were true—if these two men had $40 000,000 of 
the people's money to account for—ir they usurped 
tlie control of the company and used for profligacy 
and bribery the moneys which belonged to the cred- 
itors and stockholders—the law was to pass on that 
question, and the tribunal belore which the accusa- 
tion was to be brought was the tribunal wniea was 
to hear and pass on it. His learned friend com- 
plained of tiese proceedings as if liis Honor were 
sitting as an appellate tribunal reviewing the 
judgment and correcting the errors or his 
Honor's peers upon the beach. 
When was It 
that his learned friend discovered 
that there 
was no authority for judges to sit in judgment on 
each other la respect to their judicial actions, except 
in the form prescribed by law. The gentleman on 
the other side had had the coolness to read portions 
or 
these 
papers only, and asked his Honor 
-to 
pass on things which were not 
before 
him,. but which were before Judge Mnrrav In 
tne other proceedings. They were told that there 
were no facts stated in those paners. bnt his friend 
Had failed to read tlie papers placed in his hands, or 
he would not have labored under that impression. 
(Judge Porter then read the affidavit of A. B. Ashley, 
given above, and that of Jactson S. ShEltz, com- 
menting logically and forcibly on them to show that 
they contained facts and circomstances sufficient to 
satisfy the mind of the court of the justness of Mr. 
Ramsey's claim]. Mr. Eaton was charged with 
designing to obtain a consent to a receivership 
azamst the Erie Company. That cnarge was false. 
jTobody made it aud Mr. Eaton denied It. Mr. Field 
claimed authority to appear for the Erie Railroad 
Company. He recognized him as having authority 
to appear in thj present suit and that was all. Mr. 
Field stood there claiming on behalf of the Erie 
KaUroad Company that these men should be permit- 
ted to pillage. 
He (Jndxe Porter) stood there 
representing the stockholders and creditors to see 
that they should not be permitted to pillage. Mr. 
Field, stood there and claimed that an order 
or the Supreme Court of New YorK was to 
be defied. 
He (Judge Porter)' stood 'there to 
see that ir It were deued it would not be by the 
the Judge who had pronounced It. If he could con- 
vince his Honor that las was right judgment woald 
be in favor of Mr. Bamsey and not In lavor of Mr. 
Field's client. If his Honor believed he had neither 
the power nor the right to grant that injunction, 
say what they would, believe what they would, it 
would not be granted, and he took that audience 
to witness it. He would quote a memorable and 
leading case, in which his Honor participated and 
delivered an opinion which attracted attention in 
this and other States. He retired to the great con- 
troversy of the Merchants' Express Company and 
"Waterberry, hi which an opinion was delivered by 
an 
able jurist which so completely covered 
the ground of this action that he had better 
read it than present arguments of his own. 
{Judge 
Porter here 
read 
the 
opinion 
or 
Judge Johnson in the case alluded to, alter which 
he referred to several other authorities, among the 
rest an. opinion of Judge Cardozo in the case of 
Schell vs. The Erie Railroad Company, reported In 
the 5lst or Barbour.) He continued to say that that 
being the opinion or the G.enerai Term of this dis- 
trict, an opinion which his Honor had had occasion 
to express in a memorable and leading litigation, 
and being In accordance with every; opinion deliv- 
ered in this State from the time of Chancellor Wal- 
worth down to this hour, he submitted that his 
Honor would no longer continue an Injunction 
which had continued, in view of -these facts, too 
long already. 
Mr. Rnfns W. Pectham. Jr., followed on the same 
side in .vindication or the character of Mr. Ramsay. 
Mr. Eaton explained his connection with, the trans- 
action, and showed clearly to the court that the 
charge sought to be maintained against him In con- 
nection with the appointment of receiver, &c., was 
without the slightest foundation in fact. 
Mr. David Dudley Field replied to Mr. Eaton and 
asked who was the receiver. The aentieman would 
not allow the counsel who professed to represent 
the Erie Railroad Company to know whom they 
could proceed against as this spurious receiver. 
That was the frankness—that was the condi- 
tion of mind of the gentleman who 
asked 
the court to believe that there was no collusion at 
all, aud who sought to ask him to absolve from all ap- 
pearance of collusion. He could say no more than ho 
had said in his opening, that his relations with the 
learned gentleman would not permit mm to believe 
that he Intended a wrong. But that he did a wrong, 
and that that wrong still continued, was palpable. 
If this miunction was not retained, how would the 
Erie Company net any justice? They could not 
appear, they could not move, and the counsel re- 
fusea to tell him into whose hands this property of 
the Erie Company, wno set themselves up as "the 
owners or millions and millions," had been piacea. 
Mr. Eaton—It is recited on the face or the docu- 
ment. 
lir. Field—What? Tne name? 
Mr. Eaton—No, not the name, but the statement 
about the appointment or a receiver. 
Mr. FiekWI do not "believe that any judge will 
ever let justice lose hold upon Ramsay and the attor- 
neys until he Unas out who can represent the Erie 
Company and protect Its interests. JSow, I ask, who 
is the receiver? 
Judge Porter—I have already stated to the counsel 
that the order for a receiver has been served on the 
Erie Company, if he wishes to find out he should 
go to the clients he professes to represent. 
Mr. Field, excitedly—Who is it? Who Is it? 
Mr. Eaton replied to the query In substance as he 
liad Del'ore. 
Mr. Field then proceeded to comment on the fact 
that counsel now engaged ror Mr. Ramsey had at no 
distant period appeared in that court as derenders 
of the Erie Railway Company against the very 
charges now contained in the complaint. 
Mr. Eaton—I never defended an act complained ol 
there, nor do I ever intend to. 
Mr. Field—What? Do I hear the gentlemanf 
Does not this litigation cover the ground of tnat in 
1868, and were ive-uot, all tares or us, shoulder to 
shoulder in that case ? 
Mr. Eaton—Well, you had the honor and all of It. 
Mr. Field—Well, I am prepared to say i had but a 
small share of it compared with the gentleman. 
(Laughtor.) 


Mr. Field then concluded his remarks By saylns 
that as he had to depart for Rochester to take part 
in the other case he would submit his aiaumeut on 
his brief to the court on his return.

The heat is fearful there, especially dur- 
ing the summer months- As he expected, 1 had to 
go to the pail in halt an hour or thereabout to get 
water. 
When I got in reach, of Donnelly ne 
sprang up and struck me three or four blows 
la the face and held me. He was a very powerful, 
able bodied man. The blood ponred down my face, 
and I was blind with pain and rage, for as he ssrucK 
me he cried out, "Ton old son of a b—ii; I've gotyou 
now. I'll kill you." I struggled, but it was no use; 
he wouldn't let me go. Then I drew the knife and 
stabbed nim, and when I heard that he was Killed 
walked over to the police station and gave rnreeir 
up and acknowledged what I had done. What Kept 
hun sitting at the pail, then, waiting for me ? 


REPORTER—What aDout the knife, Hand! 
How- 
came you to carry a deadly weaoon about your per- 
son ? 


HAND—I am glad yon asked me that, ror on the 
tnal It was made to appear that I earned tiie knife 
for the purpose of killing Donnelly. Now, what I 
say to voa is true, and I don't say ir, mind you, for 
the purpose of exciting sympathy. I am. not afraid 
to meet my God and 1 have no hope of a reprelve. I 
drew the Knlle in self-delence. Tins is how I came 
by the 
knife on the previous day:—I was 
rummaging 
in an old chest In the shop 
and found an old knife. 
The nail on one 
of my toes had grown into the flcsn, and as 1 
had nothing to ao at that time. We and knocked o!f 
work. I thought I'd sharpen it had cut the nail 
away. I ground it very sharp at the point and pared 
the nail to the quick, when I had finished some- 
body said '-It is time to go to work," and in my 
haste I slipped the knife into the side pocket or my 
pants, where It remained until I usea it defending 
myself from Donnelly the next day. 


RisrOKTBR—There seems to have been a standing 
quarrel between Donnelly and you. How did that 
come about? 


HAND—some time before I was working an extra 
shilE, and Donnelly claimed that I gave him the 
worst quality of tho coal to woric. 1 consider my- 
self a dying man, cut I say before God I did not 
give him bad coal, and now believe that If there was 
any difference it was in his favor. I 'said to him at 
the time, laughingly, "Why. you dirty Tool, I would 
not do such a thing." Workmen will talk to one 
another that 
way, 
sir, sometimes. He only 
wanted an excuse for quarrelling with me. 
We worked together for two years, and during 
that time I flattered him and did my best to allay his 
anger. He was very domineering and thought that 
little men had no rights to be respected. Five years 
ago no man In the works dare lift his hand against 
me, but! got ruptured in the establishment aud my 
skull was broken. I got too weak and powerless 
and he thought that I had no remedy but to leave 
the works. He asked the foreman to discharge me 
the day he was tilled; 
that I was not 
pood enough and was no use as a work- 
man. 
He said that If I did not leave he 
would kill me. He told all the men on that day 
that he would kill me and that I should never sue 
my home again, and for days before that, sir, he 
used to follow me about and call me a *'son of a 
," "old thief," and such names. I nelleve that 
he intended to till me when I was attacked at the 
jail. All this is God's truth, as I hope for forgive- 
ness and a life hereafter. 


REPORTER—From your statement your crime was 


justifiable homicide. I suppose, therefore, tliat vou 
are not quite satisfied with the manner in which'the 
trial was conducted ? 


HAND;—Satisfied 1 no, Indeed, air. I was sold on 
that trial most shamefully. 
My counsel made 
no defence whatever, and toot what was sworn 
to against me for granted. 
I want the world 
to understand this, that he might nave cleared 
me, but that he was neither able nor willing to do so. 
The two Best witnesses I had he would not let ou the 
stand. He told a man here named Robert Berry, 
who

REPOKTEK—Have yon any Hope of pardon? 
HASD—None whateyer, sir, here. When I die I 
hope God will pardon whatever sins I have com- 
mitted on earth, but I don't look ror pardon here. I 
saw that I was doomed" when the tnal was in pro- 
gress. I am now ready to die; but my wife and 
children—don't tals to me or pardon, sir, if you 
please. 


REPOKTES—Do yon belong to any benevolent 
society? If you do they will probably take care of 
your helpless family. 


HAND—No, I don't belong to any society, sir, now. 
I was once in the order or Ancient Hibernians, and 
also belonged to the Quarrymen's Society, bat 1 am 
not now a member of either, nor have I been for a 
considerable ome. I hope nothing from them and 
ask no mercy or charity for myself. I am doomed 
to die. My eldest boy is fourteen years old, the next 
Is nine years and tne youngest, that little blue-eyed 
tiling there in, her mother's lap, is thirteen months 
old. 


REPORTER—Did you Intend to Kill Donnelly when 
yon struck him with the knife ? 


HAXD—Do I intend to Kin you, sir! Well I in- 
tended to tall him jnst as much, i was maddened 
by his taunts and Dlows. What could I do ? Let hun 
lou me? What 1 did was m self-defence, and he had 
only himself to blame. 


REPORTER.—One more question Hand, and I will 
take my Jeave, How have you beon treated since 
your incarceration? 


HASD—Could not be better, sir. I had no expec- 
tation of being treated so well. I received nothing 
but kindness from everybody connected with tho 
jail. 1 was never refused anything but my liberty. 
Now that you have asked all you desire to Know I 
will say that I was born lu tha county or Armagh, In 
Ireland, and that I am forty years of age. Will you 
do one thing for met Look at me well and tell tuo 
public your impressions. A Brooklyn paper said I 
had a Card look. Do I look like a murderer f 
The prisoner removed the large rur cap which, 


covered his nead during the Interview, and stood 
with nis Hands by his side, while our reporter 
acceded to his request by taking notes of his appear- 
ance. Band is five feet nve and three-fourth, inches 
in height, is compactly built, has clear blue eyes, 
black hair, slightly inclined to gray, wears a heavy 
mustache, is dark featured, and, though unshaven 
and careworn, la very Intelligent looking—more, 
much more than men of nis class generally 
are. His voice is tost and agreeable, and ha 
speaks nueutly, and, when unusually m&ved, wfth 
that pathos and tenderness or expression peculiar 
to the Irish. During the entire interview no con- 
ducted himself with dignity, and seemed learlul lest 
hla wire and children should unman, hun m the 
presence ol strangers. He waa attired In a Macs 
coat, drab vest ana dark trooseig.

Arrest of a SwiTs J?asttive from Justice—He 


Ketarns Voluntarily to Switzerland—The 
Swiss Consul General Provides Him with 
ZiiixKrles for a Pleasant Trip. • 
About tne close of the month ot October, Mr. John 


Hitz, Political Agent and Consul General ot Switzer- 
land at Washington, received information from Ills 
government that a certain Arnold Meyer, lately 
Cashier or the State Bauk at Llestal, In. the 
Canton or Baselland, was charged with forging en- 
tries on the books or the Danlc and embezzling its 
rands to the amount of 24235 francs, or $4,847, and 
that he was believed to have escaped to New- Tort 
city, where it 
was reported he had taken 


•up his abode. 
The Consul General was ror- 


nislied tae requisite documents to 
snow 
the 


guilt 
of the accused, and he was instruct ea 


to take 
the necessary measures, under the 


extradition treaty between the United States ana 
Switzerland to nave Meyer apprehended and re- 
turned to the Swiss authorities for trial. Hr. Hitz 
at once apnlied to the State Department and in due 
course of time he received & warrant, issued by the 
President of the 
United States, directing the 


arrest or the accused. Fortified with this document 
the Consul General came to this city and employed 
the services of a detective. One day last week this 
officer found Merer, who was engaged as a hostler 
around some stables and arrested him. The prisoner 
was taken to a hotel up town, near Astor Place, 
and there safely lodged until tae. Consul General 
could be notified of the success of the search. 
In 
answer 
to 
the 
intormatlon 
Mr. Hitz 
arrived 
in 
this 
city on Sunday last, and 
had 
a 
long 
interview 
with 
Meyer, 
who 
made a full confession or his participation in the 
crimes charged against him. From this it appeared 
that Meyer, being-yet a young man or not over 
twenty-five years, had several young friends also 
employed m the bank, who took aa occasional thou- 
sand Irancs or so, without his knowledge, from, 
the fnads of the bank. When at last he dis- 
covered the theft, m order to shield his mends, 
charged the entries In the booKS to correspond 
with the cash on hand. His crime hath tms extent 
no more, and he confessed that it was a great fault 
of his not to have communicated to the governing 
committee of the bank the real state of affairs. He 
was told tnar, under the circumstances of the case 
tne best he could do would be to return voluntarily 
to Switzerland, to which he assented, but pleaded 
extreme poverty and his inability to undertake the 
journey. On Monday morning he wrote the follow- 
ing letter m' German:— 
Hr. HITZ, Consul General of the Swiss Confederacy 
at 
Washington:— 
DjuAB Sis—Following your well meant advice I have now- 
resolved voluntarily to appear bcrwre our Swiss authorities, 
and hence to make thti journey to Switzerland to undergo 
whatever of punishment may be awarded me. I doubt 
Dot that our courts Trill fcnow hovr to appreciate this atep, 
especially since I have come Into this misfortune against my 
will. In conclusion, I ask your fclnd asfciatance to carry out 
my purpose, and remain, in the hope of TOUT favorable con- 
sideration, respectfully your most obedient, 
ARNOLD MEITER, formerly caahler at Llestal. 


On the receipt or tliis-letter Mr. Hitz immediately 
procured passage in the second cabin of the steam- 
ship Bilesia; bought ror Meyer a full suit ot clothes, 
boots and hat included; also an outfit of under- 
clothing, provided him with a sufficient amount 
of pocket money and to pay his fare 
Irom, 


Cherbourg, in. France, to Basle, and even presented 
him with a quantity of cigars to last him uurms the 
trip. At noon on Monday the Swiss Consul General 
and his culprit protegee came on board tne Silesia at 
HoboKen, aud as the signal was given to depart Mr. 
Hitz handed Merer a letter or recommendation to 
the authorities or the canton of Basiliand, strongly 
urplng the latter to temper justice with mercy and 
promising to exert his personal influence to procure 
his pardon should he be convicted. Shortly before the 
steamer sailed several persons, claiming to be 
friends of Meyer, appeared on the scene with Intent 
or "rescutne" him, but he resolutely rerused and de- 
clared his ilrm resolve to return home aud stand his 
trial. Meyer is said to be a well educated young-man 
and or a most respectable family, his lather hav- 
ing been President of the Cantonal government 
of Basiliand for a number of years. Taking all the 
circumstances Into account this appears to be a case 
or extradition extraordinary, as such proceedings 
seem to have, been resorted to in order to avoid the 
heavy expenses or a protracted litigation in the 
United States Court, an d also -to escape the danger 
or having the fugitive "habeased" oat or the hands 
or the Swiss representative.

(.From the Lexington (Ky.) Gazette, Kov. 27.] 
We regret to learn ttom many or our most reliable 
distillers that this branch or our manufacturing 
business is touch depressed, and must of ne- 
cessity be reduced to small proportions com- 
pared 
to last season's operations. 
This "re- 
duction of the manufacture of whiskey is now 
being seriously felt by tne farmers in the distillery 
regions, and will conseci neatly have Its effect ou 
other branches of business. 


This time one year slace the distillers were pur- 
chasing all the corn, rye and Barley that were offered 
for sale, at remunerative prices to the uroducer, 
whereas now but few are buying at all, and only to 
moderate quantities and at close nrlces, 


We learn Irom distillers that the present de- 


pression arises rrom the stringency of the revenue 
laws and inadequacy of capital la the Stata 
to properly sustain this branch, of manufac- 
ture. The distillers do not complain or the 
amount of 
tax 
demanded on. their product, 
but of tha manner and time or collecting it. 
Their product being a specialty, and, we may say 
a luxury, they recognize tne right of tae lawmakers 
to place any tax oa it tnat may saem beat in their 
judgment to promote tiie Interests or tae govern- 
ment; but they claim that the forcing the payment 
or tne tax before the manufactured article is ready 
ror consumption has now, and must daring the con- 
tinuance of the present -law, have a depressing 
effect at stated periods. 


Bourbon whissey must have considerable time to 
mature and ripen, alter it is made, before it is pro- 
perly ready for consumption, 'fho time required 
depends upon the different proportions of srain 
used and tue manner or distillation. Some or It ma- 
tures or ripens lu two to three years samclent to be 
properly merchantable, whereas others require 
still more time: hence, tno 
law 
requirlnff 
it to be withdrawn from bond and tax paid 
in one year from 
date or its manufacture, 
forces the manufacturer or dealer to pay the heavy 
revenue tax long before it is probably ready ror use, 
thereby depressing the market, and, In some In- 
stances ror want of sufficient available capital, 
causing mucn loss and trouble to the owners. 


We believe no other class of manufacturers In tola 
country have this trouble to contend with. The manu- ' 
tacturers or cotton wool, hemp, flour, 4a, find their 
articles ready ror consumption as soon aa the; leave 
tna factories. The distillers of hlghwlnes—or com-

The Emperor Nnpolcon'n Speecli—TUe Politi- 


cal Situation. 


The suspense which has lasted for so many 


months in France, and which has been so pain- 
fill and at times so alarming, has at last been 
brought to an end. It has been brought to an 
end not by the fierce uprising of the sans-cu- 
loltes, by barricades, by grapeshot and mid- 
night faBilades, but by a wise, temperate, prac- 
;ical statesmanlike speech from the throne, by 
such a speech as Napoleon, alone of all living 
monarchs can make, and which abundantly 
proves that whatever physical infirmities may 
have gathered upon the Emperor, his intellect 
is as clear, as penetrating, as vigorous, as all- 
embracing aa ever. We do not wonder that 
the speech was well received by the Chambers, 
'or France had never more cause to be proud 
of Its chosen chief. 


We do not say that the speech and the 


iberal, as well as manly sentiments which it 
breathed, were not largely the result of the

han ever. Napoleon reads history, not back- 
ward? like some people, but with his eye scan- 
ning the great future; and in this hevdiffers 
rom two of his immediate predecessors; for 


is only truth to say that had the same wis- 


.om guided the counsels of Charles the Tenth 
r of Louis Philippe the Bonapartes might still 
lave beeu throneless and homeless. It is not 
ur opinion, however, that the political strug- 
•le now raging in France, and of which his 
peech is the great master-stroke, is yet, or 
liat it will soon be, brought to a close. Ear 
ram it. 
The French opposition is a great 


olitieal power. Time was—and that time is 
ot very remote—when the opposition con- 
isted of but four or five men. It can now 
ount on not fewer than one hundred and six- 
een votes. These votes are important, not on 
heir own account only, but on account of the 
roperty, the activity and the brains which 
ley represent. They constitute a power which 
IB Emperor cannot afford to despise, even if he 


were willing. 
These men have clung to their 


ause, through good report and through bad. 
hey have spoken out when to speak out was 
angerous to purse and to life, as well as to 
ame. 
They have suffered as much from hot- 


eaded and unreasoning friends as from un- 
rineipled and conscienceless enemies. But 
IB leading spirits of the opposition have been 
rue to each other, true to their common cause, 
nd they have been patient, long-suffering and 
nil of perseverance. 
The result is that num- 


ers have increased; and the marvellous thing 
that the present French opposition is one of 
B least heterogeneous oppositions in parlia- 


mentary history. It is not by any means a 
ooseand incoherent rabble. It may have in 


men who have a sympathy for legitimatism, 
thers who have a sympathy for Orleanism, 
nd others who are republicans at heart; but 
lese sympathies, If they eSSst, do not divide 
lem. On two main points they are all 
greed:—The one is their opposition to the 
ne man power; the other is that the people 
hould be governed by the people. Tho-points 
aro not logically separate, but politically they 
work a distinction. The fierce radical party, 
epresented by such men as Eochefort and 
laspail, are really not of the opposition, as wo 
lave described it; but their numbers arc small 
nd their strength can only be revealed by

The Emperor has so far disarmei 
the opposilion by conceding some of their prin 
cipal demands; but he has not yielded all, am 
much must still depend on the manner ii 
which the promised reforms are carried out 
The situation, however, is now clear. W 
know what the "Left" demands. 
Wo know 


what the Emperor has promised. 
We are, in 


a word, put in a fair position to watch the con 
iQict understandingly and with interest. -" 


We have already said that much will de- 


pend on the manner in which the Empero 
fulfils his promises. Wo do not mean that we 
have any doubt as to the honesty of the Em 
peror's intentions. Nothing of the sort. I 
is our honest belief that the Emperor moani 
well, that he intends to do and that he will try 
to do all he has said. But Napoleon has cm 
weakness—a weakness no doubt resulting 
largely from his own peculiar experience— 
he will be his own Prime Minister. 
The 


granting of reforms 
does not pain him 


but to let 
go the reins and trust to 


responsible ministers he cannot make ip his 
mind. We do not wonder at this. Csesarism 
has been his darling policy. Js he not tho 
author of the life of Julius Cscsar? Does he 
not prove in that laborious work that Cssar- 
ism and Napoleonism are one and the same, 
the latter being only a little more intelligeni 
than the former? Has he not built up himsel 
and his house on this idea ? By adhering to 
this idea has he not at the same time given 
France wealth and power and fame? Why 
should he now abandon it? Is it not possible 
for him still" to hold the reins and yet extend 
the area of liberty? This is Napoleon's diffi- 
culty. It is more—it is his stumbling block. 
If Napoleon cannot conquer himself and over- 
come his scruples on this point, we have no 
hesitation in saying that all his reforms will be 
worthless, that all his fine sayings will be bni 
as the "sounding brass and the tinkling cym- 
bal." Parliamentary government means one 
thing; Cffisarism means another. 
The two 


cannot walk together and agree. If Napoleon 
will persist in being his own Prime Minister anc 
the practical chief of all his bureaus he will 
find himself personally in perpetual conflict 
with the people; his sources of irritation will 
be multiplied a thousand-fold; his ruin will 
be certain. This is a point on which his 
speech throws no light. It is nevertheless the 
main point in the general "question. Further 
news may give us the light we need; but the 
light is not yet. 


There is one other feature of the Emperor's 


speech which we are unwilling to pass by in 
silence. The Emperor in speaking to France 
did not forget taat his audience was tho world. 
Cu this he showed skill and cunning; but he 
did not the less reveal the philosopher. 
His 


eye is upon France; but his eye is also upon 
he. world. His soul is occupied with the 
mmediate difficulties around him; but he sees 
and notes the great facts of modern progress. 
It is something to know that he, a Bonaparte, 
now rules France; but this floes not prevent 
lim from rejoicing that the chariot of progress 
rolls on with increasing speed, that reforms 
are being demanded and conceded elsewhere 
:han in France, that the age can boast ot 
Pacific Railroads, of Suez Canals, of Mount 
Cenis tunnels and other victories of mind 
jver matter, and that with one of the greatest 
of these victories the name of a French 
engineer and the name of a French Empress 
will forever be associated.

Inijiortum Ncvrs from Orcnt Britnln—The 


ItatUciU Reform Movement Aclivc in Ire- 
lund. 
By special telegram from London, forwarded 


through the Atlantic cable yesterday, we have 
tho important intelligence that tho rddical revo- 
lutionary political agitation which has been in 
such active progress in Ireland for some years 
past is rapidly culminating to a serious crisis— 
a crisis which will very likely be decisive in its 
results as between the views and force of its 
promovants and the voice of tho law and the 
authority of the English crown. The secret 
agents employed in tho Queen's service in the 
island have just reported their belief that a 
general "rising" or demonstration of the people 
in favor of national rale is imminent. A Cabi- 
net council was called in London. The situa- 
tion as it exists in tho sister kingdom was 
reviewed, and the question of again suspending 
the act of habeas corpus debated. No decision 
was arrived at—a fact which may be regarded 
as an executive acknowledgment of the gravity 
of the oocas'on. Outside the Ministerial offices 
it was looked on as certain that extreme 
measures of repression and for the sustentation 
of British power in Ireland will be adopted 
almost immediately. 


This latter inference is most probably correct. 


By mail and from our European newspaper 
files we have within a few days published the 
fact that there were seventeen regiments of 
British troops serving in Ireland on the 19th of 
November, two others being embarked from 
England for the same destination, with more 
to follow, making the actual force one-fifth or 
more of the whole army of her Majesty on 
duty for the purpose of cementing an in- 
ternational union which was declared perfect 
sixty-nine years since. 
All Siis agitation 


may, however, eventuate in a grand political 
manoeuvre, calculated beforehand, for the pur- 
pose of keeping Premier Gladstone up to the 
mark on the Irish land and Church reform ques- 
tions. To the people of Ireland a well regu- 
lated system of land tenure, accompanied by 
an equitable adjustment of the rent averages, 
to be enforced by law, is an absolute, vital 
necessity, while a settlement of the State 
Church difficulty in accordance with the spirit 
of the age is looked for. As Mr. Gladstone 
has just lately evinced a slight disposition to 
"go back" a little on his Irish friends in both 
respects, in face of the fierce opposition of the 
High Churchmen and feudal baronial interests, 
it may be that the democracy of the Green 
Me have merely taken up a "sharp slick"—a 
good blackthorn, perhaps—for the purpose of 
just keeping his "toa to the mark" and sus- 
taining the "as you were" liberal front of the 
last session of Parliament in the next. 
The 


Cabinet may consequently have magnified 
the grand "fuss" Into a revolution. This is 
the most pleasant view to take of the case as 
expressed in our cable telegram. 
We aro 


aware, however, that two or three of the most 
daring of tho Irish political convicts have just 
been returned as members of the British Par- 


jtiieir appoarance nt the bar of the 
Commons for admission will raise a 


new and exceedingly important question with 
reference to Irish allegiance and duty to the 
Jueen. Should they be refused their seats they 
may, perhaps, return to Ireland—having the 
Sheriff's certiacate of election—and attempt to 
resuscitate tho Parliament of that country, 
;he most eminent jurists of the day having 
denied the right of tho Irish members to transfer 
.he Legislature from Dublin to London iu tho 
rear 1800. If really supported by the nation 
Jiese Irish radical politicians may effect a very 
great change in the condition of the British 
empire—a change similar to that which has 
>een experienced in Belgium, in Cuba, in llex- 
co, and, to a great extent, in Canada, Nova 
Scotia, Newfoundland and British Columbia. 
?he world is evidently "marching along." 


The Cubans on tlie Offensive. 


We have heard all along and up to the last 


moment, through Spanish sources, that the 


'Ubau insurrection was being rapidly crushed. 


Co any reasonable person the reports to this 
effect appeared incredible, as Spain kept send- 
ing out more troops and was straining all her 
resources against the Cubans, while the latter 
not only held their own ground but were in- 
creasing their power and extending their con- 
gests. 
Has this looked like crushing the 


uBurrection? Does it not show that Spanish 
power is on its last legs and that the Cubans 
are stronger than ever? Indeed, the news 
;omes to us, and that through Havana and 
Spanish hands, that the insurgents have as- 
umed the offensive and have force enough to 
»ttack their enemies in their fortified strong- 
lolds. They attacked, fifteen hundred strong, 
he fortified town of San Jose", on the Puerto, 
'rincipe and Neuvitas Railroad. The volun- 
eers who attempted an engagement with them 
were captured. 
It is said in this Spanish 


eport that the insurgents failed to take the 
ort, but it is evident the Spaniards have had 
the worst of it. 
No doubt we shall hear of an 


mportant success when the truth reaches us. 
'hus we see that instead of the insurrection 
eing crushed the Cubans are crushing the 
paniards, and their cause is 
becoming- 


tronger every day.

Tho Problem of Reviving American Com 


morce. 


The national Congress, which commences it 


session in Washington next Monday, will hav 
many and great questions to deliberate on— 
questions of foreign and homo policy, question 
of finance, questions of tariff and interna 
revenue; but wo think wo are not cxaggerat 
ing whon we say that, so far as concerns the 
grandeur and prosperity of tho metropolis 
Congress will have before it no question o 
greater importance than that of restoring 
American commerce to the proud position 
which it occupied fifteen years ago. Do our 
readers know that whereas in 1851 the tonnage 
of the United Stales had reached about fiv 
and a half millions—somewhat in excess o 
tho tonnage of England—it has since1 fallen 
off to four million three hundred thousand tons, 
and that of England has increased to seven 
million three hundred thousand? Tho fact is 
a startling one, and particularly whon the 
statement is added that of the tonnage which 
we still possess only about ons-fourth is occu- 
pied in the foreign trade, and even that chiefly 
in the scavenger work of supplying Europe 
with the guano of Peru. We do not to-day 
possess a single steamer plyiug between New 
York and any European port, but have sur- 
rendered the whole foreign commerce of our 
port to the English, the French and the Ger- 
mans. 


Many causes have operated in producing 


this disheartening state of things. As Mr 
Low, 
one of our most enterprising ship- 


owners and merchants, stated before the seleci 
committee of Congress, which has 
been 


recently collecting information on the subject, 
"It is easier to explain the causes of our 
decline than to suggest a remedy." 
The 


causes assigned before that committee were 
various, the principal ones being the gradua' 
revolution that has been effected in ships, from 
the wooden sailing vessel and sidewhee 
steamer to the iron, sailing vessel and screw 
steamer—a revolution in which we took nc 
part, preferring to cling to the sailing vessa 
and the wooden sidewheel steamer; the pre- 
ference in freights and insurances given to the 
iron vessels over the wooden ones ; the differ- 
ence in the cost to tho English merchant of 
his vossel and that of his to the Amercan mer- 
chant; the high duties paid on materials 
entering into the construction of American 
ships, which materials are free of duty in 
England; the advantage which the English 
have over us in getting all their ships' stores 
out of bond free of duty; the difference in 
the rates of wages; the disadvantage under 
which our depreciated currency placed us; the 
failure of our government to subsidize steam- 
ship lines in competition with the English anc 
French, and, finally, the generally prejudicial 
effect of our high protective tariff. 
All these, 


with the exception of the first, are causes 
which it is in the power of Congress to 
remove or mitigate; and as to tho first, we 
suppose it may be safely left to the intelligence 
and enterprise of our shipbuilders and ship- 
owners. 


But notwithstanding Mr. Low's remark as 


to the cause being more easily discovered than 
the remedy, there has been no lack of sugges- 
tions as to tho remedy. Those suggestions may 
bo condensed into thres principal groups. 
They are-—first, the removal of all legislative 
restrictions on the purchase of foreign ships 
and on their admission to American registry; 
second, the granting of liberal subsidies by our 
government to steamship lines, and, thirdly, 
the allowance of a drawback of duties on all 
materials entering into the construction and 
outfit and. maintenance of ships. 
It will be 


readily understood that these propositions are 
not equally favored by the two great interests 
that are most closely involved in the question— 
the shipowning and the shipbuilding interests. 
The shipowners, as a class, may be set down 
as in favor of all three. The shipbuilders are 
and will be opposed, to the bitter end, to what 
is termed free trade iu ships. They say, and 
with much force and reason, that it would be 
tho finishing blow to the now languid and tot- 
tering interest which they represent; and that 
it would not only be ruinous to that interest, but 
would be seriously detrimental to the nation at 
large, in closing up all the shipyards, sending 
the ship mechanics out of the country or to 
other occupations, and thus depriving the gov- 
ernment of its most useful and indispensable 
artisans in case of war with a naval power. 
On the other hand, the shipowners do not 
believe that, even with the allowance of a 
drawback, the shipbuilders of this country can 
compete with those of England. As Mr. Wes- 
tervelt, formerly one of our greatest shipbuild- 
ers, stated before the committee, "The days of 
wooden ships are ended; and to build wooden 
ships would be labor lost." The shipowners 
say, "Let us buy our ships where we 
can buy them cheapest, and if American ships 
can be produced as cheap as foreign ones of 
course we will give our own the preference." 
Some of our principal shipbuilders, including 
Mr. Webb, of New York, and Mr. McKay, of 
Boston, have expressed the fullest confidence 
that if they are put, in regard to the cost of 
material, on an equal footing with the great 
iron shipbuilders on the Clyde and the Tyne, 
they can, notwithstanding the disparity of 
workmen's wages, produce as good and as 
cheap ships as their English rivals. All that 
they ask is a fan* field and no favor. 


Thus stands the question to-day. Compli- 


cated with it, but presenting too wide a field 
to be discussed in this connection, is the ques- 
tion of the tariff, which, through some of its 
prohibitory features, is charged with being one 
of the principal causes of the decay in our 
commerce and of the increased cost of living, 
which necessitates higher wages and puts our 
shipbuilders and shipowners at a disadvantage 
as against their foreign rivals. Complicated 
also with it is the question of currency. Labor 
combinations and the Eight Hour law have also 
their effect and are to be taken into considera- 
tion in aU efforts to resolve the problem. 
Most of the practical men who appeared before 
the special committee which has charge of the 
subject were inclined to the opinion that the 
greater skill, intelligence and activity of the 
American mechanic more than compensated 
for the difference in tho price of labor and in 
tho hours of work, but Mr. WesterveK and 
Mr. Low were not of that opinion. The former 
expressed his belief that > the standard of 
American labor had become very much re- 
duced. The latter remarked that demoraliza- 
tion seemed to have extended into the depart- 
ment of labor to a greater degree than perhaps 


into any other department, and that an^ one 
who Undertook to build a house oj- a ship 
would soon find that fact out to his cost. 


As to the question of subsidies Mr, Low ex- 


pressed tho opinion that tho policy of England 
in subsidizing lines of steamers to the various 
parts of the world had given her a prestige 
that was almost insuperable. All tho English, 
laws had been for the benefit of commerce, 
while there did not seem to be a law on the 
American statute books that did not inflict 
injury on our commercial interest. And iu 
that connection he instanced the very serious 
injury iuflicted on the Pacific Mail Steamship 
Company by the immense government subsidy 
granted to the Pacific Railroad. 


From this presentation of the facts and con- 


siderations bearing on the question of how to 
revive our commerce it will be seen that the 
special committee which has the subject ia 
charge has no light or irresponsible duty to 
perform. Let us hope that it will discover a 
means of reconciling all conflicting interests, 
of restoring business and animation to our 
shipyards, where now (as Mr. Webb ex- 
pressed it, sorrowfully) grass grows ; of giv- 
ing us not one but many lines of fleet matt 
steamers, and of making our flag oaee inoro 
familiar on every sea and in every port.

latest news from Hayti, detailing the progress 
of the revolution against Salnave. From the 
information published it will be seen that the 
forces of Salnave are growing daily smaller 
and smaller. The insurrectionary forces are 
constantly adding to their strength and making 
stronger their positions. The only town of 
any importance now in the hands of Salnave is 
that of Port au Prince, and there Is every 
reason to believe that before long this strong- 
hold of the Haytien President will succumb to 
the victorious march of the rebels. With the 
republic in the power of Chevalier, Brice, 
Saget and the other revolutionary leaders, 
may we expect an era of law,* order and good 
government? Will the affairs of the country 
be conducted in such a manner as will lead 
outsiders to believe that its industrial re- 
sources will be stimulated into healthy 
activity ? We are afraid not. For over half 
a century have intestinal wars disturbed the 
island. 
One leader has only been put down to 


give place and power to another, who in a 
brief term has been displaced for a more de- 
signing agitator. 
Any person who has 


watched the course of Hayti knows full well 
that this has been the history of her leading 
men for years past. 
What, then, is tho 


remedy for these evils ? Annexation to the 
United States. For years have the Haytiens 
plodded on, following a course which they dis- 
appointed themselves in believing was self- 
government. The result is evident. Hayti is 
going to decay, her commercial activity stilled, 
her industries paralyzed, her agricultural dis- 
tricts neglected, and tho only energy observa- 
ble is the restless intrigues of military officers, 
whose actions hasten rather than retard her 
downfall. From these facts it will be seen 
that self-government by the Haytiens is a 
failure, and annexation the only cure for the 
evils which afflict the Haytien republic. 


THE SPANISH FLEET.—The Spanish fleet is 


evidently made up of half a dozen or moro 
flying Dutchmen, so little seems to be posi- 
tively known by any one of its projected or 
present movements. The Captain General of 
Cuba assures the Associated Press corre- 
spondent that there was never any intention to 
send the fleet to this city, and the Spanish 
Minister says the intention to send the fleet 
tiere has been reconsidered. Why not let the 
fleet come if it wants to? 
How could tho 


)ubau difficulty be more readily brought to a 
inclusion than by tho attempt of the Spanish 
men-of-war to seize the gunboats in our 
larbor ? 


THE DEMOCRATS AND THE COMMISSIONS.— 


We are likely to hear for a long time much of 
the discussion of what the triumphant demo- 
cracy will do with the commissions that govern 
jhe city. We may safely conclude as to some 
of the commissions that they cannot possibly 
make them any worse than they are; while as 
;o others it is equally certain that they cannot 
carry us back to the serious misgovernment 
,he commissions displaced. 
If our police sys-, 


;em, for instance, is greatly changed it cannot 
be restored to the Fernando Wood style with- 
out provoking a popular indignation that even 
Tammany must fear.

Christianity waa no part of tho com- 
mon law of Ohio now, as was the case with Massa- 
chusetts, New YorK and Virginia once; but not in 
Ohio to-day, thanks to Protestant Koger Williams 
Catholic Charles Carroll and luiidel Thomas Jeffer' 
son. To show the diversity 
of opinion that 
existed between Christians on the authority or tne 
New Testament he quoted from Rev. Samuel 
JUchardaon's BOOK. He said it was not a little cari- 
ous to nee now nearly this summary of Presbyterian 
divines agree with cerlam propositions advanced bv 
a Jesuit father of this city in a recent lecture on the 
Bible, though the conclusions of the two are widely 
divergent.

(Second Ohio 
Reports, section 387.) He contended iliatno power 
over things spiritual had ever been delegated to 
government. Christianity waa no part of tho com- 
mon law of Ohio now, as was the case with Massa- 
chusetts, New YorK and Virginia once; but not in 
Ohio to-day, thanks to Protestant Koger Williams 
Catholic Charles Carroll and luiidel Thomas Jeffer' 
son. To show the diversity 
of opinion that 
existed between Christians on the authority or tne 
New Testament he quoted from Rev. Samuel 
JUchardaon's BOOK. He said it was not a little cari- 
ous to nee now nearly this summary of Presbyterian 
divines agree with cerlam propositions advanced bv 
a Jesuit father of this city in a recent lecture on the 
Bible, though the conclusions of the two are widely 
divergent.

In the iand of <SogUen—Canal Widening. 
A correspondent of the London Xtocs, -nritinz from 


Cairo on the 6th ol November, supplies the following 
statements, in current addition to former letters, 
relative to the condition and present wotting of the 
Suez Canal:— 


The extreme uncertainty to which those'whose 
movements are dependent upon tne Suez Canal are 
subject WES aptly illustrated a few hours ago. 
Belore this letter can be put in print you will have 
probably learned by telegram tue result ot the for- 
mal opening of the 17th; ana the incident which has 
upset many of the plans for the present will by that 
time have lost its sigumcance. It 13 worth record- 
IUE, however, that the inspection which was to have 
been made to-day by we Mateoussa, with some of 
tne chief officers of State on board, has been perforce 
postponed; ana how, through the cause leading to 
tins postponement, humbler mortals have been 
znade the sport of circumstances. 


Ou Saturday, the 6th, a special train left Cairo lor 
Ismailia. having for its only passengers M. de Les- 
seps, iionsicnor liauer, aud two Englishmen WHO 
nad ;been invited to proceed to Suez by the canal 
next day. The immense progress which has taken 
place since tne inspection made by tbe officers of the 
Pfcnsmsularand oriental Company a week or so ago, 
and tu.6 completeness ol the, preparations for tne 
opening were what the strangers sad been asked to 
see. Tnere are so many rumors and cou&ter-rumora 
among tue European and oftlcial society of Cairo re- 
BpectuiE the canal, prejudice and feeling run so 
lush, and wheels within wheels are ao numerous, 
that nothing short of personal investigation can con- 
vince an impartial observer concerniua tue facts. 
The invitation to inspect tne canal again was well 
worth accepting therefore, and it was wilh the full 
expectation of datlnu this letier rrom Suez that 1 ar- 
rived at Ismailia the day before yesterday. Tnere 15 
B, mighty diilerence between travelling by .-.pecial 
and by ordinary express trams upon tlie Egruiian 
lines. 


On Saturday we stopped seldom and bnt for a few 
minutes each time, and the entire journey occupied 
but tnree hours instead of five. That a dignitary of 
the Catholic Churcb. who has come from Pans to 
Egypt lor the double "purpose of pronouncing a Dene- 
diction upon the canal, and of performing the mar- 
riaee service between M. die Lesseps and the ctiarm- 
inBjounglady who is to tate the latter's name on 
the 28th instant, should be interested in hearing ana 
describing tue exact nature of the public ceremony 
In which te is to play so important a part, was to be 
expected; and it was bom smiting aud significant 
to learn tnat Mussulman SUeits and -liomish" 
priests are to pray side by side in public for tue 
first tune in the history of either faith, and as a 
preliminary to Use opening, it suggested some 
ssunous reflections lo hear of the religious toleration

Our train sweeps past the rich lertility of the

•water. During a recent trip we were mistaken again

Assistant District Attorney Jackson stated teat 
after consultation with defendants' counsel It was 
agreed to submit tne case to the Court. There had 
ixever been any difference of opinion as to the legal 
questions involved, and in view of the singular at- 
tention bestowed upon the case and the regular 
attendance of the defendants, the District Attorney 
would ast that they be held simply on their own re- 
cognizances until ample time was given to have the 
law relating to the questions at issue thoroughly 
siitea. and, if necessary, to have it brought before 
Congress in order that it might in some degree be 
modified. 


M r. Spencer observed that the conrse pursued by 
tne ROreniment was perfectly agreeable.

A woman named Alice Turner and the prisoner's 
sisrer were called for the defence, and they endeav- 
ored to show that the prisoner was in his rooms in 
Water street, at the time of the escape of Coakley.

The llcure Is cut from a block of gypsum, similar to tha 


found in Ooonda^a county anil at other localities of tha aalmav* 
formation in the State further v.'efit. The nectvliar position of 
tho body and hmbs, which has occasioned so much remark, 
wait apparently determined fn a great measure by the form or 
the block of Mtoae, which was WAtcr worn on at least throe of 
its sides before the sculptor began his work. These rou"ha 
xvater worn surfaces were not entirely removed fn cutting. 
Portions ot them still remain on tho sides of the head and on. 
the limbs and feet, and have erroneously been re-ardcd an. 
Indicating for the work a high antiquity. 
" 


Tho tool marks are still very distinct on different parts o£ 


tho statue, especially where tuey have not been obliterated t>y 
the imperfect polishing which evidently completed the work. 
On the more prominent portions of tbe ilgnre these marks ap- 


cnt- In several places they are verv near or Immediately sur- 
rounded by tho water worn surfaces If. ti,, in the opening of" 
the right ear J, aad therefore are evidently of subsequent for-- 
ination. 
jlow, aj typsum is soluble In about 400 parts of water, s 
very short exposure of the nutue m the locality at Cardiff' 
would suOlce to obliterate all traces of tool marks and also to •. 
roughen the polished surfaces, but these are both quite per- 
fect, and hence tha clam must have bean y«ry recently bunedt 
where discovered. 
Altogether the work Is well calculated to impose upon thai 
ecneral public, but I am surprised that any scientific observ- 
ers suou.d not have at oncu celociedtho unmistakable evi- 
dence against its antiquity.

In the iand of <SogUen—Canal Widening. 
A correspondent of the London Xtocs, -nritinz from 


Cairo on the 6th ol November, supplies the following 
statements, in current addition to former letters, 
relative to the condition and present wotting of the 
Suez Canal:— 


The extreme uncertainty to which those'whose 
movements are dependent upon tne Suez Canal are 
subject WES aptly illustrated a few hours ago. 
Belore this letter can be put in print you will have 
probably learned by telegram tue result ot the for- 
mal opening of the 17th; ana the incident which has 
upset many of the plans for the present will by that 
time have lost its sigumcance. It 13 worth record- 
IUE, however, that the inspection which was to have 
been made to-day by we Mateoussa, with some of 
tne chief officers of State on board, has been perforce 
postponed; ana how, through the cause leading to 
tins postponement, humbler mortals have been 
znade the sport of circumstances. 


Ou Saturday, the 6th, a special train left Cairo lor 
Ismailia. having for its only passengers M. de Les- 
seps, iionsicnor liauer, aud two Englishmen WHO 
nad ;been invited to proceed to Suez by the canal 
next day. The immense progress which has taken 
place since tne inspection made by tbe officers of the 
Pfcnsmsularand oriental Company a week or so ago, 
and tu.6 completeness ol the, preparations for tne 
opening were what the strangers sad been asked to 
see. Tnere are so many rumors and cou&ter-rumora 
among tue European and oftlcial society of Cairo re- 
BpectuiE the canal, prejudice and feeling run so 
lush, and wheels within wheels are ao numerous, 
that nothing short of personal investigation can con- 
vince an impartial observer concerniua tue facts. 
The invitation to inspect tne canal again was well 
worth accepting therefore, and it was wilh the full 
expectation of datlnu this letier rrom Suez that 1 ar- 
rived at Ismailia the day before yesterday. Tnere 15 
B, mighty diilerence between travelling by .-.pecial 
and by ordinary express trams upon tlie Egruiian 
lines. 


On Saturday we stopped seldom and bnt for a few 
minutes each time, and the entire journey occupied 
but tnree hours instead of five. That a dignitary of 
the Catholic Churcb. who has come from Pans to 
Egypt lor the double "purpose of pronouncing a Dene- 
diction upon the canal, and of performing the mar- 
riaee service between M. die Lesseps and the ctiarm- 
inBjounglady who is to tate the latter's name on 
the 28th instant, should be interested in hearing ana 
describing tue exact nature of the public ceremony 
In which te is to play so important a part, was to be 
expected; and it was bom smiting aud significant 
to learn tnat Mussulman SUeits and -liomish" 
priests are to pray side by side in public for tue 
first tune in the history of either faith, and as a 
preliminary to Use opening, it suggested some 
ssunous reflections lo hear of the religious toleration 
.about to be.jirornoiea by a successful leatinengi- 
jaeenng;; and when one heard that not only were 
JUoliammedans aud Roman Catholics to worship in 
-unison, bat that the moat sacred rites ot the former 
sreed—sucu as a native marriage and circumcision— 
are to be performed at Ismailia In honor of the Suez 
Canal, tue question arose, naturally. What must be 
.the ultimate effect of this strange fusion upon the 
.religion or tue world around us f In was as we were 
rnshing tdrough the land of Goshen at forty miles 
.fin Hour, and when passing tne spot at wUlcU, ac- 
cording to tradition, Joseph met his rather, Jacob 
on the latter's commc into Egvpt, that these par- 
ticulars of the programme for next week: were talted 
over and place, time and circumstance combined to 
.give that, programme a strange and comprehensive 
Interest. 


Our train sweeps past the rich lertility of the 
valley of Goshen and on to the dreary vastness of 
the sandy plain beyond it, and on stopping a few- 
miles short of Ismailia we mount the soft embank- 
ment and obtain a desert .view, which is utterly dif- 
lerent to anything seen from the Pyramids or Sat- 
kara.

The cases were throngnout of a very 
complicated character. 
ilr. Spencer, on behalf of the defendants, had pre- 
viously pointed out the grievances under which they 
labored, contending that they had, so far as in their 
power lay, complied with the law. Ue referred to 
the monopoly carried on by th« managers, snowing 
thas by a peculiar construction of the law they had 
sole control of the lottery business. 
Assistant District Attorney Jackson stated teat 
after consultation with defendants' counsel It was 
agreed to submit tne case to the Court. There had 
ixever been any difference of opinion as to the legal 
questions involved, and in view of the singular at- 
tention bestowed upon the case and the regular 
attendance of the defendants, the District Attorney 
would ast that they be held simply on their own re- 
cognizances until ample time was given to have the 
law relating to the questions at issue thoroughly 
siitea. and, if necessary, to have it brought before 
Congress in order that it might in some degree be 
modified. 


M r. Spencer observed that the conrse pursued by 
tne ROreniment was perfectly agreeable. 


Commissioner Shields said that upon the represen- 
tations of the government ha would discharge the 
defendants upon their own recognizances.

excise licenses;" and it also claimed that by several 
acts of the .Legislature all revenues in the city of New 
Tori from that and other sources have also been 
pledged to the payment of bonds still outstanding and 
the interest thereon. I think it unnecessary to follow 
counsel over the elaborate points and argument pre- 
sented. It is sufficient to say that the license fees 
pledged are not those issuing from licenses which the

"tavern and excise" fees realized from licenses 
Issued by tlie city, that are pledged, and as the 
city no longer issues any it derives no revenue 
from that source. The fees which the Board collect are 
not for licenses to sell liquor in t'ie citv or New 
York as such, but for licenses to sell at so'me desig- 
nated place within a new terntoral district, winch it 
has been held the Legislature might create (sec. 4, 
laws of 1868, chap. 578). Those fees, therefore, are 
not r.he ones which were pledged.

I think you ought not to be 
here at alL The offence you have committed is one 
that should have been sent to the General Sessions, 
where you wonla rightly, I think, receive a much 
heavier sentence than I can give you. You will oe 
sent to the Penitentiary for six months. 


TUB BOLD CAPTURE AT BLAOKfTELL'S ISLAKD- 
Martin Brodenck, a young man, with a bold, <3og- 


x gen and determined expression of countenance, was 
charged with being concerned in the capture of a 
prisoner, named Coatley, who had been sentenced 
to a term of imprisonment at the Penitentiary at 
Blackwell's Island. This capture took -placemen Sun- 
day, the 21st, particulars or which have already ap- 
peared in tue HERALD. The rollowinE brief sum- 
mary will be sufficient, therefore, to indicate the 
facts of the case:— 


Mr. J. E. Hyatt, a Keeper attached to the Peniten- 
tiary, was in charge of Charily Hospital boat at loot 
of Fifty-first street, East river, and he noticed a 
Btenal from the New York Bide. Believing it to be a 
sienal from the physician, with a- crew of prisoners 
he rowed across, and on arriving on the opposite 
shore Coakley, who had been sentenced to six months' 
imprisonment, jumped out of the boat on to the 
does. Hyatt raised his carbine, when he was con- 
fronted by a gang of armed ruffians wuo took 
Coakley away with them. Among these ruffians was 
the prisoner. 


George Phleifman, a boy who had charge or a 
wagon, said that lUe prisoner, with several other 
men, 
were driving very furiously in a wagon in 
which ttiey were in, aud this wagon cangut m tlie 
one in which he was driving-; thev jumped oat and 
left tns wagon and ran down the second avenue- he 
was.quite sure that the prisoner was tlie man; saw 
Coauley nut on a pair of pants in the wasron, and 
also saw a pistol at the bottom of the wa^on; tue 
pistol was partially Wrapped in a newspaper. 
Judge Dowiine—When did von seo the prisoner 
last? Don't look at Him. 
" 


Witness—I saw him on Saturday last; not since 
Judge—Kow, tell me how tie loots. 
Witness—Well, he is not very stout, and he Isn't 
verytlun; his hair is rather curly, audit's black:- and 
lie bad a blue Pea-jacket on, and he is rather short. 
(The description was very accurate.) 
Jnctee (pointing to prisoner)—Is that the man? 
Witness—Yes, I'm sure it is. 
Detective officer Kerns, of the Fourth precinct, 
said—I arrested the prisoner about two o'cloekou 
Sunday aiternoon, the 21st, in Baxter street, and 
Coakley, the escaped prisoner, also a man named 
Scotch Level; as tne keeper of the boat couln not 
Meanly Brodenck he was diseuargea; Brodenck 
after tins sent to the station for the clothes Coakcy 
tuen wore, saying that they were his; sue Captain 
told me to tell liroderlck that he could have them 1C 
he would come for them himself; uroclenck came 
and obtained ihe clothes, aud the Captain asied him 
if he was quite certain they were his. and lie said 
they were; upon this the Captain ordered mm to be 
arrested. 


A woman named Alice Turner and the prisoner's 
sisrer were called for the defence, and they endeav- 
ored to show that the prisoner was in his rooms in 
Water street, at the time of the escape of Coakley. 
.ludiie Bowling, addressing the prisoner, said— 
The circumstance of your being present at the cap- 
ture of CoaKley has not been positively proved but 
the circumstances that follow show positively that 
you were there. The officer identifies you as one of 
the party found in Baxter street when you and two 
others were arrested. You were discharges for want 
of identification, and the next thing tiiat Is seen of 
yon is that you apply at the police station for 
clothes that Coakley was seen wearing, part of which 
be was seen with by the boy. The manner'in which 
the Dohce officers acted in this matter entitles them 
to the praise of the community. There can be 110 
doubt, tasing all these facts together, that yon 
assisted- In that escape. The way in which tttat 
escape was bronght about shows tuatyon must have 
practised and watched lor the escape, so as to srive 
tbe doctor's signal without it being detected as a 
false signal. In addition to this a pistol is pointed -at 
the man m charge or tne boat. The entire circum- 
stances will justify the Court in sentencing .you to 
sis months'imprisonment in the Penitentiary and 
fifty dollars fine. 


A "FANTASTIC" POLICE OFFICER. 
Thomas Kelly, a young, athletic Irishman, was 
seen in tne garb of a policeman a few evenings ago 
by officer w. Sarton, wao was rather surprised to 
see an officer of the Metropolitan police smoking a 
cigar in the streets aud having rather more liquor 
"on board" than was quite consistent with official 
dignity. 
Sarton went up to him and asired htm 
what precinct he belonged to. Kelly replied, "The 
Twenty-fourth ward." Sarton then asked to see his 
shield; but as that was not forthcoming Sarton 
arreestd him, aud, on being taken to tfie Central 
Office, he was found to be a "bogus" policeman. 


Counsel lor the prisoner—The defendant was a 
fantastic police oiilcer, your Honor. He was wear- 
ing the dress on a festive occasion. 


The Judge—That is rather a fantastic defence. 
(Laughter.) 


Counsel—I shall be able to show that it was so. 
Judge—Go on, sfr; let us have the fantastic wit- 
nesses also. 


Thomas Callagnan said that the Twenty-fourth 
company of ited Town Rangers turned out that day 
and tnat the defendant assumed the guise or a police 
oitlcer. "ir I had wanted to have done that myself 
I'd done the same as he did." 


Judge—Would you. Pray, sir, do you know where 
this uniform was obtained ? 


Witness—Xo, sir; I know that he got it and I don't 
think there is any harm in it. 


Defendant was then placed on the stand ana he 
said—"We turned out fora bit of fun, your Honor 
and I thought it would be a good joke to look like a 
policeman." 


Tbe Judge—It was no ioke to get into the hands of 
the police, as yon found out. Kow I shall remand you 
nntll I Know Where that uniform was obtained. 


Mr. Taylor, of Xo. 376 Bowery, then stepped for- 
ward and said that he loaned tue defendaubihe 
uniform, and a dollar was paid him fftr tue loan of 
the coat. He pnrcuased the coat rrom a man at the 
foot of Bayard street, ana he did not think he was 
doing any harm in buying ii. Tue coat hung at the 
door. 


The Judge (to Mr. Taylor)—I am sorry the com- 
plaint is not made against you, str. I should cer- 
tainly have punished yon for buying stolen goods. 
The uniform of tue pofice is property that should be 
returned, and they cannot receive any balance or 
pay due them unless that uniform is returned. 
If 
the police knew tiiat this uniform was at your store 
they should have called upon you for an explana- 
tion of its possession, and if necessary arrested you. 
I shall suspeud sentence upon the prisoner, an,d I 
hope he will take care to tell all who may be dis- 
posed to wear a latitastic dress that it must not be a 
policeman's.

The llcure Is cut from a block of gypsum, similar to tha 


found in Ooonda^a county anil at other localities of tha aalmav* 
formation in the State further v.'efit. The nectvliar position of 
tho body and hmbs, which has occasioned so much remark, 
wait apparently determined fn a great measure by the form or 
the block of Mtoae, which was WAtcr worn on at least throe of 
its sides before the sculptor began his work. These rou"ha 
xvater worn surfaces were not entirely removed fn cutting. 
Portions ot them still remain on tho sides of the head and on. 
the limbs and feet, and have erroneously been re-ardcd an. 
Indicating for the work a high antiquity.

Tho tool marks are still very distinct on different parts o£ 


tho statue, especially where tuey have not been obliterated t>y 
the imperfect polishing which evidently completed the work. 
On the more prominent portions of tbe ilgnre these marks ap- 


cnt- In several places they are verv near or Immediately sur- 
rounded by tho water worn surfaces If. ti,, in the opening of" 
the right ear J, aad therefore are evidently of subsequent for-- 
ination. 
jlow, aj typsum is soluble In about 400 parts of water, s 
very short exposure of the nutue m the locality at Cardiff' 
would suOlce to obliterate all traces of tool marks and also to •. 
roughen the polished surfaces, but these are both quite per- 
fect, and hence tha clam must have bean y«ry recently bunedt 
where discovered. 
Altogether the work Is well calculated to impose upon thai 
ecneral public, but I am surprised that any scientific observ- 
ers suou.d not have at oncu celociedtho unmistakable evi- 
dence against its antiquity.

The Gold Room was azaln the scene of feverish 


excitement to-day over the tuictui'.tlons of tao 
precious metal. The greatest cgmmotun prevailed 
In all the markets, and at one time a panic seemed 
•Impending in the StocK Exchange. AB it was the 
•<Jay closed on an immcnso decline In stocks ana a 
feverish reeling all aronnd. The iocideut on which 
•'Singed the excitement in tue Gold lioum was a sud- 
•den suspension of the government gold sales. Early 
In the day, upon the announcement that no applica- 
tion bad boon made to Secretary Boutwell to 
stop theso sales and that' tiiero wa3 110 reason 
for a deviation from his prosi-amine, gold lost 
all the strength which it haa 
gathered from 


tho rumors of tho evening prcvians and decline'! to 
121>£, at which and I2l«f an immense number of 
Bales wero made. At twelve o'clocx the proposals 
were submitted as usual at the Sub-Treasury and 
.nearly a million and a half dollars bid for at prices 
ranging from 120.63 to 121.20. Tiia bids were tele- 
graphed to'Washlngton, when Secretary Boutwell 
•telegraphed hack to reject all bsio'.r 122. Of course 
.all the bids or to-day had;to be rejected, and Assist- 
ant Treasurer Folger made the announcement al tlia 
Sub-Treasury. The effect upon the Gold r.oom was 
startling* Tho "shorts" made a rush to cover, 
under which sold rose to 123. It then fell bacK 
.again, but once more advanced ana touched at its 
•Dlghest, 123X, closing finally atI2^.{, under a reac- 
tion produced by the news that Mr. Foluer bad 
-asked for instructions rrom Washington whSther he 
.should offer to sell the gold to-morrow. The rejec- 
tion or ihe bids to-day produced great indignation, 
-and a rormal demand was made by one Brm for the 
gold they offered to take, their proposition, as ueicjt 
tne highest, entitling them to it.

She outcry coming from the merchants, who insist

The exporters are 
more particularly the class of business men who 
suffer from the present crisis, and tliey have been the 
most prominent in denouncing tha policy of the 
Treasury. AS to the importers, they suffer to the 


• extent that they have already covered their con- 
tracts for foreign goods. It will be remembered that 
the gold corner or last summer taught the importers 
a'bitter lesson with reference to deferring their pay- 
ments and borrowing gold meantime.

It is not certain that they will not eventually 
succeed, for as the popular feeling Is all on the "bear" 
aide, ana as tnc banks are loaded with gold, and as 
a heavy instalment of com interest comei out on the 
market at the end of tha month, it will not be easy 
to foment a "bull" speculation. Some seeui to take 
exception to the extravagance of the -bear" specu- 
lation, and point to the increasing clearances at 
the Gold Bank, where to-day there were over
